officers  have  in  and  to  tb^.same,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  take 
all  lawful  means  in  their  own  name  for  the  collecting  of  th^

as  nearly  as  may  be,  as  taxes  in  and  for  the  county  of  Oneida 
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are  rated  and  assessed ;  and  in  the  assessment  roll  made  in  pur- 
suance of  this  section,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  common  coun- 
cil to  set  down  and  describe  briefly  the  real  estate  and  the 
amount  of  the  personal  estate  on  or  in  respect  of  which  any 
assessment  or  tax  is  imposed  or  assessed.     It  shall  also  be  the 
duty  of  the  common  council  to  determine  and  specify  what  sum 
is  to  be  raised  yearly  to  defray  the  expenses  of  lighting  streets ; 
what  sum  for  supporting  a  night  watch,  and  what  sum  for 
making  and  repairing  roads,  highways  and  bridges ;  and  the 
sums  raised  to  defray  the  expenses  of  lighting  streets  and  sup- 
porting a  night  watch,  shall  be  rated  and  assessed  by  the  said 
common  council,  on  or  among  the  owners  and  occupants  of  the 
real  and  personal  estates  in  said  city,  in  a  just  and  equitable 
^  manner,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  in  proportion  to  the  advantage 
and  security  which  each  shall  be  deemed  to  acquire  thereby ; 
and  no  person  or  property  exempt  by  law  from  assessments  to 
work  on  highways  in  towns,  shall  be  assessed  or  taxed  for  any 
part  of  the  amount  raised  for  making  and  repairing  roads, 
highways  ai)d  bridges.     In  the  assessment  roll  made  under  this 
sectloA,  all  persons  who  would  be  liable  by  law  to  be  assessed 
to  work  on  highways,  if  they  resided  in  any  of  the  towns  of 
this  state,  shall  be  enumerated  and  may  be  taxed  by  the  said 
common  council,  a  sum  not  less  than  sixty-two  and  a  half 
cents,  nor  more  than  the  sum  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  as 
a  poll  tax,  to  raise  the  amount  directed  to  be  raised  for  making 
and  repairing  roads,  highways  and  bridges ;  and  in  said  assess- 
ment roll  the  sums  taxed  or  assessed  to  or  on  each  person,  or 
to  or  on  any  parcel  or  parcels  of  real  estate  owned  by  one  per- 
son, for  making  and  repairing  roads,  highways  and  bridges,  shall 
be  set  down  in  a  separate  column.     Said  assessment  roll  shall, 
when  completed  and  corrected,  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  city. 
AH  taxes  and  assessments  imposed,  rated  and  assessed  by  the  said 
common  council,  in  pursuance  of  this  section,  shall  be  collected 
by  the  collector  or  collectors  of  said  city,  in  the  same  manner 
and  with  the  same  power  and  authority  as  taxes  in  and  for  the 
county  of  Oneida  are  collected  by  the  collectors  of  the  seve- 
ral towns,  by  virtue  of  a  warrant  under  the  corporate  seal, 
signed  by  the  mayor,  or  by  suit  in  the  corporate  name,  with  in- 
terest and  costs.    The  assessment  roll  filed  with  the  clerk, 
shall,  in  all  cases,  be  evidence  on  the  part  of  the  corporation ; 
and  all  taxes  and  assessments  imposed  or  asssessed  on,  or  in 
respect  of  any  real  estate  as  aforessid,  shall  be  a  lien  on  such 
real  estate ;  and  in  case  such  taxes  and  assessments  are  not 
paid,  and  no  personal  property  can  be  found  by  the  collector  or 
collectors,  out  of  which  to  satisfy  apd  collect  the  same  by  dis- 
tress and  sale,  the  common  council  may  cause  such  real  estate 
to  be  sold  for  the  payment  and  collection  of  such  taxes  and  as- 
sessments as  aforesaid,  together  with  the  expenses  of  the  sale, 
in  the  manner  and  with  the  effect,  and  subject  to  the  J^^qqqIq 
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BKffis  specified  in  the  forty-ninth  section  of  this  act,  relative  to 
the  sales  of  real  estate,  for  the  non-payment  of  assessments  in 
that  section  mentioned ;  but  no  such  real  estate  shall  be  sold 
as  aforesaid,  except  within  one  year  from  the  time  of  the  filing 
of  the  assessment  roll,  as  aforesaid.  All  taxes  and  sums  of 
money  raised  and  collected  in  pursuance  or  by  virtue  of  this 
section,  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  city. 
An  tiidiuon-  $  45.  If  the  amount  assessed  and  collected  under  and  by 
Sl  nM*^  virtue  of  the  forty-fourth  section  of  this  act,  to  defray  the  ex* 
penses  of  lighting  the  streets  in  said  city,  is  not  in  any  one  year 
sufficient  for  that  purpose,  the  common  council  shall  have 
power,  en  the  petition  or  consent  in  writing  of  a  majority  of 
the  persons  liable  to  be  assessed  therefor,  to  cause  an  addition- 
al sum  to  be  assessed,  levied  and  collected,  sufficient  to  defray 
the  additional  expenses.  All  assessments  authorised  by  this 
section,  shall  be  made  according  to  the  then  last  assessment 
roll,  and  shall  be  assessed,  levied  and  collected  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  taxes,  under  the  forty-fourth  section  of  this 
act. 

cqiomiHioiH  S  46.  The  common  council  shall  be  commissioners  of  high- 
w"y"»' *******  ways  in  and  for  said  city,  and  shall  (subject  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act, J  possess  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties,  and  be 
subject  to  the  liabilities  of  commissioners  of  highways  in  towns. 
^  They  shall  have  power  to  regulate,  repair,  amend,  and  clean 
the  streets,  alleys,  highways,  bridges,  side  and  cross  walks, 
drains  and  sewers  in  said  city,  and  to  prevent  the  incumbering 
of  the  same  in  any  manner,  and  to  protect  the  same  from  en- 
croachment and  injury.  They  shall  also  have  power  to  direct 
and  regulate  the  planting,  rearing  and  preserving  of  ornamen- 
tal trees  in  the  streets  of  said  city, 
«frMto,ai.  347.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  lay  out, 
Sdb'ih^  n^fiJ^^  ^^^  open  streets,  alleys,  lanes  and  highways  in  said  city ; 
var**  and  to  alter,  widen,  contract  or  discontinue  any  street,  alley, 
lane  or  highway,  in  said  city ;  but  no  building  exceeding  the 
value  of  one  thousand  dollars,  shall  be  removed  in  whole  or  in 
part,  without  the  consent  of  the  owner.  They  shall  cause  alt 
streets,  alleys,  lanes  or  highways,  laid  out  by  them,  to  be  sur- 
veyed, described  and  recorded,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  tho 
cferk,  and  the  same  when  opened  and  made,  shall  be  public 
highways.

them,  on  the  day  specified  in  said  precept.'    The  jury  shall  be 
sworn  by  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  said  city,  faithfully  and 
impartially  to  execute  their  duty  in  making  such  assessments, 
according  to  the  best  of  their  ability.

objections  made,  shall  have  power  in  their  discretion,  to  con-, 
firm  such  determination  and  assessment  of  the  jury,  or  to  an- 
nul the  same  and  direct  a  new  jury  to  be  summoned,  for  the 
purposes  and  in  the  manner  herein  before  provided ;  and  the 
determination  and  assessihent  of  such  new  jury  shall,  when 
completed,  be  returned  to  and  confirmed  as  of  course,  by  the 
common  council,  and  filed  with  the  clerk,  and  shall  be  final 
and  couclusiye  o^  all  persons  interested. 
AMraimK     3  48.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  cause  any 
Tw  impro^il!  street,  alley,  lane,  road  or  highway  in  said  city,  to  be  pitched, 
■■**'^         levelled,  paved,  repaved  or  gravelled,  and  to  cause  cross  and 
side  walks,  drains,  sewers  and  aqueducts  to  be  constructed  and 
made  in  said  city ;  and  to  cause  any  side  walks  or  drains,  sew- 
ers and  aqueducts,  to  be  constructed  and  made  in  said  city, 
and  to  cause  any  side  walks  or  drains,  sewers  and  aqueducts, 
to  be  relaid,  amended  and  repaired,  and  to  cause  the  expenses 
of  all  improvements  made  or  directed  under  this  section,  to  be 
assessed  upon  the  real  estate  benefitted  by  such  improvements, 
in  proportion  to  the  benefits  resulting  thereto,  as  nearly  as  may 
be.

Certificates  of  the  sale 
shall  be  made  and  subscribed  by  the  said  attorney,  one  of  which 
shall  be  filed  by  him,  within  ten  days  after  the  day  of  sale,  in 
the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  city,  and  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  Oneida  county ;  and  shall  contain  a  description  of  the  pro- 
perty, and  the  term  for  which  it  was  sold,  and  state  the  amount 
of  the  assessment,  interest  and  expenses  for  which  the  sale  was 
made,  and  the  time  at  which  the  right  to  redeem  will  expire. 
If  the  proceedings  are  stopped  before  a  sale  is  made,  the  attor- 
ney may  include  two  dollars,  and  no  more,  in  the  expenses  for 
his  fees.     If  the  premises  are  sold,  the  attcNrney  may  include 
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foar  dollars  in  the  amount  of  expenses  for  his  fees,  and  no 
more.  The  right  of  redemption  in  all  cases  of  such  sales,  in 
the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent,  shall  exist  to  the  own- 
er  and  his  creditors,  as  is  allowed  by  law  in  the  case  of  sales 
of  real  estate  by  virtue  of  an  execution.  The  money,  in  case 
of  redemption,  may  be  paid  to  the  purchaser,  or  for  him  to  the 
clerk  of  the  city.  In  case  of  no  redemption,  or  ih  case  of  re- 
demption by  the  creditor  or  creditors,  the  common  council  shall 
make  to  the  purchaser  or  his  legal  representatives,  or  the  per' 
son  entitled  thereto,  a  declaration  in  writing  under  the  corpo- 
rate seal,  signed  by  the  mayor  and  attested  by  the  clerk,  con- 
taining a  description  of  the  premises,  the  fact  of  assessment, 
advertisement  and  sale,  and  the  period  for  which  the  premises 
were  sold;  which  declaration  shall  be  evidence  of  a  right  to 
the  use  and  occupancy  of  the  premises  for  the  said  period,  to 
be  computed  from  the  expiration  of  fifteen  months  after  tbe  day 
of  sale.  All  buildings  put  on  the  premises,  in  the  exercise  of 
such  right  of  occupancy  during  the  period,  may  be  removed  at 
or  before  the  expiration  thereof. 

AppaaiB.  S  50.  Any  person  interested,  may  appeal  from  any  order  of 

the  common  council,  for  laying  out,  opening,  making,  altering  or 
widening  any  street,  alley,  road  or  highway,  to  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas  of  the  county  of  Oneida,  by  notice  in  writing  deli- 
vered to  the  mayor  or  clerk  of  the  city,  at  any  time  before,the 
expiration  of  twenty  days  after  the  passage  of  the  ordinance 
therefor  by  the  common  council.  The  only  ground  of  appeal 
shall  be  the  want  of  conformity  in  the  proceedings  to  this  act. 
The  propriety  or  utility  of  the  street,  alley,  road  or  highway, 
or  the  correctness  of  the  assessment  of  damages,  if  made  in 
conformity  to  this  act,  shall  not  constitute  a  ground  of  appeal. 
In  case  of  appeal,  the  common  council  shall  make  return  with- 
in twenty  days  after  notice  thereof;  and  the  court  of  common 
pleas  shall,  at  the  next  term  after  the  return  which  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county,  proceed  to  hear 
and  determine  the  appeal,  and  shall  confirm  or  annul  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  common  council. 

DamagM.  S  51.  The  land  required  to  be  taken  for  the  making,  open- 
ing or  widening  any  street,  alley,  road  or  highway  in  said  city, 
shall  not  be  so  taken  and  appropriated  by  the  common  council 
until  the  damages  therefor  assessed  or  awarded  to  any  owner 
thereof,  under  this  act,  shall  be  paid  or  tendered  to  such  own- 
er or  his  agent  or  legal  representatives  ;  or  in  case  such  own-  ' 
er  or  his  agent  or  legal  representatives  cannot  be  found  in  eaid 
^  city,  shall  be  deposited  to  his  or  their  credit,  or  for  his  or  their 
use,  in  one  of  the  banks  of  said  city ;  and  then  and  in  such 
cases,  and  not  before,  such  land  may  be  taken  and  appropriated 
by  the  common  council  ibr  the  purposes  required  in  making 
such  improvements,  and  such  streets,  alleys,  road  or  highway, 
may  be  made  and  opened. 
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^52.  Where  any  known  owner  residing  in  said  city  or  lafantf. 
elsewhere,  shall  be  an  infant,  and  any  proceedings  shall  be

The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  order  the  PuWic 
pitching,  paving,  gravelling,  raising,  closing,  fencing,  amend- **^"'"'** 
ing,  cleansing,  and  protei-ting  any  public  square  or  area  now 
or  hereafter  laid  out  in  said  city ;  and  to  improve  the  same  by 
the  construction  of  walks,  and  the  rearing  and  protecting  of 
ornamental  trees  therein ;  and  to  cause  such  part  of  the  ex- 
penses thereof  as  they  shall  deem  just,  to  be  assessed  and  col- 
lected in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  forty-seventh  and  forty- 
eighth  sections  of  this  act,  for  assessing  and  collecting  expen*^ 
ses  of  improvements  mentioned  in  those  sections ;  and  to  cause 
any  real  estate  on  which  such  expenses  are  assessed,  to  be 
sold  as  provided  in  said  forty-seventh  and  fiirty-eighth  sections. 
But  nothing  herein  shall  empower  the  said  common  council  to 
divert  or  obstruct  the  interest  of  any  individual  in  or  to  any 
such  square  or  area. 
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Markets.  S  6S.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  establish 

and  regulate  a  market  or  markets  in  said  city,  and  to  restrain 
and  regulate  the  sale  of  fresh  meat  and  vegetables  in  said  city ; 
to  restrain  and  punish  the  forestalling  of  poultry,  fruits  and 
eggs ;  and  to  license,  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  the  mayor, 
annually,  such  and  so  many  butchers  as  they  shall  deem  ne- 
cessary and  proper,  and  to  revoke  such  license  for  any  infrac- 
tion of  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the  common  council, 
or  other  mal-conduct  of  such  butchers  in  the  course  of  their 
trade. 

fiaiidingi         S  57.  The  common  council,  for  the  purpose  of  guarding 
StJircSu"      ^^gainist  the  calamities  of  fire,  shall  have  power  to  prescribe 
limits  in  said  city,  within  which  wooden  buildings  shall  not 
be  erected  or  placed,  without  the  permission  of  the  said  com- 
mon council,  and  to  direct  that  all  or  any  buildings  within  the 
limits  prescribed,  shall  be  made  or  constructed  of  stone  or 
brick,  with  partition  walls,  under  such  penalties  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  said  common  council,  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred dollars  for  any  one  offence  ;  apd  the  further  sum  of  iwen- 
ty-five  dollars  for  each  and  every  week  any  building,  so  pro- 
hibited shall  be  continued, 
chimnoyi&e     S  58.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  regulate 
the  construction  of  chimneys,  so  as  to  admit  chimney-sweeps, 
and  to  compel  the  sweeping  and  cleaning  of  chimneys,  and  to 
prevent  chimney-sweeps  from  sweeping,  unless  licensed  as 
they  shall  direct ;  to  prevent  the  dangerous  construction  and 
condition  of  chimneys,  fire-places,  hearths,  stoves,  stove-pipes, 
ovens,  boilers  and  apparatus  used  in  any  building  or  manufac- 
tory, and  to  cause  the  same  to  be  removed  or  placed  in  a  safe 
and  secure  condition,  when  consiflered  dangerous;   to  prevent 
the  deposit  of  ashes  in  unsafe  places,  and  to  appoint  one  or 
more  officers  to  enter  into  all  buildings  and  enclosures,  to  dis- 
cover whether  the  same  are  in  a  dangerous  state,  and  to  cause 
such  as  may  be  dangerous  to  be  put  in  safe  condition.     To 
require  the  inhabitants  of  said  city  to  provide  so  many  fire- 
buckets,  and  in  such  manner  and  time  as  they  shall  prescribe 
,  and  to  regulate  the  use  of  them  in  times  of  fire  ;  and  to  regul 
late  and  prevent  the  carrying  on  of  manufactories,  dangerous 
in  causing  or  promoting  fires  ;  and  to  prevent  the  use  of  fire- 
works and  fire-arms  in  the  streets ;  to  compel  the  owners  and 
occupants  of  bouses  and  other  buildings,  to  have  scuttles  in 
the  roofs,  and  stairs  and  ladders  leading  to  the  same;  to  au- 
thorise  the  mayor,  aldermen,  fire-wardens,  or  other  officers  of 
said  city,  to  keep  away  from  the  vicinity  of  any  fire,  all  idle 
and  suspicious  persons,  and  to  compel  all  officers  of  said  citj, 
and  other  persons,  to  aid  in  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and 
the  preservation  of  property  exposed  to  dancer  thereat;  and 
generally  to  establish  such  regulations  for  uie  prevention  or 
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extinguishment  of  fires  as  the  com^non  council  may  deem  ex- 
pedient 

S  59.  The  common  council  shall  procure  fire  engines,  and  ^<^  ongJuM* 
other  apparatus  used  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  have 
the  charge  and  control  of  the  same,  and  provide  fit  and  secure 
engine  houses,,  and  other  places  for  keeping  and  preserving 
the  same ;  and  shall  have  power  to  organize  fire,  hook,  hose, 
ladder  and  axe  companies ;  to  appoint,  during  their  pleasure, 
a  chief  engineer  and  two  assistant  engineers  of  the  fire  de- 
partment, and  a  competent  number  of  able  and  reputable  inha- 
bitants of  said  city,  firemen,  to  take  the  ciare  and  management 
of  the  engines  and  other  apparatus  and  implements  used  or 
provided  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires ;  to  prescribe  the  du- 
ties of  firemen,  and  to  make  rules  and  regulations  for  their 
government,  and  to  impose  such  reasonable  fines  and  forfeit- 
ures upon  said  firemen,  for  a  violation  of  the  •same,  as  the 
said  council  may  deem  proper ;  and  for  incapacity,  neglect  of 
duty  or  misconduct,  to  rempve  them  and  appoint  o&ers  in 
their  places. 

S  60.  The  members  of  the  common  council  shall  be  fire-  Fir«  waRi«M 
wardens,  and  shall  have  power  to  appoint  such  other  fire-war^ 
dens  as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

S  61.  The  firemen  appointed  by  virtue  of  this  act,  shall,  Firemon. 
during  the  term  of  their  service  as  such,  be  exempt  from  serv- 
ing on  juries,  in  courts  of  record,  and  in  the  militia,  except  in 
case  of  war,  invasion  or  insurrection.  The  name  of  each 
person  appointed  a  fireman,  shall  be  registered  with  the  clerk 
of  the  city,  and  the  evidence  to  entitle  him  to  the  exemption, 
as  provided  in  this  section,  shall  be  the  eerti^cate  of  the  clerk, 
made  within  a  year  in  which  the  exemption  is  claimed. 

S  63.  The  present  firemen  of  the  village  of  Utica,  shall  be  P'^o' 
firemen  of  the  city  of  Utica,  subject  to  be  removed  by  the  '*°*°' 
common  council,  in  like  manner  as  other  firemen  of  said  city. 

S  63.  Every  fireman  who  shal!  have  faithfully  served  as  Term  ofnai 
such  in  said  city  or  village  of  Utica,  or  both,  for  the  term  of  mSI.**    * 
ten  years,  shall  be  thereafter  exempt  from  serving  on  juries  in 
courts  of  record,  or  in  the  militia,  except  in  case  of  war,  in-   • 
vasion  or  insurrection ;  and  the  evidence  to  entitle  such  per- 
son to  the  exemption,  as  provided  in  this  section,  shall  be  a 
certificate,  under  the  corporate  seal,  signed  by  the  mayor  and 
clerk. 

S  64.  The  said  city,  exeept  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  ci^y^^^^d^'j 
act,  shall,  for  all  the  purposes  contemplated  in  part  first,.chap*rain^LM!* 
ter  thirteenth,  entitled  ^^  Of  the  assessment  and  collection  of 
taxes;"  and  in  part  first,  chapter  fifteen,  title  second,  entitled 
<*  Of  common  schools ;"  and  part  first,  chapter  sixth,  entitled 
^^  Of  elections,  other  Uian  for  militia  and  town  officers;"  and 
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in  part  first,  chapter  sixteen,  title  first,  entitled  ^^  Of  highways 
and  bridges ;"  and  in  part  first,  chapter  twenty,  title  nine,  en- 
titled ^^Of  excise,  and  the  regulation  of  taverns  and  groce- 
ries ;'^  and  in  part  first,  chapter  twenty,  title  one,  entitled 
".Of  the  relief  and  support  of  indigent  persons,*'  of  the  Re- 
vised Statutes,  and  for  all  other  purposes,  except  as  in  this 
act  provided,  be  considered  one  of  the  towns  of  the  county  of 
Oneida,  and  the  supervisor,  assessors,  and  clerk  of  said  city, 
shall  be  the  inspectors  of  all  elections  held  in  said  city  as  a 
town,  under  or  in  pursuance  of  part  first,  chapter  sixth,  of  the 
Revised  Statutes. 

S  66.  That  out  of  the  moneys  appropriated  from  the  com- 
mon school  fund  to  the  county  of  Oneida,  the  city  of  Utica 
shall  have  its  proportion  with  other  towns  in  said  county, 
which  money  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  said  county,  to 
the  treasurer  of  said  city,  and  be  subject  to  the  order  of  the 
common  council.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to 
establish  so  many  common  and  free  schools  in  said  city,  as  in 
their  opinion  the  purposes  of  education  may  require,  and  shall 
distribute  tlie  money  received  from  the  common  school  fund, 
among  such  schools,  and  in  such  manner  and  proportions  as 
they  shall  deem  most  useful. 

^66,  The  common  council  shall  be  commissioners  of  ex- 
cise in  and  for  said  city,  and  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  perform  the  duties  and  possess  the  powers  of  commis- 
sioners of  excise  of  towns.  All  licenses  granted  by  the  said 
council,  shall  bo  signed  only  by  the  mayor,  or  presiding  officer 
for  the  time  being,  of  said  council ;  and  in  addition  to  the  sum 
which  is  exacted  by  said  council  as  excise  duty  or  otherwise, 
by  virtue  of  part  first,  chapter  twenty,  title  nine  of  the  Re- 
vised Statutes,  the  said  common  council  shall  exact  not  less 
than  six  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars 
from  each  person  to  whom  a  license  is  granted  by  said  coun- 
cil, by  virtue  of  this  section ;  which  additional  sum  so  exact- 
ed, shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  city,  for  the  use  there- 
of, and  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  of  the  additional  sum  so  ex- 
acted for  each  license  granted  by  said  council,  shall  be  appro- 
priated and  paid  to  "  The  Orphan  Asylum  4Society  in  the  vil- 
lage of  Utica ;"  and  the  residue  of  such  additional  sun))  or 
any  part  thereof,  may  be  appropriated  by  said  council,  in  their 
discretion,  for  the  support  of  common  or  free  schools  in  said 
city.  All  bonds  and  recognizances  authorised  to  be  taken  by 
said  part  first,  chapter  twenty,  title  nine,  of  the  Revised 
Statutes,  shall  be  taken  to  and  in  tfie  name  of  "  The  City  of 
Utica ;''  and  all  penalties  imposed  by  said  title  nine,  may  be 
sued  for  and  recovered  in  the  name  of  the  City  of  Utica,  and 
diftll,  when  recovered,  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  thereof. 
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S  67.  The  common  council  shall  hare  power  to  paas  such  vtitj  gro. 
ordinances  as  they  shall  judge  proper  for  regulating  petty  gro-  °»"'**=- 
cers,  keepers  of  ordinaries  ^nd  victualling  houses,  or  houses 
where-fruit,  oysters,  clams,  liquor  or  meat,  shall  be  sold :  and 
shall  also  have  pow^r  to  grant  licenses  to  petty  grocers,  keep-  - 
ers  of  ordinaries,  and  such  houses  as  aforesaid,  and  to  deter- 
mine the  sum  to  be  paid  for  a  license  granted  under  this  sec- 
tion, which  shall  not  be  less  than  three  nor  more  than  fifteen 
dollars,  and  to  require  of  such  petty  grocers,  keepers  of  such 
ordinaries  and  houses  as  afocesaid,  a  bond  to  ^^  The  City  of  Uti- 
ca,"  in  such  penalty  and  with  sureties,  as  said  council  shall 
approve ;  conditioned  that  such  person  as  aforesaid  shall  not 
suffer  his  store,  shop  or  grocerv  to  be  disorderly,  or  suffer  any 
cock  fighti^g,^aming  or  playing  with  cards  or  dice,  or  keep 
any  billiard  or  gaming  table  within  the  same,  or  in  any  out- 
house, yard  or  garden  belonging  tliereto,  nor  sufier  or  permit 
any  strong  or  spirituous  liquors  to  be  drunk  in  his,  her  or  their 
shop,  house,  store,  out-house,  yard  or  garden ;  and  each  license 
granted  under  this  section,  shall  prohibit  the  person  to  whom 
it  is  granted  from  selling  strong  and  spirituous  liquors  in  quan- 
tities less  than  five  gallons,  to  be  drank  in  his  or  her  store, 
shop,  house,  out-house,  yard  or  garden.  All  moneys  received 
for  licenses  granted  under  this  section,  shall  be  paid  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  city,  for  the  use  thereof. 

S  68.  All  the  estate,  real  and  personal,  vested  in  or  belong-  luai  Mtiu«. 
ing  to,  or  held  in  trust  by  the  trustees  of  the  village  of  Utica, 
at  the  time  this  act  shall  take  effect  as  a  law,  shall  be,  and  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  vested  in  "  The  City  of  Utica ;"  and 
the  said  city  may  sell,  dispose  of  and  convey,  in  fee  simple, 
the  free  school-house-  lot  situate  in  Catharine-street,  in  said 
city. 

S  69.  All  former  acts  and  parts  of  acts,  relative  to  the  in- 
corporation of  the  village  of  Utica,  are  hereby  repealed  ;  but 
the  repeal  of  said  acts  shall  not  affect  any  act  done,  or  right 
accrued  or  established,  or  any  proceeding,  suit  or  prosecuticm 
bad  or  commenced  previous  to  the  time  when  such  repeal 
shall  take  effect ;  but  every  such  act,  right  and  proceeding, 
shall  remain  as  valid  and  effectual  as  if  said  acts  had  remained 
in  force ;  and  all  the  officers  elected  or  appointed  under  or  by 
virtue  of  the  acts  hereby  repealed,  shall  continue  in  office  un- 
til and  including  the  Monday  next  afler  the  first  Tuesday  in 
March  next,  unless  the  term  for  which  they,  or  any  of  them, 
were  elected  or  appointed,  shall  sooner  expire. 

S  '70.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  March  ^x  to  tak* 
next,  and  the  legislature  may  at  any  time  alter,  nuMjify  or  re-  *^<~*- 
peal  the  same. 
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Chap.  20. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  New-York  Annual  ^o^fet- 
ence  Ministers^  Mutual  Assistance  Society. 

Passed  February  14,  1832. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Neto-Forkj  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly j  do  enact  as  follows  : 

$  1.  There  shall  be  established  and  located,  in  the  city  of 
Albany,  a  charitable  society,  by  the  narae  of  the  New- York 
Annual  Conference  Ministers*  Mutual  Assistance  Society, 

S  2.  Daniel  Ostrander,  Nathan  Bangs,  Peter  P.  Sanford, 
Samuel  Luckey,  Laban  Clark,  Samuel  Merwin,  Henry  Stead, 
Benjamin  Griflen,  Ebcnezer  Washburn,  Daniel  De  Vinne, 
Samuel  D.  Ferguson  and  Lewis  Pease,  and  such  other  per- 
sons as  are  or  toay  become  members  of  said  society,  are  here- 
by constituted  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  aforesaid. 

S  3.  The  objects  of  the  said  society  are  charitable,  and  to 
afford  relief  to  its  members  in  cases  of  sickness  and  infirmity. 

S  4.  The  corporation  shall  have  power  to  prescribe  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  admission  of  its  members  and  their 
goTernment,  the  election  of  its  oflScers  and  their  duties,  and 
expelling  any  of  its  members  for  not  observing  its  laws. 

S  5.  The  said  ccrporation  may  take  and  hold  such  per- 
sonal estate  as  may  be  given  or  bequeathed  to  such  corpora- 
tion ;  but  the  annual  income  of  the  real  and  personal  estate 
which  the  said  corporation  may  at  any  time  hold,  shall  not 
exceed  three,  thousand  dollars. 

S  6.  The  said  corporation  may  elect  its  officers  and  trans- 
act other  business  necessary  to  carry  the  objects  of  the  society 
into  efiect,  at  the  times  and  places  of  holding  the  New- York 
annual  conference,  when  the  said  conference  shall  meet  at 
any  place  within  this  State,  other  than  the  city  of  Albany. 

S  7.  The  corporation  shall  possess  the  general  powers,  and 
be  subject  to  the  general  restrictions  and  liabilities,  prescribed 
in  the  third  title  of  the  eighteenth  chapter  of  the  first  part  of 
the  Revised  Statutes. 

S  8.  The  legislature  may,  at  any  time,  modify,  alter  or  re- 
peal this  act,  or  any  of  its  provisions.

Chap.  21. 

AN  ^T  authorising,  Henry  Barclay  to  mainiain  a  Toll- 
Bridge  across  the  Esopus  Creek^  at  the  Village  €^  Ul- 
^er. 

Passed  February  17,  I8S2. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-Torky  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly  y  do  enact  as  follows  : 

S  1.  Henry  Barclay,  of  the  village  of  Ulster,  in  the  townBridfetob* 
of  Saugerties  and  county  of  Ulster,  is  hereby  authorised  to**^^' 
maintain,  for  the  period  of  twenty  years,  the  biidge  which  he 
erected  last  year  across  the  Esopus  creek,  in  the  village  of 
Ulster,  near  the  lowest  falls  of  said  creek. 

S  2.  The  said  bridge  shail  at  all  times  be  kept  in  good  re-Tob«  keRt 
pairf  for  safe  and  convenient  passage  of  loaded  wagons,  carts  "^J***  '^. 
aiid  carriages,  with  (heir  teams,  with  a  separate  track  for  feet 
passengers,  and  sufficient  railings  at  the  sides,  ikot  less  than 
four  feet  high. 

S  3.  If  the  said  bridge  is  carried  away  by  ice  or  freshets,  udm^toj^, 
or  is  otherwise  destroyed,  the  said  Henry  Barclay,  his  execu-Sj^*"  ^ 
tors,  administrators  or  assigns  shall,  during  the  time  it  is  re- 
pairing or  rebuilding,  keep  up  a  good  scow  ferry,  properly  at- 
tended and  suited  to  the  accommodation  of  teamn  and  carria- 
ges of  all  sorts,  as  well  as  of  foot  passengers.  The  rates  of 
ferriage  shall  be  the  same  afs  the  tolls  hereaAer  mentioned 
for  said  bridge ;  and  if  said  bridge  is  not  repaired  or  rebuilt 
within  one  year  after  it  is  injured,  ciirried  away  or  otherwise 
destroyed,  then  and  in  such  case  this  act  ritall  he  null  and 
void. 

S  4.  The  said  Henry  Barclay,  his  executors,  administrators  r^„  of  uji. 
or  assigns,  shall  be  authorised  to  demand  and  receive,  for 
crossing  said  bridge,  the  following  rates  of  toll :  For  every 
four  wheeled  pleasure  carriage,  stage,  wagon  or  post  coach 
drawn  by  two  horses,  twelve  and  a  half  cents,  for  every  ad- 
ditional horse  three  cents;  for  every  cart,  sleigh  or  sled 
drawn  by  two  animals,  nine  cents ;  for  every  wagon,  sled  or 
sleigh  drawn  by  one  animal,  six  and  one-quarter  cents;  for 
every  man  and  horse,  six  and  one-quarter  cents ;  for  every 
loot  passenger,  two  cents ;  for  droves  of  horned  cattle,  horses 
or  mules,  one  cent  each ;  for  every  score  of  sheep  or  hogs, 
six  and  one-quarter  cents,  and  in  that  proportion  for  a  smaller 
number  :  foot  passengers  residing  within  the  limits  of  the  vil- 
lage of  Ulster,  shall  be  entitled  to  cross  said  bridge  for  one 
cent  each. 

$  5.  If  any  person  shall  wilfully  injure  or  impair  said  rcnnHy- 
bridge,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said  Henry  Barclay, 
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his  executors,  administrators  or  assigns,  treble  the  amount  of 
damages  sustained,  with  costs  of  suit,  to  be  recoverd  in  an  ac- 
tion of  trespass. 

S  6:  If  anj  person  shall  forcibly  pass  the  gate  of  said 
bridge,  without  haying  paid  the  toil,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
to  the  said  Henry  Barclay,  his  executors,  administrators  or 
assigns,  ten  times  the  amount  of  said  toll,  to  be  recovered  by 
action  of  debt,  together  with  costs  of  suit 

S  7.  If  any  toll-gatherer  of  said  bridge  shall  unreasonably 
delay  or  hinder  any  passenger  at  the  gate,  or  shall  demand  or 
receive  more  than  the  legal  toll,  ho  shall  for  every  such  of- 
fence forfeit  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  with  costs 
to  the  use  of  the  person  so  unreasonably  delayed,  hindered  or 
defrauded. 

S  8.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  ride 
or  drive  on  or  over  said  bridge  faster  than  on  a  walk,  with 
his,  her  or  their  horse,  horses,  team  or  teams ;  nor  shall  it  be 
lawful  for  any  owner  or  driver  to  drive  more  than  twenty 
head  of  cattle  or  horses  on  said  bridge  at  one  and  the  same 
time,  provided  a  notice  of  the  same  be  posted  at  each  end  of  the 
bridge,  on  penalty  of  forfeiting,  for  every  such  offence,  not  less 
than  one  dollar,  to  be  recovered  with  costs  of  suit,  ty  the  said 
Henry  Barclay,  his  executors,  administrators  or  assigns,  and 
the  toll-gatherer  shall  be  authorised  to  close  the  gate  against 
such  offender  or  offenders,  until  the  said  penalty  is  paid. 

S  9.  One  or  more  roads  or  streets  shall  be  kept  open  to 
the  waters  of  the  creek,  on  both  sides  thereof,  within  two 
hundred  yards  of  said  bridge,  for  the  convenience  of  the  pub- 
lic in  getting  water  and -ice,  and  watering  cattle ;  and  nothing 
in  this  act  contained  shall  prevent  any  person  crossing  the  ice, 
with  his  team  or  otherwise,  when  diey  shall  choose  to  do  so. 

S  10.  There  shall  be  placed  over  the  toll-gate,  by  the  said 
Henry  Barclay,  a  copy  of  the  sections  imposing  penalties  cre- 
ated by  tliis  act  on  those  passing  or  injuring  said  bridge,  and 
also  tbe^  penalty  imposed  on  the  toll-gatherer,  together  with 
the  rates  of  toll. 

S  \\.  Said  Henry  Barclay  shall  be  subject  to  the  general 
liability  of  corporations,  as  expressed  in  title  three,  ch&pter 
eighteen  of  the  first  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

S  12.  The  legislature  may  at  any  time  alter,  amend,  mo- 
dify or  repeal  this  act. 
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Chap.  22. 

AN  ACT  to  change. the  name  of  the  Tatmi  of  BratMng^ 
haray  in  the  County  of  Lewis. 

Passed  February  £0,  1832. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly  ^  do  enact  as  follows  : 

.Si.  The  town  of  Brantingham,  in  the  county  of  Lewi*, 
shall  hereafter  be  called  and  known  fay  the  nanae  of  Greig. 
S  2.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  on  its  passage. 


Chap.  23- 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Smiths^  Beneficial  Society  in 
the  City  of  New- Fork. 

Passed  February  23,  1832. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly  ^  do  enact  as  follows:

•toekhnidori.  mcut  of  all  sums  of  money  by  them  subscribed,  at  such  times 
and  in  such  proportions  as  may  be  deemed  proper,  under  the 
penalty  of  the  forfeiture  ef  jlheir  respective  shares,  and  all  pre- 
vious payments  thereon. 

Rates  of  ton.  S  8.  As  soon  as  the  bridge  «hall  have  been  completed,  and

half  cents,  and  three  cents  for  every  additional  hors«  or  mule  ; 
for  every  sled  or  sleigh  drawn  by  two  horses  or  oxen,  eight 
cents ;  for  every  wagon  or  cart  drawn  by  two  oxen^  twelve 
and  a  half  cen^,  each  additional  yoke  of  oxen,  six  cents ;  for 
every  one  horse  wagon  or  cart,  eight  cents ;  for  every  man 
and  horse,  six  cent^ ;  for  every  horse,  jack  or  mule,  three 
cents ;  for  ev§ry  yoke  of  oxen,  six  cents ;  for  every  score  of 
neat  cattle,  twenty  cents,  and  in  proportion  for  a  greater  or  less 
number ;  for  every  score  of  sheep  or  hogs,  ten  cents,  and  in 
that  proportion  for  a  greater  or  less  number ;  for  every  foot 
passenger,  two  cents.  The  said  corporation  shall  cause  to  be 
affixed  to  the  toll-gate  a  list  of  the  rates  of  toll  which  may  be 
hereby  lawfully  demanded.

The  directors  may  put  up  and  maintain  in  conspicu-  Notiee«»b« 
ous  places,  at  each  end  of  the  said,  bridge,  a  notice,  with  the'"*"^ 
following  words,  in  large  characters  ^  ^^One  dollar  fine  for 
riding  or  driving  faster  ttein  a  walk  on  this  bridge ;"  and  who- 
ever shall  ride  or  drive  faster  than  a  walk  on  said  bridge, 
when  such  notices  are  affixed^  shall  forfeit  for  every  offence, 
the  sum  of.one  dollar. 

S  13.   This  corporation  shall  {)osses8  die  general  powers  Q^^r% 
enumerated  in  the  third  title  of  the  eighteenth  cha])ter  of  the  p**''"" 
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first  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the 
provisions  contained  tbeiein.* 

Ftfrietpro^  S  14.  It  shaU  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to 
Ubited.  erect  any  bridge,  or  establish  any  ferry  across  the  said  river 
at  anyplace  within  a  roile  of  said  bridge;  but  during  tbe 
time  that  such  bridge  shall  be  impassable,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  said  company  to  keep  and  maintain  a  good  and  sufficient 
ferry  boat  for  the  passing  of  said  stream,  and  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  the  same  rates  of  ferriage,  as  is  aboiee  provided  for 
tolls,  for  crossing  said  bridge. 


Chap.  34. 

AN'  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Village  of  Medina. 

Passed  March  8,  1832. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  represented  in 
Senate  find  AssemSly^  do  enAct  as  follows: 

Oonnaiorth*  ^  1*  All  that  district  of  country  in  the  town  of  Ridgeway, 
'^•*^  and  county  of  Orleans,  contained  within  the  following  bound- 
aries, that  is  to  say :  Commencing  at  the  point  where  the  Erie 
canal  crosses  the  Oak  Orchard  creek,  thence  south  along  tbe 
west  margin  of  said  creek  to  the  south  line  of  Oak  Orchard- 
street,  running  thence  west  to  the  mill-race  ;^  thence  nortb 
along  said  race  to  the  south  line  of  Mill-street ;  thence  west 
to  the  west  line  of  Prospect-street;  thence  north  to  the  canal ; 
thence  eastwardly  along  the  south  margin  of  said  canal  to  the 
place  of  beginning ;  shall  hereafter  be  known  and  distinguish- 
^  ed  by  the  name  of  the  Village  of  Medina.  And  the  freehold- 
•iSSSl  **"*"  ers  and  inhabitants  residing,  or  who  may  hereafter  reside,  with- 
in the  limits  aforesaid,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate, 
by  the  name  of  ^^  the  trustees  of  the  village  of  Medina ;"  and 
shall  bQ  capable  of  purcbasibg,  holding  and  conveying  any  real 
or  personal  estate  situated  within  tbe  said  village,  for  the  use 
thereof. 
«•!»»] pow-  S  2.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power. to  organize  a 
*^  '  fire  company,  to  purchase  and  keep  in  repair  one  or  more  fire 
engines,  and  other  apparatus  for  extinguishing  fires ;  to  remove 
nuisances  and  obstructions  from  the  highways,  streets  apd  side- 
wirtks  in  the  said  village ;  to  clear  out  and  remove  nuisances 
from  the  creeks  and  mill-ponds  in  said  village;  and  to  prevent 
their  accumulation  in  said  creeks  and  ponds  ;  to  erect  and  keep 
in  repair  hay  scales,  and  fire  engine  house  or  houses;  to  re- 
move and* prevent  nuisances  in  said  village,  and  to  raise  mo- 
ney by  tax,  to  be  levied  upon  the  rea]  and  personal  property 
in  said  village,  to  carry  into  .effect  the  above  mentioned  pow- 
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ers  ;  but  no  tax  shall  be  raised  without  the  consent  of  a  majo- 
rity of  the  voters,  liable  to  be  taxed,  present  at  any  legal  meet- 
ing duly  notified,  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  village  qualified  to 
vote. 

S  S.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  tl^e  inhabitants  of  said  village,  Election  of 
qualified  to  vote,  to  meet  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  May  next,  at  ^""^••« 
such  time  and  place  Jn  said  village,  as  shall  be  appointed  by 
some  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  said  town  of  Sidgeway,  and 
notified  to  the  inhabitants  of  said  village,  at  least  one  week 
previous  thereto,  by  notice  posted  in  threat  public  places  in  said 
village,  and  then. and  there  elect  five  discreet  freeholders  of 
said  village,  to  be  trustees  thereof,  three  assessors,  one  treasu-' 
rer,  one  constable,  and  one  collector  of  said  village,  resident 
therein;  and  such  justice  shall  preside  at  such  meeting,  and 
declare  the  persons  having  th6  greatest  number  of  votes  duly 
elected  to  the  several  offices  aforesaid.  And  in  like  manner 
on  the  first  Tuesday  of  May  in  each  year  thereafter,  there 
shall  be  an  annual  election  of  the  officers  of  said  village  above 
specified ;  and  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  shall  notify  the 
titifie  and  place  for  holding  such  meeting,  and  preside  at  the 
same.

by  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  aforesaid,  to  elect  any  or  all 
of  the  officers  aforesaid,,  not  before  chosen  in  manner  afore- 
said. 

5  4.  The  said  trustees,  assessors,  treasurer,  constable  and  Tiewurer, 
collector,  and  all  persons  elected  or  appointed  to  office  by  the  JJEjj"*"** 
board  of  trustees  of  said  village,  shall,  within  ten  days  p.fter 
each  and  every  election  and  appointment,  and  before  they  pro- 
ceed to  execute  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  take  and 
subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation  before  any  justice  of  the  peace 
in  said  county,  for  the  faithful  execution  of  the  trust  or  office 
to  which  they  may  be  severally  chosen  or  appointed. 

S  5.  The  treasurer,  constable  and  collector  shall,  before  they  Togiv«  bond 
enter  on  the  duties  of  their  offices  respectively,  give  such  bond 
with  one  or  more  surety  to  the  trustees  of  said  village,  four  the 
faithful  performance  of  the  trust  reposed  in  them,  as  the  ma- 
jority of  the  said  trustees  shall  deem  sufficient. 

$  6.  The  trustees  of  said  village,  within  ten  days  after  their  p^^ 
election  in  each  and  every  year,  shall  choose  and  appoint  some      .  *     " 
one  suitable  person  of  their  body  to  be  president  of  said  board 
of  trustees,  to  order  extraordinary  meetings  of  said  trustees, 
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wbenercf  he  shall  think  proper,  to  receive  complainU  of  the 
breach  of  any  of  the  laws^  to  see  that  the  bj-laws,  rules,  re« 
golations  and  ordinances  are  duly  3xeculed  and  observed,  and 
to  prosecute  in  the  name  of  the  trustees  of  the  village  of  Me- 
dina, all  offenders  against  such  by-la\ys,  rules,  regulations  and 
ordinances,  and  to  do  such  other  acts  and  things  as  may  be  pro- 
per for  him  as  president  of  the  board  of  trustees  to  do.  And 
m  case  of  the  death,  or  disability,  or  refusal  to  serve  of  said 
president,  the  said  trustees  shall  proceed  to  choose  out  of  ,theif 
body  a  8ucce^^or j  in  the  manner  above  mentioned.

persoQ  to  be  clerk  of  said  board  of  trustees,  whose  duty  it  shall 
b*  to  keep  a  record  of  the  doings  of  the  said  board  of  trus- 
tees, especially  of  the  passing  of  by-laws,  rules,  regulations 
and  ordinances ;  and  the  clerk,  shall,  within  ten  days  aAer  the 
passing  of  any  such  by-laws,  rules,  regulations  and  ordinances, 
put  up  in  three  public  places  in  said  village,  a  copy  thereof. 
And  further,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  keep  a  faithful

ed or  otherwise  created  by  virtue  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  the 
duty'of  the  board  of  trustees*  by  a  warrant  under  the  hands  of 
tlie  president  thereof,  to  appoint  some  suitable  person  to  fill 
such  vacancy,  and  the  person  so  appointed  shall  have  like 
powers,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  restrictions  as  if  elected  or 
appointed  in  the  manner  aforesaid.

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hawkers  and  pedlers;to  firing  guns  and  fireworks  in  said  vil- 
lage ;  to  running  hprses  in  the  same ;  to  restraining  swine  and 
anj  kind  of  animals  from  running  at  large  in  the  streets  i  to 
keeping  and  regulating  hay  scales- and  the  price  of  weighing ; 
to  the  safe  deposit  of  ati^hes ;  to  regulating  the  construction, 
and  keeping  in  repair  of  fire  places,  chimnies,  stoves  and  stove 
pipes ;  to  keeping  fire  buckets,  hooks  and  ladders,  and  assist- 
ing to  extinguish  fires ;  to  restraining  any  riot,  rout,  noise,  dis- 
turbance or  disorderly  assembl^e  in  sfny  street  or  place  iasaid 
vilkge.    - 

S  11.  The  said  trustees,  as  often  as  they  shall  make  or  pub*  fwiw 
lish  any  by-laws,  rules,  regulations,  or  oidihances,  for  the  pur- 
poses aforesaid,  may  ordain  and  provide  such  reasonable  fines, 
forfeitures  and  penalties,  upon  the  offenders  against  any  such 
by-laws,  rules,  regulations  or  ordinances,,  as  they  -shall  deem 
proper,  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  any.  one  ofience,  tfr  be 
prosecuted  and  recovered  beibre  any  justice  of  the  peace  or 
court  having  cognizance  of  the  same,  by  the  trustees,  in  the 
corpoi^te  name  of  the  said  corporation,  to  and  for  the  use  of

when  thereunto  required,  and  under  such  declaration,  to  give 
the  special  matter  in  evidence  ;  and  the  freeholders  and  inha- 
bitants of  said  village  shall  be  deemed  and  are  hereby  declar- 
ed, tor  be  competent  to  give  testimony  ra  any  cause,  and  the 
justices  of  the  county  of  Orleans,  residing  in  said  village,  to  try 
any  cause,  and  the  freeholders  of  said  village  to  serve  as  ju- 
rors, and  the  constables  residing  in  said  village,  to  serve  jt;ry  or 
other  process  in  any  cause,  wherein  said  trustees  are  a  party. 

S  12.  All  moneys  raised  by  tax  in  said  village,  shall  be  as-ij,^,^ 
sed  upon  the  inhabitants,  by  three  assessors,  who-shall  be  free- 
holders in  said  village,  and  collected  by  the  collector  of  the 
corporation,  in  like  manner  as  the  taxes  of  counties  and  towns 
are  collected,  by  virtue  of  a  warrant  to  him  directed,  by  a  ma- 
jority of  said  trustees ;  but  no  tax  shall  he  raised  without 
the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  voters  present  at  any  legal 
meeting  of  the  inhabitants  liable  to  state  and  county  tax,  who 
are  qualified  to  vote  for  officers  in  said  corporation ;  and  no 
purchase  or  sale  of  any  real  estate  shall  be  made,  and  no  pub- 
lic buildings  erected  or  disposed  of  by  the  said  corporation, 
without  the  consent  of  the  voters  aforesaid,  in  open  meeting, 
duly  warned,  first  had  and  expressed  by  a  majority  of  votes  then 
and  there  given ;  and^n  case  they  shall  vx>te  to  raise  any  mo- 
ney for  any  of  the  purposes  authorized  by  this  Ad,  it  shall  be 
specified  for  what  purposes  such  sum,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall 
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be  appropriated,  as  far  as  may  be  convenieDt,  not  excecdiDg 
four  hundred  dollars  in  anyone  year,  except  for  fire  engines, 
which  said  taxes  shall  be  assessed  upon  the  real  and  personal 
estate  within  said  viUage,  in  like  manner,  and  with  suchforms,> 
a^  town  assessors  are  ^y  law  required  to  observe. 
Sidewalk..  S  13.  No  part  of  the  moneys  to  be  raised  by  virtue  of  the 
preceding  section,  shall  be  applied  to  the  making  or  repairing 
of  sidewalks ;  but  all  taxes  for  such  purposes,  shall  be  appor- 
tioned by  the  assessors  in  a  just  and  equitable  manner,  in  pro- 
portion, as  near  as  may  be,  to  the  advantage  to  be  derived  from 
such  improvement. 
Animonto  S  14.  The  Said  assessors,  when  they  shall  have  completed 
giT«noUce.  nuy  gy^jj  asscssmcnt,  shall  give  the  like  notice  of  the  same  as 
assessors  of  towns  are  required  to  do ;  and  any  person  consi- 
dering him  or  herself  aggrieved  thereby,  may  appeal  from  the 
said  assessors  to  the  trustees  of  the  village,  who  shall  hear 
such  appeal,  and  do  justice  in  the  premises,  and  iii  case  either

Chap.  35. 

AN  ACT  concerning  the  State  Prison  at  Mount-Pleasant. 

Passed  March  8,  1832. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

S  1.  The  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appro- 
priated for  the  support  of  the  state  prison  at  Mount-Pleasant, 
to  be  paid  by  the  treasurer,  on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller,* 
and  accounted  for  in  the  nutnner  provided  by  law. 

S  2.  The  inspectors  oPthe  state  prison  at  Mount-Pleasant 
are  hereby  authorised  to  increase  the  number  of  the  assistant 
keepers  thereof  to  twenty-six,  ^nd  the  guards  thereof  (in- 
cluding the  sergeant,)  to  thirty. 

S  3.  This^  act  shall  be  in  force  from  the  passage  thereof. 


Chap.  36. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  President,  Directors  and 
Company  of  the  Steuben  County  Bank. 

Passed  March  9,  ISS2. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New- York,  represented  in 
Senate  arid  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows :' 

S  1*  There  shall  be  established  in  the  village  of  Bath,  and  Nam.

The  time  granted  to  Thomas  Shankland  to  build  and 
maintain  a  dam  across  the  Susquehanna^  river,  near  Coopers- 
town,  by  the  act  passed  February  28,  1804,  and  by  the  act 
amending  the  same,  passed  February  26,  1808,  is  hereby  ex- 
tended to  Augustus  Gardner,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  twenty-five 
years  from  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  February,  one  thousand 
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eight  hundred  and  thirty-two,  subject  ijo  all  the  provisions  of 
the  said  acts ;  and  that  the  said  Augustus  Gardner  is  hereby 
aathorised  to  maintain  and  continue  the  dam  erected  by  the 
said  Thomas  Shankland,  across  the  Susquehannah  river,  at 
the  same  place  and  of  the  ^ame  height  at  which  it  was  built 
by  the  said  Thomas  Shankland,  being  five  feet  and  six  inches, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  aforesaid  acts,  excepting  there- 
from the  right  to  set  a  plank  or  board  on  said  dam,  or  in  any 
other  way  or  manner  to  raise  the  isaid  dam  more  than  five  feet 
six  iaches.

turing cotton  goods  in  the  town  of  Pitt^eld,  in  the  county  of 
Otsego. 

The  capital  stock  of  the  corporation  shall  be  one  hun- <^*p>tei  ttock 
dred  thousand  dollars,  which  shall  be  divided  into  one  thousand 
shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each. 

S  3.  Subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  ^i»criptioB> 
be  opened  under  the  direction  of  the  trustees  hereafter  named;

call  for  and  demand  of  the  stockholders  respectively,  all  such

£  1 .  The  mayor,  recorder  and  aldermen  of  the  city  of  I^e w-  tim  mm  of 
York,  as  the  supervisors  of  the  citj  and  county  of  New-York,  JJ^'Sd.*'' 
or  a  majority  of  them,  of  whom  the  mayor  or  recorder  shall 
be  one,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  empowered,  as  soon  as  con- 
veniently  may  be,  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  order  and 
cause  to  be  raised  by  tax  on  the  estates  real  and  personal  of 
the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  and  situated  within  the  said 
city,  to  be  collected  a  sum  nol  exceeding  *hree  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars,  to  be  applied  to  the  support  and  maintenance  of

AN  ACT  relating  to  the  Relief  and  Support  of  the  Poor 
in  the  City  and  County  of  Albany. 

Passed  March  17,  1832/ 

TTie  People  of  the  State  of  New- York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly  ^  do  enact  as  follows : 

S  1.  It  shall  bo  lawful  for  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  Town  and 
county  of  Albany,  and  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  of  *'**"" '  ***"'' 
the  city  of  Albany,  to  enter  into  any  contract  or  agreement  be- 
tween them,  to  abolish  all  distinction  between  town  poor  and 
county  poor,  in  the  said  city  and  county,  from  and  after  the  first 
day  of  May  next,  and  for  appropriating  the  alms-house  and  farm 
now  belonging  thereto,  in  the  city  of  Albany,  for  the  support 
of  all  poor  in  the  city  and  county,  transient  and  resident,  and 
fo^lhc  allowance  of  such  sum,  to  be  paid  to  the  said  city  by 
the  county  for  the  use  of  the  same,  and  for  any  additional  build- 
ings and  appurtenances,  as  the  said  supervisors  and  the  said 
mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  may  agree  upon  ;  and  any 
contract  or  agreement,  already  made  and  entered  upon  the  mi- 
nutes of  the  said  board  of  supervisors,  and  of  the  said  mayor, 
aldermen  and  commonalty,  and  agreed  to  by  the  said  re^jpec- 
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tive  boards  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  and  not  iDOonfiistent^ith 
this  act,  shall  be  valid  and  efTectual,  as  if  the  same  had  been 
made  after  the  passage  of  this  act. 
Poor,  bow  S  2.  Every  poor  person  entitled  to  support  according  to  law, 
StJlJSrted!  within  the  said  city  and  county  of  Albany,  shall  from  and  af- 
ter the  first  day  of  May  next,  bo  supported  and  maintained  by 
the  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  of  tlie  city  of  Albany, 
at  the  expense  of  the  county ;  and  all  poor  persons  so  entitled 
to  support  on  the  first  day  of  May  next,  shall  be  removed  by 
the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  the  several  towns,  and  the  overseer 
of  the  poor  of  the  city  of  Albany,  to  the  said  alms-house,  at 
the  expense  of  the  several  towns  and  the  said  city,  each  for  the 
removal  of  the  poor  then  belonging  to  them  respectively  ;  and 
thereafter  the  necessary  expense  of  the  removal  of  any  poor 
person  fiom  any  town  in  tlie  said  county,  to  the  said  alms- 
house, shall  be  paid  on  the  certificate  of  the  keeper  of  the  alms- 
house, by  the  chamberlain  of  the  city  of  Albany. 

Aimihooie.  S  3.  The  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty  of  the  city  of 
Albany  shall  have  the  charge  and  care  of  the  said  alms-^bouse 
and  farm,  and  of  all  the  said  poor  persons  who  may  be  renaov- 
ed  there  for  support,  and  appoint  a  superintendent  and  physi- 
cian, and  hire  any  other  persons  necessary  for  the  proper  man- 
agement and  government  thereof. 

Momyt  ra-  §  4.  All  the  money  which  shall  be  received  by  the  commis- 
to*b^paid7  sioners  of  excise,  or  for  lottery  licenses,  and  all  money  receiv- 
ed by  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  in  their  official  capacity,  Vn 
the  city  and  in  the  several  towns  in  said  county,  shall  be  paid 
over  to  the  chamberlain  of  the  city  of  Albany,  for  the  said  may- 
or, aldermen  and  commonalty,  within  thirty  days  after  the  re- 
ceipt thereof,  under  the  penalties  now  provided  by  law  in  cas- 
es where  the  distinction  between  town  and  county  poor  is  abo- 
lished, which  money  shall  be  disbursed  for  the  support  of  the 
said  poor,  and  accounted  for  by  the  said  mayor,  alderm«f\  and 
commonalty  in  their  annual  account  of  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments, 
kcoruy  S  5.  Temporary  relief  may  be  granted  to  poor  persons  by 
'  the  several  overseers  of  the  poor  of  said  county,  in  the  man- 
ner now  provided  by  law ;  but  no  such  relief  shall  be  granted 
exceeding  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  any  one  person  or  family, 
without  the  written  assent  of  the  supervisors  of  the  town  where 
such  relief  is  granted,  or  if  in  the  city  of  Albany,  without  the 
assent  of  the  board  of  magistrates  for  the  relief  and  support  of 
the  poor  of  said  city,  which  written  assent  shall  accompa- 
ny the  order  of  the  justice  granting  such  relief,  and  sh^Il 
entitle  the  overseer  to  receive  any  suin  he  may  have  paid  in 
pursuance  of  such  order,  from  the  chamberlain  of  the  city  of 
Albany. 
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S  6.  At  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  board  of  supervi-Aoe«uDtito 
sors  of  the  county  of  Albany,  and  at  each  annual  meeting  there-  ^  "nderod. 
ailer,  the  chamberlain  of  the  city  of  Albany  shall  exhibit  an 
accurate  account  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  said  alms-house  and  the  paupers  therein,  and  the 
salaries  and  pay  of  the  persons  employed  in  the  management 
thereof,  to  be  audited  and  settled  by  the  said  board  of  supervi- 
sors, and  the  balance  thereof,  if  any,  together  with  such  sum 
as  the  said  board  of  supervisors  shall  estimate  to  be  necessary 
to  defray  the  expenses  aforesaid,  during  the  succee<iing  year, 
shall  be  raised,  levied  and  collected  as  part  of  the  expenses  of 
the  county,  and  paid  over  to  the  chamberlain  of  the  city  of  Al- 
bany, for  the  use  aforesaid.

Si*  Gilbert  Ogden  Fowler^  Albert  Chrystie,  David  Craw^-  corporatiw 
fonl,  John  W.  Knevels,  and  all  such  persons  as  now  are,  or  here-  <»»*«^ 
after  may  become  stockholders  of  the  said  company,  shall 
be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic, 
in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  the  Walden  Company. 

S  2.  The  corporatiofi  hereby  created  i»  for  the  purpose  of  For  mum* 
purchasing,  holding  ana  improving  the  water  power  and  mill  J^"***^ 
sites  at  the  falls  of  the  Wallkill,  in  the  village  of  Walden,  in 
the  town  of  Montgomery,  and  CQunty  of  Orange,  and  for  crem- 
ating hydraulic,  mechanic  and  manufacturing  establishments, 
for  manufacturing  woollen  and  cotton  goods,  and  iron,  hemp 
and  flax,  and  carrying  on  the  business  connected  therewith, 
and  no  other.

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  the  "  Troy  Water- Works  Com- 
pany^*^  and  for  insuring  to  the  City  of  Troy  a  supply 
of  Water  for  the  extinguishment  of  Firesy  and  other  pur- 
poses. 

Passed  March  20,  1832, 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New- York j  represented  %n 
'Senate  and  Assembly  y  do  enact  as  follows : 

S  1.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Troy  water-works  com- conpuj 
pany  to  grant,  sell  and  convey  all  such  estate,  right,  title  and  "'J/iJ.to 
interest,  as  it  may  have  acquired  and  now  holds  or  may  become  $J^*^*y  •^ 
entitled  unto  under  its  charter,  to  the  mayor,  recorder,  alder-  "*'* 
men  and  commonalty  of  the  city  of  Troy ;  and  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  said  mayor,  recorder,  aldermen  and  commonal- 
ty of  said  city,  to  accept  of  such  granted  premises  and  proper- 
ty, with  the  appurtenances,  and  to  take,  manage  and  control 
the  same  for  the  purpose  of  more  certainly  and  efficiently  sup- 
plying the  city  of  Troy  with  water  for  the  extinguishment  of 
fires  and  other  purposes.

intended  to  be  taken  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  shall  be  ap- 
praised in  the  manner  herein  after  directed. 

^UM««,  S  3.  In  case  .the  said  mayor,  recorder,  aldermen  and  com-

strue^l  to  prevent  the  investment  of  moneys  belonging  to  the 
said  fund,  not  required  for  the  payment  of  interest,  in  such 
manner  as  to  prevent  a  loss  of  interest ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  any  incorporated  company,  or  for  the  comptroller  of  this 
state,  for  account  of  the  canal  fund,  to  make  the  loans  author- 
ised by  this  act,  if  they  shaU  consider  it  to  be  safe  and  prudent 
to  do  so.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  DansvUle  and  Rochester  Rail-

Passed  Mtkh  22,  1832. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  represented  iti 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  ae/oUotos  : 

$  1.  Abraham  M.  Schergierfaom,  Elisba  Johnson  and  Sa-  CotponjsaH 
muelW.. Smith,  and  all  such  other  persons  as  shall  become ^'^**'*^ 
stockholders  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  in  the  cor« 
poration  hereby  created,  shall  be  and  for  the  term  of  fifty  years 
from  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  continue  to  be  a  body  corpo-^ 
rate  and  politic^  by  the  name  of  ^^  The  Dansville  and  Roches- 
ter rail-road  company."

Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

corporadoB  ^  ] .  Alt  jsuch  pef  SOUS  as  shall  associate  together  and  become 
subscribers  to,  or  holders  of  the  stock  to  be  created  by  this  act, 
for  the  purpose  of  opening  a  navigation  from  the  Erie  canal  to 
the  Oneida  lake,  at  such  poiAt  and  upon  such  route  as  the  ca- 
'  nal  commissioners  shall  designate,  shall  be,  and  they  are  here- 
by constituted  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and 
style  of  "  The  Oneida  lake  canal  Company."

Chap.  54. 

AN  ACT  to  authoriae  the  erection  of  a  New  Jail  in  the 
County  of  Ckautauque. 

Passed  March  212,  1832. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  represented  ins 
Senate  and  Assembly  y  do  enact  as  follows: 

$  1.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Chautau-uomrftoi 
que  shall  cause  to  be  assessed  and  collected  in  the  same  man-'*^**'^**''' 
ner  as  ordinary  chaiiges  are  by  law  directed  to  be  assessed  and 
collected,  the  gum  of  three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  in 
three  equal  annual  instalments,  beginning  with  the  present 
year. 

S  2.  The  supervisors,  at  their  next  annual  meeting,  shall  comi 
appoint  three  discreet  persons,  being  inhabitants  of  the  county"*" 
of  Chautauque,  commissioners  to  contract  for  and  superintend 
the  building  of  the  said  jail.     In  case  either  of  the  commis- 
sioners shall  die,  resign,  or  refuse  to  serve,  the  supervisors  shall 
supply  tlte  vacancy. 

S  3.  The  jail  shall  be  built  upon  one  of  the  public  squares] 
in  the  village  of  Mayville,  or  such  other  lot  of  ground  in  that 
vUll^,  to  be  givea  and  CMveyed  to  the  ooui^  in  Ae  simple. 
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as  the  commissioners  shall  determine  to  be  the  most  suitable 
site. 

TwMUMf't       S  4.  The  commissioners  may  draw  upon  the  treasurer  of  the 
county  from  time  to  time,  for  such  moneysjts  may  be  required 
and  the  treasurer  shall  pay  over  to  them,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
any  moneys  in  his  hands,  collected  in  pursuance  of  this  act. 
ckmnunoii       S  5.  If,  before  the  moneys  specified  in  the  first  section  of

The  commissioners,  before  they  enter  upon  the  duties 
enjoined  upon  them  by  this  act,  shall  each  execute  a  bond, 
with  sureties  t^be  approved  of  by  the  treasurer  of  the  coun- 
ty, in  the  penalium  of  six  thousand  dollars,  to  the  supervisors 
of  the  county  of  Chautauque  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
trust  reposed  in  them.  The  commissioners  shall  receive  for 
their  services  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  each  per  day,  for  the 
time  they  may  be  actually  employed  in  the  duties  of  their  com- 
mission. Their  accounts  shall  be  audited  by  the  supervisoro^ 
and  paid  a9H)ther  contingent  charges  of  the  county. 

The  commissioners  shall,  at  all  times  when  required 
by  the  supervisors,  account  with  them  for  the  expenditure  of 
all  moneys  received  by  them,  or  either  of  them,  by  virtue  of 
this  act. 


Chap.  55. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  Act  entaied  «  An  act  to  Consolu 
date  and  amend  the  Charter  of  the  Village  of  Water- 
town.^^ 

Passed  March  22,  1832. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-Fork,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

^i^mkj  Si.  The  trustees  of  the  village  ofWatertown  may,  and  they 
^^w  mo-  gj^  hereby  authorised  to  borrow,  on  the  credit  of  the  said  village, 
such  sum  of  money  as  a  majority  of  the  inhabitants  of  said 
village,  entitled  to  vote  on  the  subject  of  taxation  at  an  annual 
i^llage  meeting,  or  at  any  special  village  meeting  called  for 
that  purpose,  shall  direct,  not  exceeding  two  diousand  doUuv, 
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and  at  the  leeal  rate  of  interest,  and  for  such  time  for  the  re- 
payment of  the  same  as  the  said  trustees  may  think  proper,  not 
exceeding,  however,  the  term  of  five  years ;  and  may  execute 
under  their  hands  and  the  corporate  seal  of  said  village,  to  the 
person  or  persons  of  whom  they  may  borrow  said  money,  or 
any  part  thereof,  a  certificate  or  certificates,  specifying  the  ^ 
fimount  loaned  and  the  terms  of  said  loan  ;  but  no  such  certi- 
ficate shall  be  given  for  a  less  sum  than  <me  hundred  dollars. 

S  2.  The  credit  of  said  village  is  pledged  for  the  payment  f'^^^^^J^' 
of  said  loan,  and  the  trustee^  aforesaid  shall  annually  after  ef-  top«y  lou. 
fecting  said  loan  or  loans,  cause  to  be  levied,  assessed  and  col- 
lected, in  the  manner  they  are  authorised  by  the  act  hereby 
amended,  to  levy,  assess  and  collect  the  ordinary  taxes  of  said    . 
village,  a  sum  of  money  equal  to  one-fiftli  part  of  the  princi- 
pal sum  or  sums  they  shall  so  borrow  as  aforesaid,  together 
with  a  sum  equal  to  the  annual  interest  due  on  saia  loan  or 
loans,  in  addition  to  the  annual  tax  they  are  now  by  law  au- 
thorised to  assess,  levy  and  collect;  and  when  the  said  moneys

AN  ACT  to  divide  the  NifUh  Wcard  wl  the  City  of  trem- 
Torkj  into  two  Wards.

perform  the  same  duties  as  are  now  by  law  conferred  upon  or 
required  from  the  special  justices  cf  the  city  of  New- York,  and 
shall  receive  the  like  compensation,

S  1*  William  Da  vies,  and  such  other  persons  as  shall  here-  corpormtioB 
after  become  stockholders  of  the  said  company,  are  hereby  ^'*^^^* 
constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  *^  the 
Dutchess  Rail-Road  Company,"  for  the  purpose  of  construct- 
ing a  single  or  double  rail'-road  or  way,  from  some  proper  point 
in  the  village  of  Poughkeepsie  to  Uie  line  of  the  state  of  Con-

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  MayviUe  and  Portland  Rail- 
Road  Company. 

Passed  March  29,  1832. 

The  People  of  the  State  qf  New-York^  rqpreselxted  in 
Senate  and  AssenAlj/j  do  enact  as/oHowa :

Kellogg  Hurlburt,  James  Averill,  Benjamin  Marshall,  Corpor&nm 
and  their  associates,  and  all  such  other  persons  as  may  be"***^* 
hereafter  associated  with  them,  aceording  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  ordained,  constituted  and  de- 
clared to  be  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact  and  in  name^ 
by  the  name  of  ^^  The  American  Manufacturer's  Mutual  As- 
surance Association."

All  Uiat  part  of  the  town  of  Deerfield,  in  the  county  of 
JSr*'***'"  Oneida,  beginning  at  the  southeast  corner  of  the  town  of  Tren- 
ton, and  running  thence  on  a  direct  line  southerly  on  the  same, 
being  as  the  east  bounds  of  the  town  of  Trenton  bends  to  the  Mo- 
hawk river ;  tlience  along  the  said  river  to  the  mouth  of  the  Nine 
Mile  creek,  on  the  said  river ;  thence  from  the  mouth  of  the 
eaid  creek  on  a  direct  line  four  miles,  towards  a  point  in  the 
east  line  of  a  tract  of  land  granted  to  the  Baron  De  Steuben, 
one  and  an  half  miles  south  at  the  northwest  corner  of  Servese's

And  the  said  rail-road  company  may  also  receive,  hold  and 
take  all  such  voluntary  grants  and  donations  of  land  and  real     * 
estate  as  shall  be  made  to  the  said  company  to  aid  in  the  con- 
struction, maintenance  and  accommodation  of  their  said  branch 
rail-road.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Aas^nbly,  do  enact  ae  follows  : 

S  1.  From  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  the  town  of  Ar- 
lington, in  the  county  of  Tioga,  shall  be  known  and  distin- 
guished by  the  name  of  Richford.

ooipontios  S  1.  All  such,  persons  as  shall  associate  together,  and  be- 
"*'*^  come  subscribers  to,  or  holder  of  the  stock  to  be  created  by 
this  act,  are  herel^  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic, 
by  the  name  of  "  The  Ithaca  and  Geneva  Rail-Road  Compa- 
ny," for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  single  or  double  rail- 
road or  way,  from  the  termination  of  the  Ithaca  and  Owego 
rail-road,  at  or  near  the  village  of  Ithaca,  by  the  most  eligible 
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and  oniiTeDMnt  route  to  the  vUlage  of  GeMTE,  there  to  be  ooii* 
nected  with  the  Geneya  and  Canandaigua  raiI«road :  to  take, 
trantpoit,  carry  and  convey  property  and  penona  upon  the 
same,  by  the  power  and  force  of  steam,  of  animak,  or  any 
mecbanical  power,  or  of  any  combination  of  them,  fer  the 
term  of  fifty  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act 

Si.  If  the  corporation  hereby  created,  shall  not,  within ^ 
three  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  commence,  and  within

Seneca,  and  Bowen  Whiting  and  Henry  D^ight,  of  the  county 
of  Ontario,  shall  be  commissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  with- 
in one  year  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  at  some  suitable  place  in 
the"  villages  of  Ithaca,  Ovid  and  Geneva,  or  in  the  city  of  New- 
York,  or  in  the  city  of  Albany,  or  in  each  or  all  those  places^

§  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  of  the  land- 
office  to  cause  an  appraisement  to  be  made  of  the  improve- 
ments that  were  on  lot  number  twenty-five,  of  the  lands  that 
were  purchased  from  the  Oneida  Indians,  by  a  treaty  dated  the 
twenty-sixth  of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twen- 
ty-'four,  as  said  improvements  then  were;  and  the  sum  at 
which  they  shall  be  so  appraised  shall  be  paid  to  such  Indians 
as  were  the  owners  of  such  improvements,  in  the  manner  in

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them  firoffl  the  state  on  purchases  of  lands  from  them,  or  their 
itnproyements  on  the  same.

AN  ACT  to  authorise  the  erection  of  a  Church  on  the 
Public  Square  in  the  VUlage  of  Geddes.

Passed  April  10,  1833. 

2%e  People  of  the  State  of  Neto-Yorky  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly ^  do  enact  asfoUaws : 

5  1,  Air  that  piece  or  parcel  of  land  being  seventy-five 
feet  wide,  lying  in  the  twelfth  ward  of  the  city  of  New- 
York,  and  running  between  and  parallel  to  the  Third  and 
Fourth  avenues  from  the  northerly  line  of  Fourteenth-Street 
to  the  northerly  line  oi  Thirtieth-street,  (the  easterly  line  or 
side  of  the  said  piece  of  land  being  four  hundred  and  twenty 
feet  distant 'westerly  from  the  westerly  line  of  the  said  Third 
avenue,  and  the  westerly  side  thereof  being  four  hundred  and

formed.

If  the  corporation  hereby  created,  shall  not,  within 
four  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  commence,  and  within 
ten  years  therafter  construct  and  put  in  operation,  tbe  said 
single  or  double  rail-road  or  way,  then  the  said  corporation 
shall  thenceforth  forever  cease,  and  this  act  shall  be  null  and 
void.  But  the  privileges  hereby  granted  shall  not  be  forfeited 
for  or  by  reason  of  the  not  constructing  the  said  road  west  of 
tbe  village  of  Westfield,  unless  the  said  company  shall  have 
reasonable  assurances  that  the  same  will  be  immediately  cod* 
tinned  from  the  said  state  line  to  the  harbor  of  Erie,  in  Penn- 
sylvania. 
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S  3.  The  capital  stock  of  the.  said  company  shall  be  six  gtoa. 
hundred  and  fiftj  thousand  dolkrs,  and  shall  be  divided  into 
shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  and  shall  be  deemed  personal  pro- 
perty,  transferraUe  in  such  manner  as  the  by-laws  of  tbe  sa'id 
corporation  shall  direct. 

S  4.  William  Peacok,  Thomas  B.  Campbell,  Jameif  Me-  saiweriptioM 
Clurg,  John  Z.  Saxton,  Leverett  Barker,  Daniel  G.  Gamsey,  ^'^^ 
and  Oliver  Lee,  of  the  county  of  Chautanque ;  Samuel  Rus- 
sel,  David  Burt,  and  Ebenezer  JdbnsoR,  jun.,  James  Stryker, 
of  BufTalo,  in  the  county  of  Erie ;  Jesse  Buel  and  Erastus 
Corning,  of  the  county  of  Albany,  and  Saul  Ally,  Elisha  Tib- 
bits  of  the  city  of  New-York,  shall  be  commissioners^  whose 
duty  it  shall  be,  within  two  years  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  at  some  suitable  place  in  the  village  of  Bufblo,  or  in 
such  other  place  or  places  as  the  said  commissioners  shall  de- 
termine, to  open  books  to  receive  subscriptions  to  the  capital 
stock  of  said  corporation ;  which  books  shall  be  kept  open  for 
subscription  for  the  space  of  three  successive  days;  and  within 
ten  days  thereafter,  the  said  commissioners  shall  meet  in  the 
village  of  Bufialo;  and  if  more  than  six  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars  shall  have,  been  subscribed,  they  shall  dis- 
tribute the  said  stock  among  the  several  subscribers,  in  such 
manner  as  they  shall  deem  most  conducive  to  the  interests  of 
the  said  corporation*  The  commissioners  shall  receive  no 
subscriptions,  unless  two  dollars  on  each  share  subscribed  be 
paid  at  the  time  of  subscription.  Notice  by  publication  in  one 
of  the  newspapers  printed  within  the  county  of  Chautauque, 
"  and  in  each  of  the  cities  of  New-York  and  Albany,  of  the 
time  and  place  of  opening  the  books  shall  be  given  for  four- 
teen days  previous  to  the  day  appointed  for  that  purpose* 

^5.  Within  ten  days  after  the  said  commissioners  have  Election  ^r 
met  for  the  distribution  of  said  stock,  they  shall  give  at  least '^^^'*' 
fourteen  days'  notice,  in  one  of  the  newspapers  printed  in  the 
said  county,  and  one  in  each  of  the  cities  of  New- York  and 
Albany^  for  a  meeting  of  the  said  stockhold9rs,  at  such  time 
and  place  in  tbe  said  village  of  Buffab,  as  the  said  commis-  ' 
sioners  shall  appoint,  to  choose  thirteen  directors ;  and  such 
election  shall  then  and  there  be  made  by  such  stockholders  as 
sbaU  attend  for  that  purpose,  either  in  person  or  by  proxy, 
each  share  of  the  capital  stock  entitling  the  stockholder  to 
one  voto;  and  the  said  commissioners  shall  be  inspectors  of 
the  first  elebtion  of  directors  of  the  said  corporation,  and  shall 
certify,  under  their  hands,  tlie  names  of  those  duly  elected, 
and  deliver  over  tbe  subscription  books  to  the  said  board  of  di- 
rectors :  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  first  meeting  of  the 
directors  shall  be  fixed  by  the  said  commissioners;  and  the 
board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  ^appoint  an  ei]|gineer, 
and  cause  such  examinations  and  surveys  for  the  said  rail-^ 
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road  to  be  made,  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  selection  bj  them 
of  the  most  advantageous  line,  course  or  way  for  the  said  rail-^ 
road.  The  expenses  of  all  which  surveys  and  examinations, 
and  all  manner  of  incidental  expenses  relating  thereto,  shall 
be  paid  for  by  the  said  corporation. 

To  hold  fix  ^6.  The  first  directors  to  be  chosen,  shall  hold  their  offices 
till  the  first  Monday  in  June  in  the  next  succeding  year  after  such 
election,  and  until  others  shall  be  chosen ;  and  every  election 
of  directors  thereafter  shall  be  annually  on  the  first  Monday  m 
June  in  each  and  'every  year,  at  such  time  and  place  in  the 
village  of  Buifalo,  as  the  directors  shall  appoint,  giving  four- 
t^n  days'  previous  notice,  in  one  of  the  public  newspapers 
printed  in  the  said  county,  and  one  in  each  of  the  cities  of 
New- York  and  Albany.  Every  such  election  f^all  be  held 
under  the  inspection  of  three  stockholders,  not  being  directors, 
who  shall  be  previously  appointed  by  the  board  of.  directors. 
All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  a  plurality  of  the  votes 
present  shall  constitute  a  choice.  In  case  of  an  equal  number 
of  votes  for  any  two  or  more  directors,  the  remainder  of  the 
directors  shall,,  by  ballot,  determine  which  shall  be  entitled  to 
a  seat  at  the  board.  Every  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  vote,  personally  or  by  proxy,  on  every  share  held  by 
him  for  thirty  days  previous  to  such  election :  and  the  direc- 
tors so  chosen,  shall  elect  as  soon  as  may  be,  after  the  said 
first  meeting  and  every  annual  meeting  thereafter,  one  of  their 
own  number,  a  president.  In  case  of  the  death,  resignatioQ 
or  absence  of  the  president,  the  board  of  directors  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  a  president  pro  tempore. 

S  7.  In  case  it  should  at  any  time  happen  that  an  election 
of  directors  shall  not  be  made,  the  said  corporatien  shall  not, 
for  that  cause,  be  deemed  to  be  dissolved ;  but  such  election 
may  be  held  ^t  any  other  time  directed  by  the  by-laws  of  said 
corporation,  within  sixty  days  after  the  day  on  which  it  should 
have  been  held. 

By  iBwi.  S  8.  The  directors  shall  have  full  power  to  make  all  need- 

ful and  proper  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws,  for  the  manage- 
ment and  disposition  of  the  stock,  property  and  effects  of  the 
said  corporation,  the  transfer  of  shares,  and  for  the  regulation 
of  the  duties  and  conduct  of  oflicers  and  servants,  as  they  may 
deem  requisite,  and  to  determine  the  anaount  of  their  compen- 
sation :  and  generally  to  do  all  other  acts  and  things  they  may 
deem  expedient,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  ob- 
jects contemplated  by  this  incorporation. 

S  9.  The  corporation  is  hereby  empowered  to  purchase, 
receive  and  hold  such  real  estate  as  may  be  necessary  and 
convenient  in  accomplishing  tlie  objects  for  which  this  incor- 
poration is  granted,  and  may,  by  their  agentis,  surveyor  and 
engineer,  enter  upon  and  take  possession  of,  and  use  all  such 
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i^nds  and  real  estate  as  may  be  indispensable  for  the  construc- 
tion and  maintenance  of  their  rail-road  or  way,  and  the  accom- 
modations requisite  and  appertaining  thereto :  and  may  also 
receive,  hold  and  take  all  such  voluntary  grants  and  donations 
of  land  and  real  estate,  for  the  purpose  of  said  road,  as  shall  be 
made  to  the  said  corporation  to  aid  in  the  construction,  main- 
tenance and  accommodation  of  the  said  rail-road  or  way :  but 
all  lands  or  real  estate  thus  entei«()  upon,  which  are  not  do- 
nations, shall  be  purchased  by  the  said  corporation,  of  the 
owner  or  owners  of  the  same,  at  a  price  to  b^  mutually  agreed 
upon  between  them  ;  and  in  case  of  a  disagreement  betweeii 
them  as  to  price,  and  before  making  any  portion  of  the  said 
road  on  said  land,  the  said  corporation,  or  the  owner  of  such 
land,  may  apply  by  petition  to  the  vice-chancellor  of  the 
eighth  circuit,  Who,  upon  such  application,  shall  cause  such 
notice  to  be  given  to  the  other  party  as  he  shall  deem  proper 
and  suflficient,  appointing  therein  this  time  and  place  of  hear^' 
ing  the  parties ;  at  which  time  and  place,  upon  proof  that  the 
notice  directed  has  been  given,  the  said  vice-chancellor  shall 
direct  the  manner  of  ascertaining  the  damages  which  the 
owner  of  such  land  or  real  estate  will  sustain  by  the  occupa- 
tion thereof  by  the  said  corporation;  and  the  said  vice-chan- 
cellor shall  appoint  three  competent  and  disinterested  commis^ 
sioners,  who  shall  be  freeholders  and  residents  of  the  county 
of  Chautauque,  and  who  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  said 
vice-chancellor,  make  appraisements  and  determine  said  da- 
mages, and  report  in  writing,  under  their  hands,  to  the  said 
vice-chancellor,  who  shall  examine  the  sanie  and  hear  the 
parties  in  relation  thereto,  if  he  shall  deem  it  expedient^  and 
increase  or  diminish  the  damages  if  he  shall  be  satisfied  iiy  us- 
tice  has  been  done.     The  report  shall  contain  a  minute  and 
accurate  description  of  the  land  appraised.     The  commisMon- 
ers  shall  be  allowed  three  dollars  each  a  day  for  their  services. 
Upon  proof  to  the  vice-chancellor,  to  be  made  within  thirty 
days  after  his  determination  of  payment  to  the  owner,  or  of 
depositing  to  the  credit  of  the  owner,  in  such  incorporated 
monied  institution  as  the  said  vice-chancellor  shall  direct,  of 
the  amount  of  damages  and  the  payment  of  ali  expenses,  the 
said  vice-chancellor  shall  make  an  order  or  decree,  particu- 
larly describing  the  land,  and  reciting  the  appraisement  of 
damages  and  the  mode  of  making  it,  and  all  other  facts  neces- 
sary to  a  compliance  with  this  section  of  this  act ;  and  when 
the  said  order  or  decree  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  tfie 
clerk  of  the  said  vice-chancellor  of  the  eighth  circuit,  the  said 
corporation  shall  be  possessed  of  all  such  land  or  real  estate, 
and  may  enter  upon,  and  take  possession,  and  use  the  same 
for  the  purposes  of  tho  said  road. 

,  §  10.  In  case  any  married  woman,  infant,  idiot  or  insane  lifhta  «riiM 
person,  or  non-resident  of  the  state,  who  shall  not  appear  af-^*^*^ 
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ter  such  notice,  shall  be  interetted  in  any  such  land  or  nal 
estate,  the  said  rice-chancellor  shall  appoint  some  competent 
person  to  appear  before  the  said  commissioners,  and  act  for 
and  in  behalf  of  such  married  woman,  infant,  idiot,  insane 
person  or  non-resident. 
vrt>,a«.  ^  IL  'The  said  corporation  shall  hare  power  to  regulate 
the  time  and  manner  in  which  passengers,  goods  and  other 
property  shall  be  transported  on  said  rail-road,  and  the  manner 
of  collecting  tolls  for  such  transportation,  and  to  collect  tolls 
as  soon  as  any  part  thereof  shall  be  fini^^hed. 

S  IS.  If  any  person  shall  wilfully  do  or  cause  to  be  done^ 
any  act  or  acts  whatever,  whereby  any  building,  construction 
or  work  of  the  said  corporation,  or  any  engine,  machine  or 
structure,  or  any  thing  appertaining  to  the  same,  shall  be  stop- 
ped, obstructed,  impaired,  weakened,  injured  or  destroyed,  the 
person  or  persons  so  o&nding  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said 
corporation  treble  the  amount  of  damages  sustained  by  means 
of  such  oflence-  or  injury,  to  be  recovered  in  the  name  of  the 
said  corporation,  with  costs  of  suit  by  action  of  debt. 

S  }S.  Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  the  constructioft 
of  their  rail-road  or  way,  to  intersect  or  cross  any  stream  of 
water  or  water  bourses,  or  any  road,  street  or  highway,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporation  to  ccmstruet  their  rail- 
road or  ways  across  or  upon  the  same ;  but  the  corponiti<» 
shall  restore  the  stream  or  water  course,  or  read,  street  of 
highway,  thus  intersected,  to  its  former  state,  or  in  a  sufficient 
manner  not  to  hare  impaired  its  usefulness. 

S  14.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  directors  to  require  paymral 
of  the  sums  to  be  subscribed  to  the  capital  istock,  at  sudi 
times,  and  in  such  proportions,  and  on  such  conditions,  as  they 
shall  deem  fit,  under  the  penalty  of  the  forfeiture  of  all  pre- 
vious  payments  thereon  ;  and  shall  give  notice  of  the  payments 
thus  required,  and  of  the  place  and  time  when  the  same  are  to 
be  paid,  at  least  thirty  days  previous  to  the  payment  of  the 
same,  in  a  public  newspaper  published  la  the  county  of  Chau- 
tauque,  and  one  in  each  of  the  cities  of  New-York  and  Al- 
•  bany. 

«iMnip«w     S  15.  The  said  corporation  shall  possess  the  eeneral  pow* 
•*  ers^  and  be  subject  to  the  general  restrictions  andJiabilites  pre- 

sciibed  bv  such  parts  of  the  eighteenth  chapter  of  the  first 
part  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  as  are  not  repealed. 

S  16.  The  directors  of  said  company  shall  make  an  annual 
report,,  in  detail,  of  their  prbceedii^  and  expenditures,  veri- 
fied by  the  affidavit  of  at  least  two  of  them,  ^e^hich  report  shall 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state ;  and  in  like 
loanner  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  each  year,  for  the  terai  of 
fifteen  years  after  the  completion  of  said  road,  file  in  said  of. 
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fioe  a  dDtoiied  statemeDt  of  tolls  receired  on  sach  raiWoad,  and 
of  all  monies  expended  bj  said  company  for  repairs  or  other- 
wise, /or  the  purpose  of  said  rail-road. 

S  17.  If  the  legislature  of  this  state  riiall,  at  the  expira- 
tion of  ten  and  within  fifteen  years  from  the  completion  of 
•aid  rail-road,  make  provision  by  law  for  the  repayment  to  tbo 
said  company  of  the  amount  expended  by  them  in  the  con- 
struction of  said  rail-road,  together  widi  all  monies  expended 
by  them  for  permanent  fixtures  for  the  use  of  said  road,  with 
interest  on  such  sums  at  the  rate  of  fourteen  per  cent  per  an- 
num, together  with  all  moneys  expended  by  the  said  company 
for  repairs  or  otherwise,  for  the  purposes  of  said  road,  after 
deducting  the  amount  of  tolls  received  on  said  road,  theii  the 
said  rail-road,  with  all  fixtures  and  appurtenances,  shall  vest 
in  and  become  the  property  of  the  people  of  this  state. 

S  18.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  upon  tlie 
termS)  with  the  privileges  and  under  the  restrictions  herein 
before  mentioned,  to  construct  branches  from  the  said  main 
rail-road  to  the  villages  of  Fayette  and  Lodi,  and  to  take  said 
main  rail-road  through,  or  a  branch  thereof,  to  the  village  of 
Dunkirk,  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  bo  ccnstrued  to 
require  them  to  do  so. 

S  19.  The  legislature  may  at  any  time  alter,  amend,  modify  Rifhtt 
or  repeal  this  act.  ••'^* 


Chap.  130. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  and  continue  in  force  an  act  entitled 
<<  An  A(^  to  authorise  the  erection  of  a  Toll  Gate,  on  the 
Great  Road  leading  from  Plattsburgh  to  Chateaugay 
Four  Comers,"  passed  February  14/A,  1823,  and  for 
other  purposes. 

Passed  April  14,  18S2. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New- York,  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assemblyj  do  enact  as  follows : 

S  1.  The  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  authorise  the  erection  of  a  Aet^-„ 
toll  D^ate  on  the  great  road  leading  fi'om  Plattsburgh  to  Chateau-  j^Ji 
gay  Four  Corners,"  passed  February  14th,  1833,  shall  be  ex- 
tended and  continue  in  force  for  the  term  of  ten  years  from  and 
after  the  passage  of  this  act :  aiyl  the  same  is  hereby  amended 
as  follows. 

S  2.  One  commissioner  shall  be  appointed  in  each  of  the  CommiaM 
counties  of  Clinton  and  Franklin,  by  the  judges  of  the  courts'* 
of  common  pleas  of  the  said  counties,  respectively,  or  a  majo- 
titv  of  them,  who  shall  convene  at  the  court-house  in  each  of       . 
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the  said  counties,  respectively,  for  that  purpose,  on  the  ftttft 
■Tuesday  of  Octobec  next,  or  on  such  subsequent  day  or  days 
as  shall  be  notified  to  them,  by  th^  first  or  senior  judge  of  said 
respective  counties :  which  said  commissioners,  when  so  ap- 
pointed,  shall  be  styled  *^  Military  Road  Commissioners ;»' 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  charge  of,  and  superintend  th^ 
collection  of  tolls,  and  to  superintend  and  conduct  the  repairs 
of  the  said  road,  and  the  expenditures  of  all  the  moneys  so  col- 
lected for  tolls  on  said  road,  as  is  herein  after  proTided  for :  ^ 
and  they  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two  years,  but  may  be  re^ 
movable  at  the  pleasure  of  a  majority  of  the  judges  of  the  courts 
by  whom  they  are  respectively  appointed. 
TMipowm     5  8.  The  commissioners  who  shall  be  appointed  under  this 
■addittiw.    ^^^  gjjg^i  i^ave  power,  whenever  they  shall  deem  expedient,  to 
remove  the  present  toll  gate  on  said  road,  and  to  erect  such 
other  toll  gate  as  thev  shall  deem  for  the  best  interest  of  the 
road,  and  to  contract  or  provide  for  tending  the  same  and  re- 
ceiving and  collecting  the  said  tolls.     And  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  said  commissioners,  after  defraying  therefrom  the  amount 
to  wbich  they  shall  be  entitled  for  their  services  as  commis- 
sioners, and  the  cost  of  erecting  and  tending  said  gate,  to  Uy 
out  and  expend,  in  the  manner  most  beneficial  to  said  road, 
the  residue  of  the  money  which  shall  be  collected  or  received 
for  tolls  on  said  road,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  purpose,  in  keeping  and  maintaining  in  good  repair  that 
portion  of  the  said  road  that  is  between  the  north  bounds  of  the 
town  of  Beekmantown  and  the  Cbateaugay  Four  Corners: 
and  they  shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  ap- 
propriate? and  expend  whatever  balance  oi'  the  said  moneys 
may  remain  unexpended,  after  keeping  and  mamtaming  m  good 
repair  the  aforesaid  portion  of  the  said  road,  m  improving  and 
repairing  the  two  great  stage  ro^d§  running  westward  from  the 
town  of  Cbateaugay,  through  the  county  of  Franklin,  to  the 
^       east  line  of  the  county  of  St.  Lawrence,  to  be  divided  between 
the  said  roads  in  equal  portions.     And  the  said  commissioners 
sliall  be  held  responsible  for  all  HiOneys  collected  for  tolls  on 
.said  road,  and  for  the  faithful  application  thereof  as  aforesaid; 
and  render  just  and  faithful  accounts  of  the  said  moneys  col- 
lected, and  of  the  disbursements  tliereof,  to  the  boards  of  super- 
visors of  both  of  the  said  counties  of  Clinton  and  Franklin,  at 
their  annual  meetings,  in  each  year,  ior  their  inspection  and 
sanction.     And  the  said  commissioners  sliall  not  be  allowed  to 
account  for  any  of  the  moneys  so  received  by  theip,  or  either 
of  them,  or  collected  for  tolfs  on  said  road,  either  i^  labor, 
board  or  subsistence  of  laborers  on  said  road,  or  in  materials 
furnished 'therefor  by  themselves  individually,  or  jointly  with 
others ;  but  shall  only  be  allowed  for  moneys  actually  paid  out, 
for  erecting  and  tending  said  gate,  repairs  of  said  road,  and  for 
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tuch  allowance  as  they  shall  be  entitled  to  for  their  services 
as  commissioners  under  this  act. 

S  4.  The  rates  of  tolls  that  shall  be  receivable  on  said  road»*««*^»«"* 
after  the  first  day  of  November  next,  shall  be  established,  and 
may  be  changed  from  time  to  time  as  the  exigency  of  the  said 
road  may  require,  by  a  joint  resolution  signed  by  a  majority  of 
the  judges  of  each  of  the  courts  of  common  pleas  of  the  coun- 
ties of  Clinton  and  Franklin,  copies  of  which  shall  be  filed  in 
the  clerk^s  office  of  each  of  said  eounties;  which  rates  of  tolls 
shall  not  be  greater  than  is  necessary  to  accomplish  the  ob- 
jects specified  in  this  act,  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  restric- 
tions and  exemptions  prescribed  in  and  by  the  act  hereby 
amended :  Provided  however^  That  such  restrictions  and  ex- 
emptions shall  not  be  construed  to  exempt  from  the  payment  of 
tolls  any  person  going  to  or  returning  from  any  grist  mill, 
blacksmith  shop  or  place  of  public  worship,  situated  more  than 
six  miles  distant  from  his  or  her  usual  place  of  residence.  And 
the  said  judges  of  the  courts  of  common  pleas  of  either  of  the 
said  counties,  or  a  majority  of  them  respectively,  may  firom 
time  to  time  prescribe  such  further  and  other  regulations  as  to 
the  manner  of  keeping  and  rendering  the  said  accounts  of  the 
said  commissioners,  as  they  shall  deem  proper ;  which  regula- 
tions when  duly  notified  to  said  commissioners,  shall  be  com- 
plied with  by  them. 

S  6.  The  judges  mentioned  in  this  act  shall  have  power  to  Pay  of  eoai. 
regulate  the  compensation  of  the  commissioners  appointed  by  "'''^*^"' 
them,  and  shall  take  and  receive  from  such  commissioner  a 
penal  bond,  with  sufficient  surety,  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties, 
and  fi>r  the  faithful  application  of  all  the  moneys  received  under 
this  act ;  and  the  judges  mentioned  in  this  act  shall  he  allowed 
each  two  dollars  per  day  for  all  services  rendered  in  obedience 
to  this  act,  to  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the  county  in  which 
such  judges  reside,  as  other  incidental  county  charges  are 
paid, 

5  6.  The  commissioners  appointed  under  this  act  shall  have  commata. 
power  to  commute  with  stage  proprietors  at  a  stipulated  sum  ^^' 
per  annum ;  nor  shall  any  stage  running  on  said  road  be  exempt- 
ed from  paying  toll  at  any  gate  by  reason  of  the  vicinity  of  the 
residence  of  the  owner  or  proprietor  thereto. 

S  7.  The  act,  entitled  ^^  Ah  act  for  the  relief  of  Jonathan  Rep^.]. 
Thompson,"  passed  26th  March,  1825;  and  so  much  of  the 
act  hereby  amended  as  is  inconsistent  with  this  act,  shall  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

S  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judges  of  the  court  of  com-A«N.«ntta

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Renseelaer  and  Saratoga 
RaU-Road  Company. 

Passed  April  14,  1832. 

The  People  qf  the  State  of  New-York^  repreeented  m 
Senate  and  AesenMyy  do  enact  asfoUowe  : 

S  !•  Stephen  Warren,  and  such  other  persons  as  shall  here-  corporttiori 
after  become  stockholders  of  the  said  company,  are  hereby  ^^^^ 
constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of  <<The 
Rensselaer  and  Saratoga  Rail-Road  Company,"  for  the  pur- 
pose of  constructing  a  single  or  double  rail-road  or  way  from 
some  proper  point  in  the  city  of  Troy,  in  the  county  of  Rens- 
selaer, passing  through  the  Tillage  of  Waterford  in  the  county 
of  Saratoga  to  the  village  of  Ballston  Spa  in  said  county  of 
Saratoga :  to  take,  transport,  carry  and  convey  property  and 
persons  upon  the  same,  by  the  power  and  force  of  steam,  of 
animals,  or  any  mechanical  power,  or  of  any  combination  of 
them,  for  the  term  of  fifty  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act. 

$2.  If  the  corporation  hereby  created  shall  not,  within 
tibree  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  commence,  and  with- 
in five  years  thereafter,  construct,  finish,  and  put  in  pperation, 
the  said  single  or  double  rail-road  or  way,  then  the  said  corpo- 
ration shall  thenceforth  forever  cease,  and  this  act  shall  be  null 
and  void.

In  case  any  married  woman,  in&nt,  idiot,  or  insane 
person,  or  non-resident  of  the  state,  who  shall  not  appear  after 
such  notice,  shall  be  interested  in  any  such  land  or  real  estate^ 
the  chancellor  shall  appoint  some  competent  disinterested  per- 
son to  appear  t)efore  the  said  commissioners,  and  act  for  and  in 
belialf  of  such  married  woman,  infant,  idiot,  insane  person,^or 
non-resident. 

S  U.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  regulate 
the  time  and  manner  in  which  passengers,  goods  and  other 
property  shall  be  transported  on  said  rail-road,  and  the  manner 
of  collecting  tolls  for  such  tranflf»ortation,  and  to  collect  tolls 
as  soon  as  any  part  thereof  shall  t^  finished.

AN  ACT  regulating  the  Measuring  of  Grain  in  the  City 
of  New- Fork. 

Passed  April  14,  1832. 

Tlie  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly  ^  do  enact  as  follows : 

u  turn  fe-     ^  ^'  '^'*®  governor  shall  nominate,  and  with  the  consent  of 
nerii  and     the  Senate,  appoint  a  measurer-general,  and  not  less  than  ton  or 


more  than  twenty  measurers  of  grain  in  the  city  of  New- York, 
who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two  years  from  the  date  of  their 
appointment 

TokMpu  S  2*  '^  ^^^^^  ^  ^®  ^"*y  ^f  ^^^  measurer-general,  to  keep 
an  office  in  some  convenient  part  of  said  city,  for  the  reoepticm 
of  orders  from  the  owner,  agent,  purchaser  or  other  person 
having  any  grain  in  charge ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
measurers,  on  the  requirement  of  the  measurer-general,  togOy 
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Without  delay,  to  the  place  within  the  city  of  New-York  where . 
such  grain  is  deposited,  and  measure  the  same. 

§  S,  U  any  dispute  shall  arise  between  the  purchaser  and  To'd«eid«ia 
seller  of  any  grain,  or  between  either  of  them  and  the  mea-  diapl!tB?^ 
surety  respecting  the  measurement  of  any  grain  in  the  said 
city,  such  dispute  shall  be  submitted  to  tiie  measurer-general,

of  the  case  will  admit ;  and  the  said  'measurers  are  required 
to  follow  such  instructions  or  directions  as  they,  or  either  of 
them,  may  from  time  to  time  receive  from  the  measurer-gene- 
ral, in  relation  to  the  duties  required  of  them  by  law ;  and 
they  shall,  once  in  every  month,  make  separate  returns  to  him 
of  the  number  of  bushels  of  the  different  kinds  of  grain  mea- 
sured by  them  respectively,  with  the  average  price,  as  near  as 
practicable,  from  what  place  shipped,  and  if  exported,  to  what  « 
place. 

S  8.  The  measurer-general  is  hereby  authorized,  and  it  shall

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Rochester  Institute  qf  Practi- 
cal Education, 

Passed  April  14,  18SS. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-Fork^  represented  in 
Senate  and  JssenMy^  do  enact  as  follows ;  • 

$  1.  Joseph  Penny,  William  Wisner,  Luke  Lyons,  James  corpomioo 
Seymour,  Charles  M.  Lee,  and  Moses  Chapin,  and  such  other  ^^ 
persons  as  may  associate,  are  constituted  a  corporation,  by  the 
name  of  the  "  Rochester  Institute  of  Practical  Education," 
to  be  located  in  the  village  of  Rochester,  and  by  that  name 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  hold,  purchase  and  ' 

convey  jeal  and  personal  estate  to  the  annual  value  of  ten  * 

thousand  dollars. 

S  2.  The  object  of  this  Institute  is  the  cultivation  of  all  the  objceL

and  their  assigns,  to  set  up,  keep  and  maintain  a  ferry  across 
the  Allegany  I'iver,  at  or  near  the  mouth  of  Turringuont 
creek,  in  the^  town  of  Great-Valley,  for  and  during  the  term 
of  ten  years  from  the  first  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  thirty-two* 

S  2.  The  said  Elias  Stone  and  Andrew  Merritt,  and  their 
assigns,  shall,  if  they  set  up  and  establish  a  ferry  by  virtue  of 
this  act,  make  a  convenient  dock  or  landing  place  on  each  sidft^ 
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of  the  said  river,  and  shall,  during  the  time  aforesaid,  keep, 
support  and  maintain  a  ferry-boat,  capable  of  conveying  four 
horses,  and  ready  at  all  reasonable  times  and  seasons  to  trans- 
port and  ferry  across  the  said  river,  persons,  goods  and  chat- 
tels.

Chap.  151. 

AN  ACT  cuUhorising  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the 
County  of  SX.  Lawrence  to  raise  Money  to  build  Bridges 
in  the  Town  of  Brasher^  in  said  County. 

Passed  April  16,  1832. 

The  People  qf  the  State  of  New-York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows: 

S  1*  The  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  St.  Law-*Tax. 
rence,  at  their  next  anftual  meeting,  are  hereby  authorised  and 
Required  to  raise  by  tax,  to  be  levied  upon  the  taxable  proper- 
ty in  the  town  of  Brasher,  in  said  county,  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  other  town  charges  are  raised  and  levied,  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  dollars,  to  be  paid  to  the  commissioners  herinaf- 
ter  named,  for  ^he  purpose  of  building  two  bridges  across  the 
St.  Regis  river :  one  at  the  pince  commonly  called  the  Land- 
ing, and  one  near  the  mill  of  John  Crapser,  in  the  middle  third 
of  lot  number  seventeen ;  and  to  pay  the  commissioners  of 
highways  of  said  town  a  bdlanco  of  two  hundred  dollars,  due 
them  for  building  a  bridge  at  the  village  of  Helena  last  season. 

S  2.  Jehiel  Stevens,  Horace  Houghton  and  Peter  Corbin  c 
are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  superintend  the  build-  *"* 
ing  of  the  said  bridges;   and  they  are  hereby  vested  with 
power  to  contract  for  the  materials  and  workmanship  of  the 
same. 

S  3.  The  commissioners,  appointed  by  this  act  shall  be  en-Thekpay. 
titled  to  receive  one  dollar  per  day,  for  each  day  actually  and 
necessarily  employed  in  the  building  of  said  bridges,  to  be  paid    ' 
as  other  contingent  charges  of  said  town ;  and  shall  be  requir- 
ed to  ^account  to  the  supervisor  and  justices  for  all  monieA  that 
may  come  into  their  hand*  by  virtue  o(  this  act

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  repreeenied  in 
Senate  and  Assembly ^  do  enact  as  follows  : 

S  1-  The  property  and  concerns  of  the  said  corporatioB  Diroeton. 
shall  hereafter  be  managed  and  conducted  by  seventeen  di- 
rectors, to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  by  and  from  among  the  mem- 
bers. Marvin  Hannahs,  Thomas  Lawyer,  John  P.  Bellinger, 
Peter  A.  Hilton,  Timothy  Cook,  John  Youngs,  John  C. 
Wright,  William  Mann,  Jabez  W.  Throop,  Jacob  Gebhani, 
Peter  I.  Borst,  Freeman  Stanton,  William  C.  Bouck,  Goleby  * 
Reed,  Isaac  W.  Baird,  Marvin  Judd  and  John  Stryker,  shaU 
be  the  directors  of.  the  said  corporation,  and  shall  continue  in

Passed  April  16,  1838. 

TTke  Pe^le  ^  the  tState  of  New-Fork^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows : 

N*»^  $  h  That  there  ehell  be  eatabltshed  in  the  city  of  Sche- 

nectady a  bank,  to^be  called  '^  The  Schenectady  Bank,"  whose 
operations  of  discount  and  deposit  shall  be  carried  on  in  the 
■aid  city,  and  not  elsewhere. 

^^^^poration  §  2.  All  persons  who  shall  become  holders  of  the  capital 
stock  of  die  said  bank,  pursuant  to  this  act,  shall  be,  and  they 
are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  ^*  Tto 
President,'  Directors  and  Company  of  the  Schenectady  Bank," 
and  such  corporation  shall  continue  until  the  first  day  of  Janu- 
ary, in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-two.

Passed  April  16, 18S2. 

The  People  of  the  State  qf  NetD-Yorky  rq^esented  in 
Senate  and  Assembh/y  do  enact  as  follows : 

Nwbwto  Si*  There  shall  be  appointed,  in  manner  herein  afte^  di- 
^*»''°*"*^rected,  fourteen  fit  and  proper  persons,  and  no  more,  to  act  as 
pilots,  for  the  safe  pilotage  of  vessels  through  the  channel  of 
the  East  river,  commonly  called  Hell-Oate,  who  shall  hold 
their  offices  during  good  behavior. 
vaewwiw.  ^  2.  The  said  pilots  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  by 
and  with  the  consent  of  the  senate,  and  shall  be  commissioned 
by  the  governor,  in  like  manner  as  all  other  persons  appointed 
to  office  by  him,  with  the  consent  of  the  senate.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  board  of  wardens  of  the  port  of  New- York,  as

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jS  S.  A  copy  of  the  proceediogs  of  either  chamber  of  the  com- 
mon council,  certified  by  the  clerk  thereof,  may  be  read  in  evi- 
dence in  all  courts  of  justice  in  this  state. 

S  4.  A  certificate  of  the  mayor  of  New- York  or  of  the 
clerk  of  the  common  council,  of  the  granting  or  renewal  of  any 
license,  may  be  read  in  evidence  in  any  court  of  justice  in  this 
state  to  prove  the  existence  of  such  license. 

S  5.  The  proceedings  of  the  board  of  health  may  be  read 
in  evidence  /rom  a  copy  of  such  proceedings,  certified  by  the 
secretary  of  the  board  of  health,  or  the  presiding  dfficer  of  such 
board. 

$  6.  All  proclamations  by  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  New- 
York,  may  be  proved  in  all  courts  of  justice  by  producing  a 
copy  of  such  proclamation,  with  the  certificat<)  of  the  mayor 
that  the  same  is  a  copy,  and  has  been  published  according  to 
law.  The  evidence  authorised  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  to  be  eone»idere<l  prima  facia  evidenee  only. 


Chap.  159.

Passed  April  17, 18S2. 

The  People  of  the  Sate  of  New-York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly  y  do  enact  as  follows : 

It  shall  and  mav  be  lawful  for  Benjamin  D.  St.  Croix,  of 
Poughkeepsie  in  Dutchess  county,  and  Catharine  his  wife,  and 
Anna  Adeiia  D.  St.  Croix,  and  Mi^tilda  D.  St.  Croix,  their 
children,  to  change  their  names,  from  D.  St  Croix  to  that  ci 
Le  Roy ;  and  they  shall  hereaf[er  be  known  by  the  names  of 
Benjamin  Le  Roy,  Catharine  Le  Roy,  Anna  Adeiia  Le  Roy 
and  Matilda  Le  Roy.

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Chap.  160. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  ABnofk  and  Tonawanda  Rail- 
Road  Company. 

Passed  April  17, 18SS. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  represented  in 
^Senate  and  AssenMy^  do  enact  as  foUows : 

S  1.  David  E.  Evans,  jGaius  B.  Rich,  Henry  Edgerton,  coiporaii4M 
Alexis  Ward,  Nehemiah  Ingersoll,  or  any  of  them,  and  suck  ^'^^ 
other  persons  as  shall  become  stockholders  agreeably  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  in  the  corporation  hereby  created,  shall 
be,  and  for  the  term  of  fifly  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act, 
i$hall  continue  to  be  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name 
of '^  The  Albion  and  Tonawanda  Rail-Road  Company.'* 

S  2.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  the  ri^ht  to  construct,  Bont*  of 
and  during  its  existence,  to  maintain  and  continue  a  rail-road, 
with  a  single  or  double  track,  and  with  such  appendages  as 
shall  be  necessary  for  tlie  convenient  use  of  the  same.

Merrill,  David  Scott,  George  W.  Lay, 
Frederick  S,  Martin,  William  Tilden,  Liberty  Walker  and 
Henry  Edgerton,  shall  be  commissioners  for  receiving  sub- 
scriptions to  the  capital  stock  of  the  corporation,  and  ror  ap- 
portioning the  same  among  the  subscribers  agreeably  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act.

stock  of  said  incorporation,  require  the  payment  to  them  by

to  tlie  village  of  Caldwell,  privil^ed  to  extend  the  same  to 
some  convenient  point  on  the  east  or  middle  branches  of  the 
Hudson  river  in  the  town  of  Warbensburgh ;  to  take,  trans- 
port, carry  and  convey,  property  and  persons  upon  the  same, 
by  the  power  and  force  of  steam,  of  animals,  or  any  mechani- 
cal power,  or  of  any  combination  of  them,  for  the  term  of  fifty 
years  from  the  passage  of  this  act.

and  place  of  hearing  the  parties;  at  which  time  and  place,  up* 
on  proof  that  the  notice  directed  has  been  given,  the  said  vice- 
chancellor  shall  direct  the  manner  of  ascertaining  the  damages 
which  the  owner  of  such  land  or  real  estate  will  sustain  by  the 
occupation  thereof  by  the  said  corporation ;  and  the  said  vice- 
chancellor  shall  appoint  three  competent  and  disii^terested  cono- 
missioners,  who  shall  be  freeholders  and  residents  of  the  counr

for  the  permanent  fixtures  for  the  use  of  said  rail-road,  with  in- 
terest on  such  sums  at  the  rate  of  fourteen  per  cent  per  aunum^ 
together  with  ail  monies  expended  by  said  company  for  repairs 
or  otherwise,  for  the  purposes  of  said  road,  after  deducting  the 
the  amount  of  tolls  received  on  said  road,  then  the  said  rail- 
road, with  all  fixtures  and  appurtenances,  shall  vest  in  and  be- 
come the  property  of  the  people  of  this  state.

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  the  Recording  of  Mortgages  be-       ^ 
longing  to  the  Trustees  of  FrankUn  Academy ,  in  the 
County  of  Franklin. 

Passed  April  17,  1832. 

The  People  of  the  *State  of  New-York^  Represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly  ^  do  enact  as  follows : 

S  1.  The  clerk  of  the  oounty  of  Franklin  is  hereby  au- 
thorised and  required  to  record  all  mortages  on  real  estate  be- 
longing to  the  trustees  of  Franklin  academy  at  Malone,  in  said 
county,  and  by  tlie  said  trustees  deposited  or  to  be  deposited  in 
the  office  of  the  said  clerk  for  record,  in  a  book  to  be  provided 
by  tlie  said  trustees  for  that  purpose,  upon  such  terms,  in  re- 
spect of  the  fees  for  recording  the  same,  as  may  be  mutually 
agreed  on  between  the  said  trustees  and  the  clerk,  for  the  time 
being,  of  the  said  county  of  Franklin  ;  provided  the  said  book 
be  obtained  and  deposited  in  said  office  with  as  little  delay  as 
possible. 

S  2.  The  said  books  shall  be  numbered  as  the  nsxt  after 
that  pow  in  use  in  the  said  office  for  the  recording  of  mortga- 
ges, and  the  mortgages  recorded  therein  shall  he  entered  by  the^^^i^ 
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gaid  clerk  in  the  usual  manner,  in  the  general  index  to  tfa6 
books  of  mortgages  kept  in  said  office,  with  a  reference  to  the 
numlter  and  pages  of  the  said  book  where  the  record  of  the

S  3«  The  said  book  shall  at  all  times  be  kept  in  the  office

Passed  April  17,  1883. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-Yorky  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly  ^  do  enact  asfoUows  : 

Sh  Orville  Hungerford^  Henrj  H.  .Cofl^n,  and  such  corpof atioa 
others  as  shall  hereafter  become  stockholders  of  said  company,  *^^*^ 
are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the 
name  of  **  The  Watertown  and  Rome  Rail-Road  Company," 
lor  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  single  or  double  rail-road  or 
way,  from  some  proper  point  in  the  village  of  Rome,  in  the 
county  of  Oneida,  to  the  village  of  Watertown,  in  the  county  of 
Jefferson,  and  of  continuing  the  said  single  or  double  rail-road 
or  way,  to  such  point  on  the  River  St.  Lawrence,  or  on  Lake 
.  Ontario,  or  both,  from  the  said  village  of  Watertown,  as  the 
said  company  may  select ;  to  take  and  transport,  carry  and 
convey,  property  and  persons  upon  the  same,  by  the  power 
and  force  of  steam,  of  animals,  or  any  mechanical  powen^  or 
of  any  combination  of  them ;  and  the  said  company  is  hereby

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Slack  River  Company. 

Passed  April  17,  18SS.    ' 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-Forky  represenied  in 
Senate  and  Assembly ^  do  enact  a^  follows  f 

$  1.  Vincent  Le  Ray  de  Chaumont,  Eli  West,  Samuel  Al- 
len, Ela  Collins,  John  W.  Martin,  Jere  Carrier,  Elisha 
Camp,.  John  Brown,    Abram  Parish,    Charles  A.   Mann, 
George  Varigh^  Ralph  Clapp,  John  Felt,  Isaac  W.  Bostwick, 
Hoiher  Collins,  James  McVickar,  Peter  Schuyler,  George 
Bray  ton,  Benjamin  P.  Johnson,  and  such  other  persons  as 
shall  hereafter  become  stockholders  of  said  company,  are  here- 
by constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  of

6,  A  section  for  the  improvement  of  the  Black  river  from 
the  High  Falls  to  Carthage,  and  for  the  navigation  of  the  same  '

gulations, not  contrary  to  the  laws  of  this  state,  for  the  good 
government  and  order  of  said  city,  and  the  trade  and  commerce 
Uiereof,  and  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  eflbct  the  pow- 
ers given  to  said  council  by  this  act ;  and  enforce  observance 
to  all  rules,  ordinances,  by-laws  and  police  regulations  made  in  ' 
purauance  of  this  act,  by  imposing  penalties  on  any  person  vi- 
*  olating  the  same,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  for  any  one 
oflbnce,  to  be  recovered  with  costs,  in  a  action  of  debt  in  any 
court  having  cognizance  thereof;  or  by  indictment  for  misde- 
meanor upon  i&  complaint  of  the  common  council.  Eveiy 
such  ordinance  or  by-law,  imposing  any  penalty  or  forfeiture 
for  a  violation  of  its  provisions,  shall,  after  the  passage  thereof, 
be  published  for  three  weeks  successively  in  the  corporation 
newspaper,  i>rinted  and  published  in  said  city,  and  proof  of 
such  publication,  by  the  affidavit  of  the  printer  or  publisher  of 
said  newspaper,  taken  before  any  officer  authorised  to  admin- 
ister oaths,  and  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  city,  or  any  other 
competent  proof  of  such  publication,  shall  be  conclusive  evi- 
dence of  4ke  legal  publication  and  promulgation  of  such  ordi- 
,  nance  or  by-law  in  all  courts  and  places. 
jiMMpapwf.  $  34.  The  oommon  council  at  their  annual  meeting  on  the 
second  Tuesday  in  March,  in  each  year  after  eighteen  hundred 
and  thirty-two,  and  at  their  first  meeting  in  that  year^  or  with- 
in ten  days  thereafter,  shall  designate  one  public  newspaper 
printed  in  said  city,  in  which  shall  be  published  all  ordinances 
and  other  proceedings  and  matters  required  in  any  case  by  this 
act,  or  the  by-laws  and  ordipanoes  of  the  common  council, 
to  be  published  in  a  public  newspaper. 
FmBhiM  S  35.  AH  actions  brought  to  recover  any  penalty  or  ferfoit- 
^^l^l^^'^ure  incurred  under  this  act,  or  the  ordinances,  by-laws  or  po- 
lice regulations  made  in  pursuance  of  it,  shall  be  brought  in 
the  corporate  name ;  and  in  any  such  action  it  shall  be  lawful 
to  declare  generally  in  debt  for  such  penalty  or  forfeiture,  stat- 
ing the  section  of  this  act  or  the  by-law  or  ordinance  under 
wUch  the  penalty  is  claimed,  and  to  give  the  special  matter  in 
evidence ;  and  die  defendant  may  plead  the  general  issue,  and 
giv«  Ae  special  natter  in  evijj^ce.    The  first  process  in  any 
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sach  action  ahall  be  by  warrant,  and  ezecation  may  be  i 
thereon  immediately  on  the  rendition  of  judgment  If  the  de- 
fendant in  any  such  action  hare  no  goods  or  chattels,  lande  or 
tenements,  whereof  the  judgment  can  be  collected,  the  exeen- 
tion  shall  require  the  defendant  to  be  imprisoned  in  dose  cas* 
tody  in  the  jail  of  Erie  county,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  thirty 
days.  All  expenses  incurred  in  prosecuting  for  the  recovery 
of  any  penalty  or  forfeiture,  shall  be  defrayed  by  the  corpora- 
tion ;  and  all  penalties  and  forfeitures  when  collected,  shall  be 
paid  to  the  treasurer  for  the  use  of  the  city. 

S  36.  No  neison  shall  bo  an  incompetent  judge,  justice, ' 
witness,  ©r  juror,  by  reason  of  his  being  an  inhabitant  or  frce-*^ 
holder  in  the  city  of  Bufialo,  in  any  action  or  proeeding  in 
which  the  said  city  is  a  party  or  interested. 

S  37.  The  mayor  of  said  city  shall,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  M«yor  n  «»fc 
have  and  execute  the  like  powers  in  said  city  in'  criminal  cases  ^'tw^,!!l!S!!SI! 
as  are  given  by  law  to  justices  of  the  peace  in  the  several 
towns  in  this  state,  and  he  shall  also  possess  and  exercise  the 
same  powers  ii^  the  courts  of  oyer  and  terminer  and  general 
sessions  of  the  peace  in  the  county  of  Erie,  as  are  by  law  ex- 
ercised by  the  judges  of  the  county  courts  of  the  said  county. 

S  38.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  cause  a  sum  Amoantto  u 
in  each  year,  not  exceeding  eight  thousand  dollars,  to  be  raised  wMdby  tu. 
by  tax,  to  defray  the  expenses  of  lighting  the  streets,  support- 
ing a  night  watch,  and  making  and  repairing  roads,  highways 
and  bridges  in  said  city,  end  to  defray,  the  contingent  and  other 
expenses  of  said  city.  The  taxes  assessed  and  levied  in  pur- 
suance of  this  section,  shall,  except  as  otherwise  herein  direct- 
ed, be  assessed  and  rated  by  the  said  council,  upon  or  among 
the  owners  of  the  estates,  real  and  personal  in  said  city^  (ac- 
cording to  the  then  last  assessment  roll  made  by  the  assessors 
of  said  city,)  in  the  same  manner  and  proportion,  as  nearly  as 
may  be,  as  taxes  in  and  for  the  county  of  Erie  are  rated  and 
assessed ;  and  in  the  assessment  roll  made  in  pursuance  of  this 
section,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  common  council  to  set  down 
and  describe  briefly  the  real  estate  and  the  amount  of  the  per-, 
sonal  estate  on  or  in  respect  of  which  any  assessment  or  tax  is 
imposed  or  assessed.  And  no  person  or  property  exempt  by 
law  from  assessments  to  work  on  highways  in  towns,  shall  bd 
assessed  or  taxed  for  making  and  repairing  roads,  highways 
and  bridges.  In  the  assessment  roll  made  under  this  section, 
all  persons  who  would  be  liable  by  law  to  be  assessed  to  work 
on  highways,  if  they  resided  in  any  of  the  towns  in  this  state^ 
shall  be  enumerated  and  may  be  taxed  by  the  said  common 
council,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  dollar,  as  a  poll  tax,  for  mak- 
ing and  repairing  roads,  highways  and  bridges.  Said  asses»» 
ment  roll  shall,  when  completed  and  corrected|  be  filed  with 
Uie  cleric  of  the  city.    AU  t^es  and  asnasmenti  imposed, 
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m^tmni  aMBMed  bf  ^  sud  commoD  camwU^  in  porauaDoe 
of  Am  ieoiioiiy  flktU  be  collected  V^^  eolfector  or  collectors 
oC  laid  city,  im  the  aeme  manner  and  with  the  aome  power  and 
ao^rity  as  taxes  in  and  for  the  county  of  Erie  ate  cdttected 
by  the  eoUectors  of  the  several  towns,  by  rirtue  of  k  warrant 
or  warrants  under  the  corporate  seal,  signed  by  the  mayor,. or 
by  suit  in  the  corporate  name,  with  interest  and  costs.  The 
assessment  roll  fijei!  witli  the  clerk,  diall  in  all  cases  be  evi- 
dence on  the  part  of  the  corporation^  and  all  taxes  and  assess- 
ments imposed  or  assessed  on,  or  in  respect  of  any  real  estate 
a&aforesaidy  sb^II  be  a  lien,  pn  filing  the  roll  with  the  clerk 
of  the  city^  on  such  real  estate  ;  and  in  case  such  taxes  and 
assessments  are  not  paid,  and  no  personal  property  can  be 
found  by  the  c(>llectdr  or  coIlect6rs^  out  of  which  to  satisfy  and 
collect  the  same  by  distressand  sale,  the  common  council  may 
cause  such  real  estate  to  be  sold  for  the  payment  and  coUection 
of  such  taxes  and  assessments  as  aforesaid,  together  with  the 
expenses  of  the  sale,  in  the  manner  and  with  the  effect,  and 
subject  to  the  provisions  specifie*d  in  the  forty-third  section  of 
this  act,  relative  to  the  sales  of  real  estate  for  the  non-payment 
of  assessments  in  that  section  mentioned ;  but  no  such  real 
estate  shall  be  sold  as  aforesaid,  except  within  one  ye^r  from 
the  time  of  the  filing  of  the  assessment  roll  as  aforesaid.  All 
taxes  and  sums  of  money  raised  and  collected  in  pursuance  or 
by  virtue  of  this  section,  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
city.  Any  person  who  may  be  assessed  to  raise  the  amount 
for  making  roads,  highways  and  bridges,  may,  at  his  option, 
discharge  the  same  in  labor,  at  tlie  rate  of  one  day  for  each 
fifty  cents  he  may  be  assessed  for  such  purposes;  provided  such 
person  shall,  within  ten  days  after  he  shall  have  been  first  call- 
ed upon  by  the  collector  to  pay  such  tax,  deliver  to  the  collec- 
tor a  receipt  from  the  street  commissioner,  specifying  that  he 
has  labored  upon  the  highways  to  the  amount  of  such  assess- 
ment, at  the  rate  above  specified.  The  street  commissioner, 
whenever  requested  by  any  person  assessed,  for  making  high- 
Ways,  roads  and  bridges,  shall  designate  a  time  when,  and  not , 
exceeding  three.days  thereafter,  and  place  where  such  person  • 
is  to  commence  labor  on  the  highways,  under  the  direction  of 
.  soch  commissioner,  in  discharge  of  such  assessment :  and  up- 
on the  performance  of  such  labor  according  to  such  designa- 
tion, at  the  rate  of  eight  hours  for  each  day,  the  commissioner 
shall  give  such  person  a  receipt  therefor, 
ffifkwaji.  $  39.  Tlie  common  council  shall  be  commissioners  of  high- 
waysln  and  for  said  city,  and  sh^U  (subject  to  the  provisiona  of 
this  act)  possess  the  powers  and  perform  the  duties,  and  be 
subject  to  the  liabilities  of  commissioners  of  highways  in  towns» 
They  diall  have  power  to  regulate,  repair,  amend,  alter  and 
clean  thi*  streets,  alleys,  highways,  bridges,  side  and  cnw9- 
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walks,  drains  sewers^  wbarres,  pieti,  docks  and  sHps,  in  Mud 
iAtfy  aad  to  prevent  the  incumMring  of  tbe  same  in  anf  man*  . 
oer,  and  to  protect  the  same  from  encroachments  and  injory. 
Thej  shall  also  have  power  to  direct  and  regulate  the  {riant- 
lOg,  rearing  and  preserving  of  ornamental  trees  in  the  streets 
'  of  said  city. 

S  40.  An  those  portions  of  the  big  and  little  BuJ3aIo  creeks  buauo 
within  the  bounds  of  said  city,  be  and  are  hereby  declared  to  *'**^l' 
be  public  higfiways.  ' 

S  41.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  lay  out,  smvti,  ai- 
make  and  open  streets,  alleys,  lanes,  highwayif,  wharves  and  iSbM mIT 
slips,  in  said  city,  and  to  alter,  widen,  contract  or  discontinue 
the  same ;  but  no  building  exceeding  the  value  of  One  thou- 
sand dollars  shall  be  removed  in  whole  or  in  part,  without  the 
cx)nsent  of  the  owner.  They  shall  cause  all  streets,  alleys, 
lanes' or  highways,  laid  out  by  them,  to  be  surveyed,  described 
and  recorded,  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  the'  clerk,  and  tiie  same 
when  opened  and  made,  shall  be  public  highways.  Whenever 
any  street,  alley,  lane,  highway,  wharf  or  slip  is  laid  out,  al» 
tered  or  widened  by  virtue  of  this  section,  the  common  council- 
shall  give  notice  of  their  intention  to  take  and  appropriate  the  • 
land  necessary  for  tbe  same,  to  the  owner  thereof,  his  agent  or 
legal  representatives,  if  known  or  residing  in  this  state,  or  if 
not  known,  and  residing  out  of  the  state,  then  by  publishing 
said  notice  for  four  weeks  in  one  or  more  of  tbe  public  papers  . 
in  said  city ;  and  the  mayor,  or  any  two  aldermen,  shall  have 
power,  by  a  precept  under  their  seals,  to  command  any  con- 
stable of  said  city,  to  impannel  and  return  a  jury  of  twelve  re- 
putable freeholders  of  said  city,  not  interested  nor  of  kin  to  any  . 
person  interested  in  the  premises,  to  appear  before  him  or 
them,^within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  such  precept,  to  ascer* 
tain  and  assess  the  damages  and  recompenc^  due  the  owner  or  ^ 
owners  of  such  land,  and  at  the  saqie  time  to  determine  what 
persons  ^ill  be  benefitted  by  such  improvement,  and  to  assess 
the  expenses  thereof,  on  tbe  real  estate  of  the  persons  benefit- 
ted, in  proportion,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  to  the  benefit  resulting 
to  each  ;  and  also  to  summon  tbe  owner  of  such  land,  his  agent 
or  representatives,  by  written  notice,  served  personally,  or  left 
at  his  or  their  usual  place  of  abode,  to  appear  before  him  or 
tbern,  on  the  day  specified  in  said  precept.  The  Jury  shall  be 
sworn  by  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  said  city,  faithfully  and 
impartially  to  execute  their  duty,  in  making  such  assessments, 
arxx)rding  to  the  best  of  their  ability.  The  jury  shall  view 
the  premises,  and  in  their  discretion,  receive  any  legal  evi- 
dence, and  may,  if  nacessary,  adjotlrn  from  day  to  day.  Such 
jury  shall  determine  and  award  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  such 
land,*  such  damages  as  they  shall  judge  such  owner  or  owners 
to  sustain  in  consequence  of  such  street,  lane,  alley,  highway, 
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wfaarf  or  slip,  after  taking  into  consideration  aiid  making  dae 
.  allowance  for  any  benefit  which  said  owner  or  owners  may 
derive  from  such  improvement.  The  said  jury  shall  also  at 
the  same  time,  assess  and  apportion  die  expenses  <^sach  im- 
provement on  the  real  estate  benefitted  thereby,  as  nearly  as 
may  be,  in  proportion  to  the  benefits  resulting  therefrom ;  and 
shall  describe  the  real  estate  on  which  any  assessment  is  made 
under  this  section,  in  the  same  manner  as  is  provided  in  the 
thirty-eighth  section  of  this  act,  in  relation  to  the  assessment 
of  taxes.  If  there  be  any  building  on  any  land  taken  for  such 
improvement,  jhe  owner  thereof  shall  have  ten  days,  or  such 
time  as  the  common  council  may  allow,  after  the  final  assess- 
ment of  the  jury  is  returned  to,  and  confirmed  by,  tho  common 
council,  to  remove  the  same  ;  and  in  case  such  owner  removes 
such  building,  the  value  thereof  to  the  owner  to  remove,  shall 
be  deducted  from  the  amount  of  damages  awarded  to  the  owner 
,  thereof,  and  such  valjie  shall  be  at  the  time  of  the  assessment, 
determined  by  the  jury.  The  determination  and  assessment 
of  the  jury  shall  be  returned  in  writing,  signed  by  the  jury,  to 
the  common  council.  The  common  council,  after  such  deter- 
mination and  assessment  of  the  jury  is  returned  to  them,  as 
aforesaid,  shall  give  two  weeks'  notice,  in  the  corporation 
newspaper  printdl  in  said  city,  that  such  determination  and  as- 
sessment of  the  jury  will,  on  a  day  to  be  specified  in  said  no- 
tice,* be  confirmed  by  the  common  council,  unless  objections 
by  some  person  interested  are  made  thereto.  AH  objections  to 
any  such  determination  and  assessment  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
briefly  stated  in  writing,  and  filed  with  the  clerk.  If  no  ob- 
jections axe  made  as  aforesaid,  the  said  determination  and  as- 
sessment of  the  jury  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  common  council. 
If  objections  are  made  as  aforesaid,  any  person  interested  may 
be  heard  before  the  common  council,  touching  the  said  deter- 
mination and  assessment  of  the  jury,  on  the  day  specified  in  the 
aforesaid  notice,  or  on  such  other  day  or  days  as  the  comau>n 
council  shall  for  that  purpose  appoint ;  and  the  said  common 
council,  on  consideration  of  the  pbjecticns  made,  shall  have 
power  in  their  discretion,  to  confirm  such  determination  and 
assessment  of  the  jury,  or  the  same,  and  direct  a  new  jury  to 
be  summoned  for  the  purposes,  and  in  the  manner  herein  pro- 
vided ;  and  the  determination  and  assessment  of  such  second 
jury,  shall,  when  completed,  be  returned  to  and  confirmed  as 
of  course,  by  the  common  council,  and  filed  with  the  clerk, 
and  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  on  all  persons  interested. 
But  the  said  common  council  shall  not  have  power  to  discon- 
tinue any  street,  road  or  b^||iway  in  said  city,  without  the  con- 
sent in  writing  of  all  persons  owning  land  adjoining  such  street, 
road  or  highway. 
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S  48.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  cause  any  paTmr,  tor- 
street,  allej,  lane,  road  or  highway  in  said  cit^,  to  be  gratled,  "*""'*  *^ 
levelled,  paved,  re*paved  or  gravelled,  and  to  cause  cross  and 
side-walks,  drains,  sewers,  and  aqueducts  to  be  constructed 
and  made  in  said  city ;  and  to  cause  any  side-walks  or  drains, 
sewers  and  aqueducts,  to  be  re-laid,  amended  and  repaired, 
and  to  cause  the  expenses  of  all  improvements,  except  side- 
walks, made  or  directed  under  this  section,  to  be  assessed  up- 
on  all  the  real  estate  in  said  city,  in  proportion  to  the  benefits 
resulting  thereto,  as  nearly  as  may  be.  The  common  council 
shall  determine  the  amount  to  be  assessed  for  all  improvements 
made  or  directed  under  this  section,  except  side-walks,  and 
diall  appoint  five  reputable  freeholders  of  said  city,  to  make 
such  assessment.  The  assessors  shall  be  sworn  before  a  jus^  * 
tice  of  the  peace  in  said  city,  faithfully  and  impartially  to  ex- 
ecute their  duty  as  such  assessors,  according  to  Uie  best  of  their 
ability.  They  shall  assess  the  amount  directed  by  the  com- 
mon council  to  be  assessed  for  any  such  improvement,  on  the 
real  estate  deemed  by  them  to  be  benefitted  thereby,  in  proper-^ 
lion  to  the  benefit  resulting  thereto,  as  nearly  as  may  be :  and 
the  said  assessors  shall  briefly  describe  in  the  assessment  roll 
to  be  made  by  them,  the  real  estate  on,  or  in  respect  of  which 
any  assessment  is  made  under  this  section.  When  the  assess- 
ment is  completed  they  shall  ^ive  the  like  notice,  and  have  the 
same  power  to  make  corrections  as  in  the  case  of  assessment 
of  taxes.  They  shall  deliver  a  corrected  copy  of  the  assesi^ 
ment  roll  to  the  clerk  of  the  city,  to  be  filed.  Any  person  in- 
terested may  appeal  to  the  common  council  for  the  correction 
dTthe  as8Q|sment  Such  appeal  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall 
be  delivered  to  the  clerk  or  presiding  officer  of  the  common 
council  within  twenty  days  after  the  corrected  copy  of  the  as- 
sessment roll  is  filed  with  the  clerk.  In  case  of  appeal,  the 
common  council  shall  appoint  a  time  within  ten  days  thereaf' 
ter,  for  the  hearing  of  those  who  are  interested,  and  shall  cause 
a  notice  to  be  posted  for  five  days  in  some  convenient  public 
place,  designating  the  time  and  place  and  object  of  hearing; 
and  they  may  adjourn  said  hearing  firom  time  to  time  as  may 
be  necessary ;  and  the  common  council  shall,  in  case  of  ap- 
peal as  aforesaid,  have  power  in  their  discretion,  to  confirm 
such  assessment,  or  to  annul  the  same  and  direct  a  new  assess- 
ment, which  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  on  all  parties  inte- 
rested, to  be  made  in  the  manner  herein  before  directed,  by 
five  other  assessors,  to  be  apppinted  as  aforesaid,  by  the  said 
common  council.  If  the  first  assessment  in  any  case  under  ' 
this,  or  the  preceding  section,  prov|s  insufficient,  the  common 
council  may  cause  ailbther  to  be  made,  in  the  same  manner, 
or  if  too  larffe  an  amount  shall  at  any  time  time  be  raised,  the 
excess  shall  be  refunded  rateably  to  those  by  whom  it  was 
paid. 
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S4Si  Ah  UMMmento  for  improveroentfi  autborined  by  the 
fortjr-firat  and  forty-Becond  sections  of  this  act,  shnll  be  made 
upon  the  real  estate,  and  be  collected  by  or  paid  to  the  collect- 
or or  ooUectori^  of  said  city,  except  as  herein  otherwise  direct- 
ed. A  corrected  copy  of  the  assessment  roll  shall  in  all  cases, 
authorised  by  the  said  forty-first  and  forty-second  sections,  be 
filed  m  the  office  of  the  derk  of  the  city  ;  and  the  assessments 
shall  be  a  lien  on  the  premises  assessed,  for  one  year  only,  af- 
ter the  final  corrected  copy  of  tlie  assessment  roll  is  filed  as 
aforesaid.  In  case  of  non-payment»  the  premises  may  be  sold 
at  any  time  within  the  year  from  the  time  of  the  filing  of  the 
said  assessment  rolL  Before  any  such  ^le,  an  order  shall  be 
made  by  the  comn^n  council,  which  shall  be  entered  at  lai^ 
in  the  reconis  of  the  city,  kept  by  the  clerk,  directing  the  at- 
torney of  the  city  to  sell,  and  particularly  describing  the  pre- 
mises to  be  sold,  and  the  assessment  for  which  the  sale  is  to 
be  made;  a  copy  of  which  order  shall  be  delivered  to  the  said 
attorney.  The  said  attorney  shall  then  advertise  the  premises 
to  be  sold,  in  the  manner,  and  for  the  time  required  in  case  of 
sales  of  real  estate  on  execution,  and  the  sale  shall  be  conduct- 
ed in  the  saine  manner.  The  proceediogs  may  be  stopped  at 
any  time  before  sale,  by  any  person,  by  paying  to  the  said  at- 
torney the  amount  of  the  assessment,  interest  and  expenses  of 
advertising.  All  sales  in  such  cases  shall  be  made  for  the 
shortest  period  for  which  any  person  will  take  the  premises 
and  pay  the  assessment,  interest  and  expenses.  Certificates 
of  the  sale  shall  be  made  and  subscribed  by  the  said  attorney^ 
one  of  which  shall  be  filed  by  him  within  ten  days  after  the 
day  of  sale,  in  the  office  of  die  clerk  ot  the  city,  and  in  the  of- 
fice of  the  clerk  of  Erie  county,  au4  shall  contain  a  description 
of  the  property  and  the  term  for  which  it  was  sold,  and  stale 
die  amount  of  the  assessment,  interest  and  expenses  for  whiek 
the  aale  wbs  made,  and  the  time  at  which  the  right  to  redeem 
will  expire.  If  the  proceedings  are  stopped  before  a  sale  is 
made,  the  attorney  may  include  one  dollar,  and  no  more,  in  the 
expenses  for  his  fees.  If  the  premises  are  sold,  the  attorney 
may  include  two  dollars  in  the  amount  of  expenses  for  his  fees» 
and  no  more.  The  rigbt  of  redeaaptiQin,  in  all  eases,  of  aucb 
sales  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent,  shall  exist  to 
the  owner  and  his  creditors,  as  is  allowed  by  law  in  the  case 
of  sales  of  real  estate  by  virtue  of  an  execution.  The  mooey^ 
in  case  of  red^nption,  may  be  paid  to  the  purchaser,  or  for 
htm,  to  the  clerk  of  the  city.  In  case  of  no  redemption,  or  in 
case  of  redemption  by  the  creditor  or  creditors,  the  consmon 
council  shall  make  to  the  ourchaser  or  his  legal  representa- 
tives, or  the  person  entitlea  thereto,  a  cUclaraiion  in  Writing,

the  court  of  common  pleas  of  tlie  county  of  Erie,  by  notice  in 
writing,  delivered  to  the  mayor  or  clerk  of  the  city,  at  «ny  time 
before  the  expiration  of  twenty  days  after  the  passage  of  the 
ordinance  therefor  by  the  common  council.  The  only  ground 
of  appeal  shall  be  the  want  of  conformity  in  the  proceedings 
to  this  act.  The  propriety  or  utility  of  the  street,  alley,  lane, 
highway,  wharf  or  slip,  or  otiier  improvements,  or  the  cor-* 
rectness  of  the  assessments  of  damage,  if  made  in  conformity 
to  this  act,  shall  not  constitute  a  ground  of  appeal.  Jn  case  of 
appeal,  the  common  council^  shall  make  return  within  twenty 
days  after  notice  thereof;  and  the  court  of  common  pleas  shall, 
at  the  next  term,  after  the  return  which  shall  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  clerk  of  the. county,  proceed  to  hear  and  deter- 
mine the  appeal,  and  shall  confirm  or  annul  the  proceedings  of 
the  common  council.

alleys,  lanes,  highways,  wharves  or  slips,  may  be* made  and

the  deposit  of  ashes  in  unsafe  places,  and  to  appoint  one  or 
more  officers  to  enter  into  all  buildings  and  enclosures  to  dis- 
cover whether  the  same  are  in  a  dangerous  state,  and  to  cause 
such  as  may  be  dangerous  to  be  put  in  safe  condition.  To 
require  the  initabitants  of  said  city  to  provide  so  many  fire 
buckets,  and  in  such  manner  and  time  as  they  shall  prescribe, 
and  to  regulate  the  use  of  them  in  times  of  fire;  and  to  regu- 
late and  prevent  the  carrying  on  of  manufactories  dangerous  in 
causing  or  promoting  fires,  and  to  prevent  the  use  of  fire-works 
and  fire-arms  in  the  streets ;  to  com[)el  the  owners  and  occu- 
pants of  houses  and  other  buildings  to  have  scuttles  in  the  roofs, 
and  stairs  and  ladders  leading  to  the  same ;  to  authorise  the 
mayor,  aldermen,  fire-wardens^  or  other  officers  of  said  city,  to 
keep  away  from  the  vicinity  of  any  fire,  all  idle  and  suspicious 
persons,  and  to  compel  all  ofiicers  of  said  city,  and  other  per- 
sons, to  aid  in  the  extin^isliment  of  fires,  and  in  the  preserva- 
tion of  pro|>erty  exposed  to  danger  thereat,  and  generally  to 
establish  such  regulations  for  the  prevention  or  extinguish- 
meiit  of  fires  as  the  common  council  may  deem  expedient. 

S  5S^  The  common  council  shall  procure  fire-engines,  and  Pu«MffiM», 
other  apparatus  used  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  have  '^^' 
the  charge  and  control  of  the  same,  and  provide  fit  and  secure

consent  of  the  canal  commissioners ;  to  construct  and  maintain 
aqueducts,  conduits  and  reservoirs  for  the  supply  of  the  inha- 
bitants  with  v^ier  and  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  to 
make  any  necessary  and  suitable  repairs  or  improvements  for 
the  benefit  or  use  of  the  village  ;  and  to  raise  money  by  tax  to 
be  levied  upon  the  real  and  personal  property  in  the  village  to 
carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this  corporation :  but  no  tax 
shall  be  raised  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  voters 
present  at  a  legal  meeting  duly  notified  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  village  qualified  to  vote. 

S  3.  The  inhabitants  of  the  village  qualified  to  vote  at  town-  MeoUnj  of 
meetings,  may^meet  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  June  next,  at  such  foJjfJcSSof 
time  and  place  therein  as  one  of  the  justices  of  the  town  of  offic««- 
Salina  may  appoint  by  a  notice  in  writing,  to  bo  posted  up  in 
three  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  village  at  least  six  days 
previous  to  that  day,  and  then  and  there  elect  by  ballot,  five 
freeholders  of  the  village  to  be  trusteess  thereof,  three  asses- 
sors, one  clerk,  one  treasurer,  one  collector,  one  pound-keeper, 
one  overseer  of  highways  and  two  constables  for  the  village 
residing  therein.  Such  justice,  or  some  other  one  in  the  town, 
shall  preside  at  such  meeting  and  declare  the  persons  having  the 
greatest  number  of  votes  duly  elected  to  the  several  offices 
aforesaid;  and  in  like  manner  on  the  first  Tilesday  in  May 
in  each  year  thereafter,  there  shall  be  an  annual  election  of 
the  officers  for  the  village,  and  the«  trustees  for  the  time  being 
shall  notify  the  time  and  place  for  holding  such  meetings  and 
preside  at  such  elections,  and  the  officers  elected  shall  hold 
their  offices  until  the  first  Tuesday  in  May  after  their  election, 
and  until  others  are  elected  in  their  stead  and  duly  qualified; 
and  in  case  such  officers  or  any  of  them  shall  not  be  elected 
en  the  day  appointed  by  this  act,  the  corporation  of  the  vil- 
lage shall  not  be  dissolved,  but  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  village,  on  some  other  day  to  be  notified  by  the 
trustees  for  the  time  being,  to  elect  any  or  all  the  officers  afore- 
said. 

S  4.  All  the  officers  elected  or  appointed  in  the  village  shall,  ^^^^^  ^^. 
ivithin  ten  days  after  their  election  or  appoinlment^  and  befor^takeuMUi.     ^-^ 
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they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  ofBces^iake  und  subscrite 
the  oalh  required  by  the  constitution.    . 

S  5.  The  treasurer,  collector  aud  constables  l^hall,  before  they 
enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  offices,  respectively  give  auch 
bond,  with  one  or  more  sureties,  to  the  trustees  of  the  village 
for  the  faithi'ul  performance  of  their  duties,  as  a  majority  of  the 
trustees  shall  deem  sufficient. 

S  6.  The  trustees  shall,  after  their  election,  choose  and  ap- 
point one  of  their  nun^er  to  be  president  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees, wiio  shall  preside  at  their  meetings,  order  extraordinary 
meetings  of  the  trustees  when  he  sliaH  think  proper,  and  sec 
that  the  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  and  ordinances  are  duly 
executed,  and  to  prosecute  Tor  all  offences  a|^d  violations  of 
the  same  ;  and  in  case  of  vacancy  the  trustees  shall  fill  the 
same  by  choosing  another  of  their  number  to  be  president. 

S  7.  The  clerk  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of 
the  village  and  of  the  trustees  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  the  pur- 
pose, and  $haH  post  up  in  three  of  the  most  public  places,  all 
bv*law$  and  ordinances  of  the  trustees  within  ten  days  after 
they  shall  be  made  ;  and  further,  he  shall  record  all  the  doings 
and  votes  of  the  inhabitants  at  any  of  their  meetings,  in  •  a 
book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  shail  file  and  keep  all 
the  bonds  and  papers  of  the  corporation;

The  trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  make  and 
publish  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  not  repugnaat  to 
the  laws  of  tills  state,  as  they,  from  time  to  time^  may  deem 
proper,  in  relation  to  the  streets,  alleys,  highways,  side-walks, 
wharves  and  basins,  nuisances,  firing  guns  and  fire-works,  run* 
ning  horses,  lighting  the  streets,  restraining  geese,  swine,  or 
any  kind  of  animals,  from  running  at  large  in  the  streets  ;  to 
keeping  and  regulating  hay-scales,  public  markets,  a  common 
pound,  the  safe  deposit  of  aslies,  keeping  fire  buckets,  hoolcs 
and  ladders ;  suppressing  vice  and  immorality,  preventiggthes^ 
tres,  billiard  tables,  theatrical  or  other  performances,  exhibi- 
tions oi  wax  figures,  wild  animals,  and  all  other  shows  exlit- 
bited  by  common  showmen  ;  restraining  beggars,  mendicants^ 
or  persons  soliciting  alms, and  all  persona  from  haiboring  them; 
restraining  routs,  riots,  noises,  disturbances,  or  disorderly  as^ 
semblages,  in  any  street  or  place  in  the  village. 

S  10.  The  trustees,  as  Often  as  they  shall  make  or  publiA 
any  by-laws,  rules  or  regulations,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid, 
may  ordam  and  provide  such  reasonable  fines,  forfeitures  and 
gBnalties,  upon  the  olfenders  against  any  such  by-laws,  as  they 
!S  ofeni^X''  "^^  «<^«eding  twenty-five  dollars  for  an, 
ofience,  to  be  pj^,ecuted  an/recove^,l^§j^ 
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^'or  court  haying  coraizance  of  the  same,  by  the 
trustee?  in 'the  eorpora|^  name  of  tlie  corporation,  to  and  for 
the  use||f  the  corporafion  ;  aiSSt  it  shall  be  sufficient  for  the    ■  ^ 

..trustees,  in  any  suit  or  action  to  be  brought  for  any  such  fines, 
forfeitures  or  penalti^  to  deciaie  generally,  that  the  defendant,  ^ 
or  defendants,  are  indebted  to  the  trustees  of  the  village  of 
Geddes,  in  the  amount  of  such  fine,  forfeiture  or  penalty,  to  hm 
paid  to  the  trustees  for  the  time  being,  when  thereunto  re- 
quired ;  and  undef  such  declaration,  to  give  the  special  mat- 
ter in  evidence;  and  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  of  the 
village  shall  be  wmpetent  to  give  testimony  in  any  cause; 
and  the  justice  residing  in  the  village,  to  try  any  cause ;  and  ' 
the  freeholders  thereof  to  serve  as  jurors,  and  the  constables  to 
serve  any  process  in  any  cause  wherein  the  said  trustees  are 
a  party,  notwithstanding  any  remote  interest  they  may  have 
as  members  of  the  corporation. 

S  11.  The  trustees,  as  often  as  they  shall  make  and  publish  juatniniic 
•any  by-laws  for  restraining  animals  from  running  at  large,  may  ^ 
ordain  that  such  animals  may  be  seized  and  impounoed,  and 
afler  reasonable  delay,'  may  be  sold  at  public  vendue,  to  pay 
the  penalties  imposed  for  the  violation  of  any  such  ordinance, 
together  with  Xhe  costs  and  charges  for  keeping  them,  and  of 
such  sale. 

S  12.  All  monies  raised  by  tax  in  the  village,  shall  be  a»-  ^ 
sessed  upon  the  inhabitants  by  three  assessors,  and  collected 
by  the  collector  of  the  corporation,  in  like  manner  as  the  taxes 
of  counties  and  towns  are  collected,  by  virtue  of  a  warrant  to

building  erected  or  disposed  of  by  the  corporation,  without  ^ 
consent  of  the  freeholders  and  taxable  inhabitunts  of  the  vil- 
lage, in  open  meeting  duly  warned,  first  had  and  obtained,  by 
a  majority  of  votes  men  and  there  given;  and  in  case  they 
shall  vote  to  raise  any  money  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  it  diall 
be  tq)ecified  for  what  purpose  such  sum,  or  any  part  thereof, 
shall  be  appropriated  as  far  as  may  be  convenient ;  and  the 
assessors  in  assessing  the  same  on  the  inhabitants  and  proper- 
ty of  the  village,  shall  apportion  the  same  in  a  just  and  equi- 
table manner,  in  proportion,  as  near  as  may  be,  to  the  advan- 
tages which  each  shall  be  deemed  to  have  received  by  the  im- 
provements or  purchases  to  be  made  with  such  money  when 
collected. 

$  IS.  The  assessors,  when  they  shall  have  completed  any  Notie«tiMi«- 
assessment,  shall  give  the  like  notice  of  the  same  as  asse^Mors  ofi 

of  towns  are  required  to  do.    Any  person  considering  l^g^^Qte 
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benelf  agffrieyed  thereby,  may  appeal  from  the  same,  to  the 
trustees  of  the  village,  who  shall  faeawuch  appeal^  and  do  jus- 
tice in  the  premises ;  and  in  case  either  party  shall  <x>nceiYe 
themselves  aggrieved  by  such  decision,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
him,  her  or  them  to  ifppeal  to  the  next  court  of  common  pleas, 
tobe  holden  in  and  for  the  county  of  Onondaga,  giving  five 
days'  notice  of  such  appeal,  whose  decision  shall  be  final  in 
the  premises.

AN  ACT  to  authorise  Edmund  Frost  and  others  to  buUd 
a  Draw-Bridge  over  the  Bushwick  Creek. 

Passed  April  20,  1832. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly  j  do  enact  as  follows: 

S  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  Edmund  Frost,  John  G.  Van  Cott 
and  James  Aineslej,  of  the  town  of  Bushwick,  in  the  county  of 
Kings,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to  build,  erect  and  finish  a  bridge 
or  bridges  over  Bushwick  creek  or  creeks,  in  said  county ;  one 
at  the  K)ot  of  Fifth-street  in  the  village  of  Williamsburgh,  and 
one  at  the  Wood  point,  opposite  FifUi-street.  The  expense 
thereof  shall  be  defrayed  by  private \oluntary  subscription: 
and  there  shall  be  made  a  draw  in  each  bridge  of  at  least  six- 
teen feet  wide,  so  as  to  admit  boats  to  pass  and  repass  the  same. 

S  2.  The  said  Edmund  Frost,  John  6.  Van  Cott  and  James 
Ainesley,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  lay  out  a  road  across  the 
marsh,  communicating  with  the  present  roads  on  each  side 
thereof,  and  leading  to  and  across  the  said  bridges ;  and  said  road 
shall  be  two  rods  wide ;  and  the  expense  of  laying  out  and 
completing  the  said  road  and  bridges  shall  be  defrayed  by  pri- 
vate voluntary  subscription,  and  without  charge  to  the  public.

AN  ACT  to  divide  the  Town  of  China^  in  the  County  of

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the  election  of  town  officers,  shall  be  held  at  the  now  dwelling- 
house  of  Story  C.  Lyon  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  March  next 
FiiadM|^      §  3.  The  supervisors  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said 
^  '  to^nSy  as  soon  as  may  be  after  the  first  town-meetings,  upon 

notice  to  be  given  by  the  said  supervisors  or  one  of  them,  shall 
meet  together,  at  such  place  as  the  said  supervisors,  or  such 
one  of  them  as  shall  give  such  notice,  shall  designate  and  ap- " 
point,  and  shall  apportion  the  poor  and  other  funds  of  the  said 
town,  agreeably  to  the  last  tax  list. 


Chap.  190. 

AN  ACT  far  the  relief  of  Peter  Augu^ne. 

Passed  April  20,  1832. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-Yorky  represented  in 
Senate  and  Aaseirnbly^  do  enact  aa  foUowe  : 

S  1.  It  shall  be  lawfiil  for  Peter  Augustine,  an  Oneida  In- 
dian, with  the  consent  and  approbation  of  the  agent  appointed 
by  the  governor  to  superintend  the  emigration  of  the  Indians 
to  Oreen  Bay,  to  sell  and  convey  all  his  right  and  interest  in 
fifty  acres  of  land  now  in  his  possession,  to  such  person  or 
persons  and  for  such  consideration  as  shall  be  approved  of  by 
the  said  agent. 

S  S.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  immediately  after  the  pas- 
sage thereof. 


Chap.  191. 

AN  ACT  to  amend,  an  Act  for  extinguishing  Fires  in 
the  Village  of  Flushing,  in  Queens  County,  passed 
March  24^A,  1809. 

Passed  April  £0,  18S2. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  represented  us 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows  : 

S  L  The  second  section  of  the  act  for  extinguishing  fires 
in  the  village  of  Flushing,  in  Queens  county,  shall  be,  and 
is  hereby  so  amended  as  4o  authorise  and  empower  the 
trustees  of  the  fire  company  of  the  said  village  to  nominate 
and  appoint  a  sufficient  number  of  firemen,  (willing  to  ac- 
cept) not  exceeding  twenty*five,  instead  of  the  number  of 
eighteen,  as  provided  for  by  the  second  section  of  die  act 
hereby  amended.

good  by  means  of  the  said  fund. 

The  said  board  of  trustees  may  from  time  to  time  regu- 
late the  interest  to  be  allowed  to  depositors,  so  that  the  inter- 
est allowed  to  depositors  having  five  hundred  dollars  or  more 
deposited  with  the  said  bank,  shall  be  at  least  one  per  cent  less 
than  the  interest  allowed  to  others ;  and  so  that  no  interest 
or  dividend  on  account  of  the  said  surplus  fund  shall  be  allow- 
ed for  moneys  which  shall  have  been  withdrawn  from  said 
bank. 

S  3.  The  said  board  of  trustees  are  hereby  authorised  to 
loan  out  upon  bond  and  mortgage  on  real  estate  of  double  the 
value  of  the  sum  loaned,  such  proportion  of  the  money  deposit- 
ed with  them  as  the  said  board  m^eir  discretion  may  from 
time  to  time  deem  necessary.

Passed  April  20,  1832. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly ^  do  enact  as  follows  : 

S  !•  The  division  between  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  com- 
monalty of  the  city  of  Schenectady,  and  the  trustees  of  the 
towns  of  Rotterdam  and  Glcnville,  in  the  county  of  Schenec- 
tady, of  the  rents,  debts  and  other  personal  [Nroperty  and  efi^ts, 
belonging  to  the  said  city  of  Schenectady,  heretofore  made,  ac- 
cording to  the  provisions  contained  in  the  twenty-fifth  section 
of  the  act  etititled  "An  act  to  erect  certain  parts  of  the  city  of 
Schenectady  into  separate  towns,  and  for  other  purposes,"

S  S.  Such  dam  shall  not  be  so  constructed  as  to  injure  or 
overflow  the  land  or  property  of  any  person,  unless  the  con- 
sent of  such  person  be  first  obtained :  and  the  legislature  may 
at  any  time  alter  or  repeal  this  act.  ' 


Chap-  200- 

AN  ACT  to  amwdike  Act  wtiOed  '^  An  Act  to  tneorpo- 
rate  the  Village  of  FredoniOj^^  pa&sed  Jbfoy  2,  1^39. 

Passed  April  20, 1832. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New^York^  r^esented  in 
Senate  and  Aesembbfy  do  enact  4^foUows  : 

S  1.  From  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  the  upper 
bridge  across  the  Canadaway  creek  in  said  village,  shall  be 
repaired  and  rebuilt  when  necessary,  by  said  corporation.  The 
lower  bridge  shall  be  kept  in  repair  and  rebuilt  by  the  town 
or  county  as  heretofore. 

S  2.  The  twenty-third  section  of  the  act  hereby  amended, 
shall  be,  and  the  same  is  repealed. 

S  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  as  a  law  inunediately  after 
the  passage  thereof. 


Chap.  201. 

AN  ACT  to  consolidate  and  amend  the  Charter  of  the 
Village  of  Herkimer. 

Passed  April  20,  1832. 

The  People  vf  the  SttOe  of  New-Fork^  represented  in 
Senate  and  AssenMy^  do  enact  asfoUows  : 

S  h  The  district  of  country  in  the  town  of  Herkimer,  in  the  Boundi  or 
county  of  Herkimer,  contained  in  the  following  boundaries,  ^^  ''*"■«•• 
that  is  to  say :  beginning  in  the  centre  of  the  Mohawk  ri*      * 
ret  at  a  point  one  chain  westerly  from  the  upper  river  bridge ; 
thence  easterly  down  the  stream  of  the  said  river  along  the 
line  of  the  southern  boundary  of  the  town  of  Herkimer  to  the 
confluence  of  the  waters  of  the  Mohawk  river,  and  the  wist^^^i^ 
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CaQ^da  creek ;  thence  a  northerly  course  up  the  stream  rf 
the  said  creek,  following  its  windings  and  turnings  to  the  point 
in  the  same,  which  forms  the  norUi  comer  of  the  bounds  of 
the  jhii  liberties  as  they  are  now  established  ;  thence  a  south- 
westerly course  along  the  northwest  line  of  said  bounds  to  the 
northwest  cpmer  thereof;  thence  a  westerly  course  in  a  straight 
line  to  a  point  on  the  west  line  of  the  homestead  upland  lot  of 
Frederick  Dockstater,  at  the  distance  of  forty  chains  norther- 
ly from  the  turnpike  road  leaking  from  Herkimer  to  Utica  ; 
tjience  down  said  line  to  the  said  turnpike  road ;  thence  soutb* 
erly  in  a  straight  line  to  the  place  of  beginning ;  shall  hereaf- 
ter be  known  and  distinguished  by  the  name  of  the  <^  Village  of 
Herkimer." 

$  ft.  The  inlmbitants  of  said  village  shall  be  and  are  hereby 
constituted,  ordained  and  appointed  and  declared,  to  be  from 
time  to  time  and  forever  hereafter,  a  body  corporate  and  poli- 
tic in  fret  and  in  name,  by  the  name  and  style  of  ^'  The  Pres- 
ident and  Trustee  of  the  village  of  Herkimer,''  and  by  that 
name  they  and  their  successors  forever  hereafter  shall  and  may 
have  perpetual  succession,  and  shall  be  persons  in  law,  capa- 
ble of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded, 
answering  and  being  answered  unto,  defending  and  being  de- 
fended, in  all  courts  and  places,  and  in  all  suits  whatsoever,  of 
whatsoever  name  or  nature ;  and  they  and  their  successors  may 
have  a  common  seal,  and  may  change  or  alter  the  same  at 
pleasure ;  and  also  that  they  and  their  successors,  by  the  name 
of  "  The  President  and  Trustees  of  the  Village  of  Herkimer," 
shall  be  in  law  capable  of  purchasing,  holding  and  conveying 
any  estate,  real  or  personal,  for  tlie  use  of  said  corporation ; 
and  of  erecting  any  public  buildings  or  aqueducts,  and  dig- 
ging any  reservoirs,  and  laying  conduits  for  water  for  tlie  use 
of  said  village,  or  for  extinguishing  fires,  and  keeping  in  re- 
pair such  buildings,  aqueducts,  reservoirs  and  conduits;  of 
purchasing  and  keeping  in  repair  fire  engines,  hooks,  ladders, 
buckets,  and  any  other  instrument  for  collecting  or  conducting 
water  or  for  extinguishing  fire. 
$  S.  The  inhabitants  residing  within  the  boundaries  of  said 
*i«i-  corporation,  who  shall  have  in  the  year  preceding  paid  a  road 
or  other  public  tax,  shall  meet  on  the  second  Monday  of  May 
next,  and  annually  on  the  second  Monday  of  May  thereafter,  at 
such  time  and  place  in  said  village,  as  the  then  acting  trustees 
shall  direct;  and  the  said  trustees  may  cairspecial  meetings 
whenever  they  may  deem  it  necessary ;  and  all  meetings  may 
be  adjourned  by  a  vote  of  the  same,  from  time  to  time,  as  may 
became  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  ousiness.  All  except- 
ing adjourned  meetings,  shall  be  called  by  a  notice  published 
for  at  least  two  weeks  in  one  or  more  of  the  public  newspapers 
printed  in  said  village ;  and  in  case  there  should  be  no  paper 
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printed  in  said  village,  or  in  case  the  publishers  should  refuse 
to  print  the  said  notice,  then  it  may  be  lawf:d  to  put  up  writ- 
tea  notices  in  three  conspicuous  places  in  said  village,. for  two 
weeks  preceding  the  meeting;  all  notices  shall  designate  the 
tinie  and  place  of  the  meeting  called  thereby  ;  aa4  eitlier  do* 
tice  shall  be  a  sufficient  notification  to  all  persons  entitled  to 
Vote  thereat.

S  4.  The  said  inhabitants,  at  any  regularly  notified  meeting 
may  elect  by  ballot,  and  by  a  plurality  of  votes,  one  president,' 
who  shall  be  ex  officio  a  trustee,  four  trustees,  three  assessors 
one  clerk,  one  treasurer,  one  collector,  and  one  constable,  all 
of  whom  shall  be  qualified  voters  in  said  village.  All  per- 
sons elected  or  appointed  in  said  village  to  any  office  or  place, 
in  or  under  the  corporation  of  the  same,  bhall,  within  one  week 
after  their  election  or  appointment,  and  before  they  commeBce 
tbe  duties  of  their  offices,  give  notice  in  writing  of  their  ac- 
ceptance, to  the  clerk  of  the  said  village.  The  said  inhabi- 
tants, at  any  regular  meeting,  may  vote  to  raise  by  tax  a  sum 
not  exceeding  in  the  agscregsite  five  hundred  dollars,  in  any 
one  year,  and  shall  specify  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  intend- 
ed, and  to  which  it  shall  be  applied  ;  and  may  determine  the 
compensation  to  be  allowed  to  any  officer  of  the  said  village.

The  board  of  trustees  may  make,  enact  and  publish,  Sy  Uwi  m4 
repeal  and  amend  by-laws,  police  regulations  and  ordinances,  Sm?****^ 
for  cleaning  off  and  cleansing  the  streets,  alleys,  lanes,  high- 
ways, and  other  public  places  in  said  village ;  to  prevent  the 
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incumbering  of  streets,  alleys,  lanes  and  highways,  and  the  side* 
walks  thereof,  and  to  protect  the  same  from  encroachment  or  in- 
jury ;  to  prevent,  abate  or  remove  nuisances ;  to  prevent  immo- 
derate riding  or  driving  in  said  village  ;  to  restrain  the  running 
at  lar^e  of  cattle,  beasts  and  animals  of  all  kinds;  to  establish 
pounds ;  to  appoint  one  or  more  pound  masters  and  fence  view- 
ers, who  shall  possess  severally  the  same  poweis  as  tlie  same  of* 
ficers  in  towns ;  to  protect  trees  and  monuments  in  said  village ; 
to  light  the  streets ;  to  establish  and  regulate  markets,  and  to  re- 
strain sales  in  the  streets ;  to  prevent  forestalling ;  to  establish 
and  regulate  a  public  scale,  and  to  appoint  a  weigher  to  attend 
the  same  ;  to  regulate  the  place  and  manner  of  selling  hay  and 
other  gross  commodities;  to  organize  firo  companies,  and 
hook  and  ladder  companies ;  to  appoint  twenty  firemen  to  eve- 
ry efigine  at  any  time  possessed  by  the  said  village,  and  ten 
meml^rs  to  every  hook  and  ladder  company,  and  prescribe 
rules  for  their  government,  and  to  regulate  the  time  and  man- 
ner of  their  exercise ;  .to  provide  all  necessary  apparatus  for 
the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  to  require  the  owners  of  build- 
ings to  provide  and  keep  suitable  ladders  and  fire-buckets, 
whieh  are  hereby  declared  to  be  appurtenances  to  the  real  es- 
tate, and  exempt  from  seizure,  distress  or  sale,  in  any  manner 
whatever ;  and  in  case  the  owner  or  occupant  refuses  ta  procure 
suitable  ladders  or  fire-buckets  after  reasonable  notice,  the  trus- 
toe&may  procure  and  deliver  the  same  to  him,  her  or  them,  and 
in  default  ofpayment  therefor,  the  president  may  bring  an  action 
of  debt  against  such  owner  or  occupant  in  the  name  of  the  said 
corporation,  in  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof,  and  be 
entitled  to  recover  in  such  action  the  value  of  such  ladders  or 
fire-buckets,  or  both,  with  costs  of  suit ;  to  regulate  the  keep- 
ing and  transporting  of  gun  powder  or  other  combustible  or 
dangerous  materials,  and  the  use  of  lights,  lamps  or  candles,  in 
all  stables,  shops  and  other  places ;  to  remove  or  prevent  the 

« instruction  of  any  chimney,  fire-plhce,  hearth,  stove,  stove- 
pe,  oven,  boiler/' kettle  or  apparatus  used  in  any  house,  build- 
ing, manufactory,  or  business  which  may  be  dangerous  in  caus- 
ing fires ;  to  direct  the  safe  construction  of  deposits  for  ashes  ; 
and  severally  to  enter  into,  or  to  appoint  one  or  more  officers 
to  enter  into,  at  reasonable  times,  and  examinp  all  dwelling- 
houses,  lots,  jrards,  enclosures,  and  buildings  of  every  descrip- 
tfipxij  in  order  to  discover  whether  any  of  them  are  in  a  dan- 
gerous condition,  and  to  cause  such  as  may  be  dangerous,  to 
ba  put  in  a  safe  and  secure  condition ;  to  compel  the  own- 
ers and  occupants  of  houses  and  buildings  to  have  scuttles  on 
the  roofs  of  said  houses  and  buildings,  and  stairs  or  ladders  lead- 
mg  to  the  same ;  to  regulate  the  construction  of  flues  in  chim- 
neys so  as  to  admit  chimney  sweeps  to  sweep  and  clean  the 
11^'^  w  preventing  fires,  and  the  use  of  fire-work^  and  fire- 
"^  m  the  streets  and  lots  of  said  village;  to  compel  the  in- 
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tiabitants  of  said  village  to  aid  in  the  extinguishment  of  fire; 
to  compel  them  to  form  ranks  and  lines  for  the  purpose  of  con* 
veying  water  to  extinguish  fire,  and  to  pull,  break  down  and 
raze  such  buildings,  in  the  vicinity  of  fire,  aa  shall  be  directed 
by  the  trustees,  or  any  three  of  them  that  may  be  present  at  a 
fire,  for  the  purpose  of  extinguishing  it,  or  preventing  its  pro- 
bable extension  or  communication  to  other  buildings ;  to  pre* 
scribe  the  general  mode  of  operations  at  fires,  and  to  protect 
property  thereat ;  to  appoint  fire  wardens,  and  a  chief  and  oth- 
er engineers,  with  such  duties  and  powers  as  the  said  boanl 
shall  prescribe ;  and  generally  to  establish  such  other  measures 
of  prudence  for  the  prevention  or  extinguishment  of  fires,  as  a 
meeting  of  the  inhabitants  shall  by  their  vote  declare  to  be  ne* 
cessary ;  for  constructing  and  preserving  reservoirs,  fountains, 
conduits,  wells,  pumps,  cisterns  and  water-works  of  every 
kini1,  and  regulating  the  use  thereof;  to  direct  the  manner  of 
levelling,  pitching,  raising,  excavating,  repairing,  amending, 
curbing,  gravelling,  paving  or  flagging  of  the  streets  and  side- 
walks in  said  village;  to  suppress  vice  and  immorality;  for 
preventing  and  restraining  every  kind  of  fraudulent  device  and 
practice  in  said  village ;  to  suppress  disorderly  and  gaming 
houses,  and  devices  for  the  purpose  of  gambling ;  to  prevent  or 
restrain  any  riot,  rout,  noise,  disturbance  or  disorderly  assem- 
blage, in  any  place  in  said  village ;  and  generally  to  make 
sucn  rules,  regulations,  by-laws  and  ordinances  for  the  purpose 
of  maintaining  the  peace,  order  and  good  government  of  said  ^ 
village,  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  not  repugnant  to  the 
constitution  and  laws  of  this  state  or  the  United  States;  and 
to  enforce  the  observance  of  all  by-laws,  rules,  regulations  and 
ordinances,  by  inflicting  penalties  on  any  and  all  persons  for 
the  violation  th^Jreof,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  for  any 
one  offence,  recoverable  with  costs,  in  an  action  of  debt,  by  x 

and  in  the  name  and  for  the  use  of  "  The  President  and  Trus- 
tees of  the  Village  of  Herkimer,"  before  any  justice  of  the 
peace  of  the  county  of  Herkimer,  in  which  action  the  first  pro-^ 
cess  may  be  by  warrant,  and  in  which  action  it  shall  be  law- 
ful to  declare  generally  iit  debt  for  such  penalty,  and  give  th^ 
special  matter  in  evidence;  and  for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the 
by-laws,  rules,  regulations  and  ordinances  of  the  board  of 
trustees  against  offenders  who  have  no  visible  goods  nor  chat- 
tels whereof  such  penalties  can  be  collected,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  court  of  justice  before  whom  any  such  offender  shall  be 
duly  convicted,  to  cause  him  to  be  imprisoned  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  thirty  days,  in  the  common  jail  of  the  county  of  Her-

S  8.  The  board  of  trustees  may  restrain  all  theatrical  pr  cir- 
cus performances,  the  exhibiticn  of  caravans  of  animals,  wax- 
figures,  natural  or  artificial  curiosities,  or  other  shows  or  exhi- 
bitions, or  performances  for  money  in  said  village,  and  they 
shall  have  power  at  their  discretion,  to  license  ami  permit  the 
same,  and  to  exact  and  receive  for  such  license  or  permit,  not 
exceeding  thirty  dollars,  nor  less  than  one  dollar,  which  said 
sums  of  money  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  said  coun- 
ty, and  be  applied  to  the  support  of  the  poor  of  said  county.

and  shall  be  exempt  from  the  superintendence  of  the  commis- 
sioners of  highways  of  the  town  of  Herkimer;  and  the  board 
of  trustees  shall  be  commissioners  in  and  for  said  district,  and 
shall  have  and  possess  the  same  powers,  and  be  charged  with 
the  same  duties  over  the  roads  in  said  village,  as  commission- 
ers of  highways  in  towns ;  they  may  divide  the  said  district 
into  wards,  and  appoint  an  overseer  in  each,  who  shall  hold 
his  place  during  their  pleasure ;  and  all  such  overseers  shall 
have  the  same  powers,  and  be  subject  to  the  like  duties  and 
liabilities  as  overseers  of  highways  in  towns.  The  trustees 
Uiay  also  direct  such  portion  of  the  work,  or  commutation^ 
therefor,  to  be  laid  out  or  expended  on,  and  in  such  places  on 
the  highways  leading  into  the  said  village,  as  they  may  de- 
signate. It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  board  of  trustees  of  said 
Tillage,  to  assess  each  and  every  person  liable  to  work  on  the 
public  highway,  residing  within  said  village,  in  money  instead 
of  labor,  at  a  rate  of  not  more  than  fifty,  and  not  less  than 
'^ forty  cents  for  each  and  every  day  he,  she  or  they  shall  be  as- 
sessed, any  law  or  statute  within  this  state  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding;  and  incase  any  person  assessed  shall  neglect 
or  refuse  to  pay  to  the  overseers  of  the  respective  ward  within 
said  village  in  which  he,  she  or  they  may  reside,  the  said  sum, 
the  amount  thereof  to  have  been  previously  determined  by  the 
trustees,  for  each  and  every  day  he,  she  or  they  shall  be  as- 
sessed, for  the  space  of  five  days  afier  the  same  shall  have 
been  demanded  by  the  said  overseers  respectively,  either  per- 
sonally or  at  the  place  of  residence  of  the  person  so  assessed^ 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  overseers  severally,  to  sue  for 
fnd  recover  in  their  own  names,  with  costs  of  suit,  the  money 
so  assessed,  or  such  part  thereof  as  shall  have  been  demanded 
as  aforesaid,  and  when  recovered,  to  expend  the  same  in  im- 
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proving  the  roads,  streets  and  alleys  in  their  respective  wards, 
fiiccording  to  the  direction  of  tlie  board  of  trustees ;  and  the 
said  trustees  may  in  tFieir  discretion,  accept  the  personal  labor 
of  any  person  assessed  to  pay  in  money,  who  shall  in  their 
opinion  be  unable  to  pay  such  commutation. 

S  10.  Taxes  voted  to  be  raised  shall  be  assessed  and  appor- Tezm  bow 
tioned  upon  the  real  and  personal  property  in  said  village,  ac-U,***'*'^ 
cording  to  law,  by  the  assessors  thereof,  and  collected  by  the 
collector  of  the  corporation,  in  like  manner  as  taxes  of  coun- 
ties and  towns  are  collected,  by  virtue  of  a  warrant  to  him 
directed  by  the  trustees;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of 
the  assessors,  in  assessing  and  apportioning  the  taxes  so  to  be 
raised  upon  the  inhabitants  and  property  within  the  said  vil- 
lage, to  apportion  the  same  so  that  the  said  taxes  may  be  as- 
sessed and  apportioned  in  an  equitable  and  just  manner,  of, 
from  and  upon  the  owners  and  oc-cn pants  of  the  houses,  lands 
or  other  property,  whether  belonging  to  individuals,  incorpo- 
rations or  other  companies  in  said  village,  in  proportion  as 
nearly  as  may  be  to  the  advantage  which  each  shall  be  deemed 
to  receive,  or  have  received,  from  the  improvements,  pur- 
chases or  expenditure,  made  or  to  be  made  by  the  said  money 
80  to  be  collected.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  every  individual  or 
company  to  appeal  from  the  said  assessment  and  apportion- 
ment of  the  assessors,  to  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  village, 
within  ten  days  after  such  assessment  shall  have  been  made, 
and  notice  thereof  given  as  hen^inafter  mentioned;  and  the 
said  board  of  trustees  shall  immediately  appoint  a  time  and 
place  for  the  hearing  of  said  appeal,  not  exceeding  ten  diays 
after  such  appeal  sfiall  have  been  mcde ;  and  the  person  ap- 
pealing shall  give  notice  in  ^v riling  to  the  said  assessors,  or  any 
one  of  them,  of  such  appeal,  and  the  time  and  place  of  deter- 
mining thereon  by  said  trustees,  who  shall  hear  and  decide  the 
same,  and  whose  decision  shall  be  final  and  conclusive.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessors,  whenever  they  shall  have 
completed  the  assessment  of  any  tax,  according  to  any  of  ibm 
provisions  of  this  act,  to  make  out  one  fair  copy  of  the  same, 
to  be  left  with  one  of  the  said  assessors,  and  thereupon  to 
cause  notice  to. bo  put  up  at  three  public  places  in  said  vil- 
lage, setting  forlh  that  they  have  com^^leted  their  assessment, 
and  that  a  copy  thereof  is  left  with  one  of  them,  naming  him, 
where  the  same  may  be  seen  and  examined  by  any  person  in- 
terested, during  ten  days,  which  shall  be  a  suflBcient  notice  to 
all  thinking  themselves  aggrieved  by  such  assessment  or  ap- 
portionment, to  appeal  therefrom  to  the  trustees  aforesaid. 

S  11.  If  no  objection  be  made  to  their  assessment  and  ap- warrtnt  t» 
portionment,  or  immediately  after  the  said  trustees  shall  have*****^'- 
disposed  of  such  objection,  the  assessors  shall  sign  the  said  as- 
sessment roll  and  tax  list,  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  presi- 
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dent  of  said  village;  and  the  board  of  trustees  shall  thereupon 
affix  their  warrant  under  their  signatures,  and  the  seal  of  the 
corporation  to  the  said  assessnnent  roll  and  tax  list,  or  a  true 
copy  thereof,  directing  the  collector  to  collect  and  pay  the 
same  to  the  treasurer  ;  which  warrant  shall  be  made  returna- 
ble not  less  than  thirty  days  from  the  date  thereof,  and  n;ay  be 
renewed  from  time  to  time,  as  the  necessity  of  the  case  may 
require;  and  the  collector  shall,  within  such  time  as  he  ehall 
in  such  warrant  be  directed,  collect  and  pay  the  same  to  the 
treasurer,  and  return  said  warrant  and  tax  list  to  the  clerk  of 
the  said  village,  together  with  the  treasurer's  receipt  for  the 
amount  paid  to  him.  And  for  the  purpose  of  all  collections 
authorised  by  this  act,  the  collector  shall  have  the  same  pow- 
ers, and  be  subject  to  the  like  duties  and  liabilities  as  col- 
lectors in  towns ;  and  may  retain  from  the  amount  collected 
by  virtue  of  his  warrant,  for  his  fees,  such  sum  or  per  centage 
as  may  have  been  voted  to  be  allowed  him  at  a  regular  meet- 
ing, which,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  said  meeting,  shall 
be  five  per  cent. 

PenoDt  Ha  S  12.  The  occupant  or  person  in  possession  of  any  real  es- 
bto  topa7  ig^i^  ifj  tho  village  of  Herkimer,  at  the  time  any  tax  is  assess- 
ed and  apportioned,  shall  be  liable  to  pay  the  amount  assessed 
and  apportioned  thereon  ;  and  in  case  such  person  is  not 
bound  by  contract  or  otherwise  to  pay  the  same,  he,  she  or 
they  may  recover  the  same,  or  such  purt  thereof  as  may  have 
been  collected,  in  an  action  for  money  paid,  laid  out  and  ex- 
pended, of  and  from  the  owners  of  said  real  estate,  or  such 
other  person  or  body  liable,  whose  duty  it  was  to  have  paid 
the  said  tax  or  part  thereof;  and  all  taxes  upon  any  real  es- 
tate in  said  village,  shall  be  a  lien  thereon,  and  shall  be  pre- 
ferred in  payment  to  all  other  charges. 

S  IS.  In  case  any  estimate  or  assessment  shall  be  made,  or 
of nolT^  any  tax  imposed  by  virtue  of  this  act  on  any  real  estate  in 
"*"^  said  village,  which  shall  not  have  been  complied  with,  and 

tlie  sums  thereby  assessed  or  levied  shall  not  have  been  paid ; 
and  when  the  same,  or  an  uncollected  remaining  part  thereof, 
cannot  be  collected  out  of  any  personal  property,  it  shall  and 
may  be  lawful  for  the  said  lK>ard  of  trustees  to  cause  the  said 
real  estate,  or  such  parts  thereof  as  they  shall  see  fit,  to  be  ad- 
vertised for  sale  at  public  auction,  to  the  highest  bidder,  for 
the  payment  of  such  arrears  of  taxes,  and  the  expenses  of  ad- 
vertisement and  sale ;  and  upon  such  sale,  the  said  trustees 
riiall  give  to  the  purchaser  a  certificate  in  writing  of  such  sale, 
coYitaining  a  description  of  the  lands  and  premises  so  sold,  the 
amount  paid  therefor,  and  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  sale; 
and  shall  forthwith  cauiie  a  copy  of  such  certificate  to  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  said  corporation,  for  the  benefit 
of  all  persons  who  may  wish  to  inspect  the  same;  and  the 
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money  arising  from  such  sale,  after  deducting  the  expenses  of 
advertising  and  sale,  and  the  amount  of  such  taxes  as  afore-  ' 
said,  shall  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of  said'corpo- 
ration,  for  the  use  of  the  owner  or  persons  entitled  thereto. 
But  before  any  such  sale  shall  be  made,  the  said  trustees  shall 
cause  a  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  sale  to  be«publish- 
ed  in  one  of  the  public  newspapers  published  in  the  village  of 
Herkimer ;  and  in  case  no  newspaper  should  be  published  in 
said  village,  then  they  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  published 
in  the  newspaper  published  by  the  printer  to  tlie  state,  once 
in  each  week,  for  the  space  of  six  weeks ;  and  they  shall  also 
cause  a  like  notice,  and  for  the  same  length  of  time,  to  bo  put 
up  in  three  public  and  conspicuous  places  in  said  village :  and 
such  sales  shall  always  be  appointed  and  held  within  the  li- 
mits of  the  said  corporation  ;  and  all  proceedings  may  at  any 
time,  and  in  any  stage  of  the  proceeding,  be  discontinued,  on 
the  payment  to  the  treasurer  of  the  said  tax  and  interest  there- 
on, and  the  expenses  incurred  by  reason  of  such  advertising 
or  the  sale  thereon,  or  both.  And  if  the  owner  or  owners  of 
such  land  or  real  estate,  so  sold,  shall  not,  within  one  year 
subsequent  to  such  sale,  redeem  the  same  by  paying  to  the 
purchaser,  or  his,  her  or  their  assigns  or  representatives,  or 
to  the  treasurer  of  said  village,  for  his,  her  or  their  benefit, 
the  sum  specified  in  said  certificate,  with  interest,  at  the  rate 
of  ten  per  cent  per  annum,  it  shall  then  be  the  duty  of  the 
trustees  of  said  village  for  the  time  being,  to  give  to  the  pur- 
chaser,  or  his  assigns  or  representatives,  under  the  seal  of  said 
corporation,  a  deed  conveying  to  him,  her  or  them,  the  premi- 
ses so  sold,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  fee  simple :  and  such 
conveyance  shall  be  good  and  effectual  under  this  act,  to  vest 
in  such  grantee  or  grantees,  liis,  her  or  their  heirs  or  assigns, 
an  indefeasible  estate  of  inheritance  in  the  premises  so  sold, 
with  the  appurtenances  and  hereditaments  thereunto  belong- 
ing ;  but  before  any  such  sale  shall  be  made,  an  affidavit  of 
the  publication  of  the  aforesaid  notice,  shall  be  made  and  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  said  village. 

S  H.  No  tax,  except  highway  tax,  shall  be  assessed  by  Woodiud^ 
virtue  of  this  act  on  any  lands  comprehended  within  the 
bounds  of  the  said  village,  which  are  reserved  as  wood  lands, 
meadow  lands,  pastures,  orchards,  and  in  general  all  such 
lands  as  are  kept  and  improved  as  farm  lands,  (dwelling-

S  15.  The  board  of  trustees,  by  the  petition  or  consent,  in  sinNtnaiu} 
writing,  of  twelve  of  the  freeholders  liable  to  be  taxed  there- ' 
for,  may  lay  out,  open  and  make  streets,  roads,  alleys,  lanes  or 
highways  in  said  village ;  and  may  change  the  location  and 
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directioa,  of  t})e  prestent  strceihs;;  hut  no  building  of  the  value 
J  of  three  hundlin]  dollars  or  upwards,  shall  be  removed  without 
the  consent  of  the  iiwuer^  ui)1il|  valuation  shall  be  made.^ 
the  asisessors;  and  any  pCfs^Hi  liiinking  himself  aggrieved,  iXt 
within  ten  days,appeali:o  any  ihr^e  ufihe  judges  of  the  cimni 
of  comipon  pleas,  whost  decisi(»n  thereon,  if  in  conformity 
with  that  of  the  assessors,  shall  be  Qnal  and  conclusive.  Alt 
streets  so  opened,  shall  be  under  the  direct iovi  of  the  trustees, 
accurately  surveyed  and  described,  and  recorded  in  the  book 
kept  by  the  clerk  of  the  said  village;  and  the  same  when 
opened  and  made,  shall  be  public  highways. 
To  iM  paved  S  16.  The  board  of  trustees  may  cause  the  several  streets 
•/itTtiiod.  -^^ithin  the  compact  part  of  said  village,  or  any  or  either  of  them, 
or  any  part  of  either  of  them,  or  the  side-walks  thereof,  to  be 
levelled,  graded,  pitched,  raised,  repaired,  amended,  gravelled, 
curbed,  paved  or  flagged,  and  cause  the  expenses  to  be  incurred 
therefor,  to  be  assessed  on  and  collected  from  the  owners  and  oc- 
cupants of  said  lots,  in  proportion  to  the  width  of  their  respective 
lots  fronting  on  ^aid  street ;  but  they  shall  in  no  case  direct  the 
paving  of  any  street,  (except  the  side-walks  thereof,)  without 
the  consent,  in  writing,  of  a  majority  of  the  owners  or  occu- 
pants of  tlie  lots  fronting  on  said  street,  or  such  part  thereof  as 
they  shall  propose  to  pave.  All  persons  liable  to  be  assessed 
for  the  same,  shall  have  the  privilege  of  constructing  the  side- 
walks in  front  of  their  own  lots ;  but  if  not  donejn  the  man- 
ner, of  the  materials,  or  within  the  time  prescribed  by  the 
board  of  trustees,  they  may  cause  the  same  to  be  done,  and  as- 
sessed upon  the  owners  or  occupants  of  said  lots.  AU  assess- 
ments, and  the  colleclion  thereof,  made  by  virtue  of  this  sec- 
tion, shall  conform  in  all  respects,  so  far  as  is  consistent  there- 
with, to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  in  relation  to  the  assess- 
ment and  collection  of  taxes. 

uEr^tf*  S  n.  The  trustees,  assessors,  clerk,  collector,  and  consta- 
ble, shall,  within  one  week  after  their  election  or  appoint- 
ment, and  before  they  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties 
of  their  offices,  take  and  suk-scribe  an  oalh  or  affirmation  be- 
fore any  officer  of  said  county,  competent  to  administer  tlie 
same,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties,  and  execution  of 
the  trust  or  office  to  which  they  may  have  been  severally  elect- 
ed or  appointed;  and  the  treasurer,  collector  and  constable, 
shall,  before  they  enter  upon  the  execution  of  their  respective 
offices,  respectively  give  such  security  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  the  trust  reposed  in  them,  as  the  president  for  the  time 
being,  sh^deem  sufficient.  The  constable  chosen  or  appoint- 
ed by  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  be  invested  with  the  same  powers 
and  authority,  entitled  to  the  same  fees  and  rewards,  and  sub- 
lect  to  the  same  duties  and  liabilities,  in  every  respect,  as  by 
law  appertain  or  belong  respectively  tp  tlie  constables  chosen 
«  the  town-meetings  in  the  several  towns  in  this  state.

lage of  Herkimer ;  and  the  legislature  may  at  any  time  alter, 
modify  or  repeal  this  act,  or  any  part  thereof. 


Chap.  202. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  We^t-Point  and  Cornwall 
Turnpike  Company. 

Passed  April  20,  1832. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Aesembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

S  1*  All  persons  who  shall  become  stockholders  pursuant  e<,,poni,M 
to  this  act,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  ana  politic,  a««t«i- 
by  the  name  and  style  of  the  West-Point  and  Cornwall  Turn- 
pike Company. 

S  2.  The  corporation  hereby  created  shall  possess  the  gene-  ckMnipow 
ral  powers  and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  the  general  liabili-*^ 
ties  of  turnpike  incorporations,  as  prescribed  in  the  eighteenth 
chapter  of  the  first  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  except  so 
far  as  the  same  shall  be  altered  by  this  act. 

S  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  fifteen  stodc. 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dol- 
lars each ;  and  William  B.  Cozzens,  John  D' Witt  and  Charles 
Davies,  of  West-Point,  Charles  Ludlow,  of  New-Windsor, 
James  Clinton,  Aaron  Noyes,  William  Roe  aftd  David  Craw- 
ford, of  Newburgb,  shall  be  commissioners  to  open  the  books 
and  receive  subscriptions. 

W^S  4.  The  said  corporation  may  construct  a  turnpike  road  from  Root,  of 
the  lands  ceded  to  the  United  States  by  the  state  of  New-York  "^• 
at  West-Point,  along  the  west  shore  of  the  Hudson  river  to 
Cornwall  landing. 

S  5.  The  said  road  may  be  constructed  of  such  materials  pimiaiiii 
as  the  natural  surface  of  the  ground  may  afibrd,  and  of  tto*^"^*^ 
width  of  eighteen  feet  only  at  such  places  as  the  commission- 
ers to  be  appointed  to  lay  out  said  road  shall  deem  it  impracti- 
cable or  unnecessary  to  make  it  of  the  full  width,  and  of  such 
materials  as  is  prescribed  by  law. 

S  6.  The  said  corporation  may  erect  upon  said  road  oneBrtntftmi. 
toll-gate,  to  b^  located  by  the  commissioners  appointed  to  lay 
out  said  road,  and  may  demand  and  receive  at  said  gate  the 
following  rates  of  toll,  viz  :  For  every  stage  coach  or  pleasure 
carriage  drawn  by  four  horses,  thirty-one  cents;  for  every 
other  four  wheel  carriage  or  sleigh  drawn  by  four  horses,  twen- 
-  ty-five  cents ;  every  pleasure  four  wheel  carriage  drawn  l^    gl^ 
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two  horaeB,  eif^tem  and  tkree-qaarterceals ;  evwy  other  foar 
irheel  carriage  drawn  by  two  horses  or  mulea^  twelve  and  a 
^  hair  cents  ;  ^r  every  sulky,  cbair^  chaise  or  other  pleasare 
carriage  drawn  by  one  horse,  twelve  and  a  half  cents,  and  for 
every  additional  horse,  three  ceiit^ ;  for  every  wagon  or  cart 
drawn  by  one  horse,  eight  cents,  and  for  every  additional  horse, 
two  cents;  for  every  sleigh  or  sled  drawn  by  oneliorse,  six 
cents,  and  for  every  horse  and  rider,  six  cents ;  for  every  score 
of  sbaep  or  bogs,  six  cents ;  for  every  score  of  cattle,  horses 
or  mules,  twenty-five  cents,  and  in  like  proportion  for  a  great- 
er number. 
itMdmy  bo  g  7^  •pijg  gi^y  corporation  may  at  any  time  within  four  years 
from  the  passing  of  this  act,  extend  the  said  road  along  the 
shore  of  Hudson  river  to  the  south  bank  of  Murderers'  credr, 
constructing  it  in  the  same  manner  of  like  materials  as  herein 
before  provided,  and  may  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  sucli  ex- 
tension increase  the  capital  of  said  company  to  twenty  thou- 
sand dollars,  by  subscriptions  for  two  hundred  additional 
shares ;  and  whenever  such  extension  shall  be  completed,  the 
said  company  may  increase  the  tolls  to  be  received  and  exact- 
ed at  their  said  gate  to  sums  not  excediug  the  tolls  herein  be» 
fore  specified  by  more  than  one-fourth,  or  the  said  company 
may  erect  a  new  gate  and  collect  at  it  the  said  additional 
tolls.

Passed  April  20,  18S8.  ^ 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Neu^Torh^  repre$fsdti  in 
Senate  an/i  AesemUy^  do  enact  as  follows : 

Diitri6tNo.4  S  1*  School  district  number  four  in  the  town  of  Salinashall 
form  a  permanent  school  district,  and  not  subject  to  alteratioa 
by  the  commission's  of  common  schoob  for  the  said  town. 

TkuiMt.  S  2,  The  number  of  trustees  of  the  said  district  may  be  in- 
creased to  five  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  said  district,  if  the 
inhabitants  of  the  district  entitled  to  vote  at  such  meeting  may 
think  it  expediciht  to  do  so. 

MjljWrrow      S  3.  The  trustees  of  the  said  district  are  authorised  and  em- 

•^'        powered  to  negotiate  a  loan  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  three 

thousand  dollars,  at  an  interest  payable  annually,  upon  the 

ifeith  of  the  said  district,  payable  at  such  instalments  as  they 

may  cleem  proper,  for  the  purpose  of  et^ecting  a  school-bouse^  ^ 
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of  suitable  dimensions  and  apartments  to  accommodate  the 
said  district,  when  duly  authorised  bj  a  vote  of  the*  taxable 
inhabitants  of  said  district,  in  open  meeting,  duly  held  for  that        ^ 
purpose. 

S  4.  The  freeholders  and  taxable  inhabitants  of  the  said  dis-  tu. 
trict  are  ai^thorished  and  empowered  to  raise,  by  an  assess- 
ment and  UoL  upon  the  property  of  the  said  district,  pursuant 
to  law,  sucn  sum  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  such  loan,  with 
the  interest,  and  to  be  collected  in  so  many  instalments  as  the 
said  meeting  shall  direct;  each  of  which  instalments,  when  so 
voted,  shall  be  assessed,  leTied  and  collected  as  now  provided 
by  law  in  such  cases. 


Chap.  204. 

AN  ACT  for  the  preservation  of  Salmon  Trout  in  the 
Waters  therein  mentioned. 

Passed  April  20,  1832. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-Fork^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly  ^  do  enact  as  follows : 

S  1.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  take  salmon  rintiak*, 
trout  between  the  first  day  of  October  end  the  first  day  of  JJ^^*, 
December  in  any  year,  by  means  of  spears,  in  the  lake  called 
and  known  by  the  name  of  the  First  lake,  situated  in  Town- 
ship No.  T,  Brown's  tract,  in  the  town  of  West-Brunswick, 
in  the  county  of  Herkimer,  nor  in  any  of  the  lakes  lying  east- 
erly of  said  First  lake,  and  called  and  known  by  die  names  of 
Second,  Third,  Fourth,  Fifth,  Sixth,  Seventh  and  Eiehth  lake, 
nor  in  the  lake  known  by  the  name  of  Moose  lake,  lying 
southerly  of  said  First  lake.  « 

S  2.  Every  person  who  shall  ofi*end  against  the  preceding  PtMity. 
section,  or  who  shall  expose  to  sale,  between  the  first  day  of 
October  and  the  first  day  of  the  following  February,  in  the 
counties  of  Oneida  or  Lewis,  any  salmon  trout  taken  by  means 
of  spears  from  the  waters  aforesaid,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for 
every  such  offence  the  sum  of  ten  dollars. 

S  3.  The  penalty  prescribed  in  this  act  shall,  upon  com*  How  to  b« 
plaint  made,  be  sued  for  and  recovered  by  and  in  the  name  ©f '^^"^• 
the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  any' town  in  the  counties  of  Her- 
kimer, Oneida  and  Lewis,  where  the  ofiender  may  be  found, 
in  an  action  to  be  commenced  within  one  year  affer  the  com- 
mission of  the  ofience ;  and  the  suln  so  recovered  shall  be  ap- 
plied to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  town  where  the  conviction 
takes  place,  or  of  the  county,  where  the  distinction  between 
town  and  county  poor  is  atwlished.  ^  .    ^^^t^ 
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Chap.  205. 
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AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Lake  Champlain  and  Og- 
den^burgh  RaHrRoad  Company. 

Passed  April  20,  1832. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-Torkj  represented  in 
Senate  and  Aeeembhfy  do  enact  as/olhwa : 

S  1.  Lewis  Hasbrouck,  David  Ford,  Benjamin  Forsjtb, 
Ahaz  Hays,  George  Parish,  Sylvester  Gilbert,  Smith  Stilwell, 
Bishop  Perkins,  John  C.  Bush,  Baron  S.  Doty,  John  Fine, 
James  Aver  ill.  Ransom  H.  Gilbert,  Thomas  Denny,  Samuel 
Patridge,  Benjamin  Clark,  Jonathan  P.  Stearns,  £Ikanah 
Watson,  Jonah  Sanford,  Robert  Piatt,  George  Marsh  and  Wil- 
liam F.  Haile,  with  sucb  other  persons  as  shall  associate  with 
them  for  that  purpose,  are  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  po- 
litic by  the  name  of  ^^  The  Lake  Champlain  and  Ogdensburgh 
Rail-Road  Comoany,"  with  power  to  construct  a  single,  dou- 
ble or  treble  rail-road  or  way  from  some  eligible  point  on  the

If  within  three  days  after  the  opening  of  the  subscrip- Apportioih 
tion  books  as  aforesaid,  a  sum  exceeding  three  millions  of*"'**'**^ 
dollars  shall  be  subscribed,  the  commissioners  who  shall  meet 
for  that  purpose,  shall  proceed  to  apportion  the  stock  among 
the  subscribers,  and  shall  complete  the  apportionment  within 
sixty  days  after  the  opening  of  said  subscription;  and  anv  five 
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of  die  mid  cammiMiooeTft  skaU  conalkttt^  a  board  for  the  pur- 
poses of*  such  distribution,  if  no  mure  than  five  of  the  said 
commissioners  shall  then  attend  for  the  purpose  of  making 
Auch  distribution ;  and  if  the  full  amount  of  capital  be  not 
subscribed  within  three  days  as  aforesaid,  then  it  shall  be  the 
dutjr  of  the  coromssioners  to  open  the  subscription  books,  from 
time  to  time,  until  the  whole  amount  shall  have  been  subseri* 
bed.

appraisers  to  assess  the  damages  which  the  owners  of  suck 
lands  will  severally  sustain  by  reason  of  the  appiopirjatioD 
thareof  by  the  said  corporation  to  its  own  use.

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S  10.  On  the  presentment  of  such  petition,  the  said  yice-H«imf  of

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  President,  Directors  and 
Company  of  the  Salina  Bank. 

Passed  April  20,  1832. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Ass^nUy,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

S  1.  There  shall  be  established  in  the  village  of  Salina,  in  snmB. 
the  county  of  Onondaga,  a  bank,  to  be  called  '^  The  Bank  of 
Salina,"  whose  operations  of  discount  and  deposit  shall  be 
carried  on  in  said  village,  and  not  elsewhere. 

S  2.  All  persons  who  shall  become  holders  of  the  capital  corpontioi^ 
stock  of  the  said  bank  pursuant  to  this  act,  shall  be  and  they  ^***'' 
are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  "  The 
President,  Directors  and  Company  of  the  Bank  of  Salina," 
and  such  corporation  shall  continue  until  the  first  day  of  Jan- 
uary, in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two.  .ytizedby^OOgle 
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*  S  3.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  carry  on  the 
business  of  banking  by  discounting  bills,  notes  and  other  evi- 
dences of  debt;  by  receiving  deposits ;  by  buying  and  selling 
gold  and  silver  bullion,  foreign  coins  and  bills  of  exchange ;  by 
issuing  bills,  notes  and  other  evidences  of  debt,  and  by  exer- 
cising such  other  incidental  powers  as  shall  be  necessary  to 
carry  on  such  business. 

S  4.  The  real  estate  ivhich  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said 
corporation  to  purchase,  hold  and  convey,  shall  be,

ments, decrees  or  mortgages,  obtained  or  made  for  such  debts. 

The  said  corporation  shall  not  purchase,  hold  or  convey 
real  estate  in  any  other  case,  or  for  any  other  purpose. 

•S  5.  The  said  corporation  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly^ 
deal  or  trade  in  buying  or  selling  any  goods,  wares,  merchan- 
dize or  commodities  whatsoevei,  or  in  buying  or  selling  any 
stock  created  under  an  act  of  the  United  States,  or  of  any  par- 
ticular state,  unless  in  selling  the  same  when  truly  pledged 
by  way  of  security  for  debts  due  to  the  said  corporation.

Chap^  216. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Elmira  and  WUliamaport 
Rail-Road  Company. 

Passed  April  21,  1882. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows: 

S  1.  Solomon  L.  Smith  and  William  Maxwell,  and  such  coiporatioa 
other  persons  as  shall  hereafter  become  stockholders  of  tlie  said  °"***^ 
company,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic, 
by  the  name  of '^  The  Elmira  and  Williamsport  Rail-Road  Com- 
pany," for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  single  or  double  rail- 
road or  way,  from  some  proper  point  in  the  village  of  Elmira 
to  the  line  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  within  3ie  county  of 
Tioga ;  to  take,  transport,  carry  and  convey  property  and  per- 
sons upon  the  same,  by  the  power  and  force  of  steam,  of  ani- 
mals, or  i(hy  mechanical  power,  or  of  any  combination  of  them, 
for  the  term  of  fifty  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act 

S  2.   If  the  corporatfon  hereby  created  shall  not,  within  TimeiiiK 
dnee  years  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  oommencey  and  yithin 
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five  yetrs  thereafter,  coostnict,  finish,  and  put  in  eperatimi, 
the  said  single  or  double  rail-road  or  way,  then  the  said  cor- 
jyporation  shall  thenceforth  forever  cease,  and  this  act  shall  be 
null  and  void. 

S  3.  The  capital  stock  of  the  said  company  shall  be  seventy- 
five  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty- 
dollars  each,  and  shall  be  deemed  personal  property,  transfera- 
ble in  such  manner  as  the  by-laws  of  the  said  corporatiun  shall 
direct 

S  4.  Caleb  Baker,  Solomon  L.  Smith,  WiHiam  Jenkins, 
Abraham  Mc Henry,  James  Griswold,  Robert  Covell,  Isaac 
Baldwin,  William  Maxwell,  Charles  Orwan,  Darius  Bently, 
John  Jackson,  William  Bahlwin  and  George  Gardner,  shall 
be  commissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall*be,  within  one  year 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  at  some  suitable  place  in  the  vil- 
lage of  Elmira,  or  in  the  city  of  New- York,  or  in  the  city  of 
Albany,  or  in  each  or  all  those  places,  as  the  said  commission- 
ers shall  determme,  to  open  books  to  receive  subscriptions  to 
the  capital  stock  of  said  corporation,  which  books  shall  be  kept 
operi  for  subscription,  for  the  space  of  three  suc^ssive  days:

appoint,  to  choose  thirteen  directors ;  and  such  election  shall 
be  then  and  there  made  by  such  stockholders  as  shall  attend 
for  that  purpose,  either  in  person  or  by  proxy,  each  share  of  the 
capital  stock  entitling  the  stockholder  to  one  vote :  and  the  said 
commissioners  shall  be  inspectors  of  the  first  election  of  direc-

S  6.  The  first  directors  to  be  chosen,  shall  hold  their  offices  whentobv 
till  tlie  first  Monday  in  June  in  the  next  succeeding  year  after  **•"' 
such  election,  and  until  others  shall  be  chosen ;  and  every 
election  of  directors  thereafter,  shall  be  annually  on  the  first 
Monday  in  June  in  each  and  every  year,  at  such  time  and 
place  in  the  village  of  Elmira,  as  the  directors  shall  appoint, 
giving  fourteen  days'  previous  notice,  in  one  of  the  public 
newspapers  printed  in  said  village.

granted,  and  may,  by  their  agents,  surveyor  and  engineer, 
enter  upon  and  take  poRsession  of,  and  use  all  such  lands  as 
-may  be  indispensable  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of 
their  single  and  double  railroad  or  way,  and  the  accommo- 
dations requisite  and  appertaining  thereto :  and  may  also  re- 
ceive hold  and  take  all  such  voluntary  grants  and  donations 
of  land,  for  the  purpose  of  said  road,  as  shall  be  made    to 
the  said  corporation  to  aid   in  the  construction,  mainten- 
ance and  accommodation  of  said  single  or  double  rail-ioad 
or  way :   but  all  lands  thus  entered  upon,  which  are  not 
donations,  shall  be  purchased  by  the  said  corporation  of  the

lor shall  make  an  order  or  decree,  particularly  describing  the 
land,  and  reciting  the  appraisement  of  damages  and  the  mode 
of  makmg  it,  and  all  other  facts  necessary  to  a  compliance 
with  this  section  of  this  act ;  and  when  the  said  order  or  de- 
cree shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  said 
vice-chancellor  of  the  sixth  circuit,  the  said  corporation  shaU 
be  possessed  of  all  such  land,  and  may  enter  upon  and  take 
possession,  and  use  the  same  n>r  the  purposes  of  die  said  road. 
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S  10.  Id  caie  any  married  woman,  infant,  idiot,  or  insaiiaaightiorH 
person,  or  non-resident  of  the  state,  who  ahall  not  appear  after  '^^  ^^ 
such  notice,  shall  be  interested  in  anj  such  land,  the  said 
▼ice*chancellor  shall  appoint  some  competent  disinterested 
person  to  appear  before  the  said. commissioners,  and  act  for 
and  in  behalf  of  such  married  woman,  infant,  idiot,  insane 
person,  or  non-resident, 

Sll.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  reguhteTo,^ 
the  time  and  manner  in  which  passengers,  goods  and  other 
property  shall  be  transported  on  said  rail-road,  and  the  manner 
of  collecting  tolls  for  such  transportation,  and  to  collect  tolls  as 
soon  88  any  part  thereof  shall  be  finished. 

S  13.  ir  any  person  shall  wilfully  do  or  cause  to  be  don^(Pttnll7. 
any  act  or  acts  whatever,  whereby  any  building,  construction 
or  work  of  the  said  *corporation,  or  any  engine,  machine  or 
structure,  or  any  thing  appertaining  to  the  same,  shall  be 
stopped,  obstructed,  impaired,  weakened,  injured  or  destroyed, 
the  person  or  persons  so  offending  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the 
said  corporation  treble  the  amount  of  damages  sustained  by 
means  of  such  offence  or  injury,  to  be  recovered*  in  the  name 
of  the  said  corporation,  with  costs  of  suit  by  action  of  debt.  ^

highway,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  corporatioti  to  con- 
struct their  single  or  double  rail-road  or  ways  across  or  upon 
the  same;  but  the  corporation  shall  restore  the  stream  or 
water  course,  or  road,  street  or  highway  thus  interrupted,  to 
it&  former  state,. or  in  a  sufficient  manner  not  to  have  impaired 
its  usefulness. 

S  14.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  directors  to  require  pay-cubon   *

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Mr  d»Hy  at  tte  expiration  of  each  year,  for  tbe  term  of  M- 
teen  years  after  tbe  completion  of  said  road,  file  in  said  office 
a  detailed  statement  of  tolls  received  on  such  railHroed,  and 
of  all  moneys  expended  by  said  company  for  repairs  or  other- 
wise, for  the  purposes  of  said  rail-road. 

S  17.  If  the  legislature  of  this  state  shall,  at  the  expiration 
of  ten,  and  within  fifteen  years  from  the  completion  of  said 
rail-road,  make  provision  by  law  for  the  repayment  to  the  said 
company  of  the  amount  expended  by  them  in  the  construc- 
tion of  said  rail-road,  with  interest  on  said  sum  at  the  rate  of 
fourteen  per  cent  per  annum,  together  with  all  moneys  ex- 
pended by  said  company  for  repairs  or  otherwise,  for  the  pur- 
pyesof  said  road,  after  deducting  the  amount  of  tolls  received 
on  said  road,  then  the  said  rail-road,  with  all  fixtures  and  ap- 
purtenances, shall  vest  in  and  become  the  property  of  the  peo- 
ple of  this  state. 

S  18*  The  legislature  may  at  any  time  alter,  amend,  modify 
or  repeal  this  act. 


Chap.  217. 

AN  ACT  to  incarparate  the  ViUage  of  Oeneseo^ 

Passed  April  81,  18SS. 

The  People  of  the  SXate  of  New-Torky  represefided  m 
Senate  and  Asaembly^  do  enact  asfoUowa  : 

^^"^^^  Si.  All  that  district  of  country  hereinafter  described,  shall 
be  known  and  distinguished  by  the  name  of  the  ^'  Village  of 
Geneaeo ;"  that  is  to  say,  all  that  part  of  the  town  (^  Genesco- 
in  tlie  county  of  Livingston,  bounded  and  described  as  followa, 
to  wit :  on  the  east  by  the  east  line  of  Temple-Hill-atreet,  and 
the  same  line  extended  northerly  and  southerly  so  far  as  to 
intersect  the  north  and  south  bounds  oS  said  village ;  on  the 
south  by  a  line  parallel  with  and  seventeen  rods  distant  80utb> 
erly  from  the  south  bounds  of  South-street,  and  the  same  line 
extended  easterly  and  westerly  so  far  as  to  intersect  the  east 
and  west  bounds  of  said  village ;  on  the  west  by  a  line  paral- 
lel with  and  seventeen  rods  distant,  westerly  from  ihe  west 
bounds  of  Front-street,  and  the  same  line  t-xtended  northerly 
and  sontherly  so  far  as  to  intersect  the  north  and  south  bounds 
of  said  village;  and  on  tbe  north  by  a  line  parallel  with  and 
seventeen  rods  distant  northerly  from  the  north  bounds  of 
North-street,  and  the  sanie  line  extended  easterly  and  westerly

SS.  The  inhabitants  of  said  yillage  shall  be  a  corporation 
by  the  name  of  "  Trustees  of  the  village  of  Geneseo." 

§  3.  The  first  annual  meeting  of  the  wsaid  inhabitants  shall  i 
be  held  on  the  first  Monday  in  June  next,  at  one  o'clock  in  the ' 
afternoon,  at  the  house  now  occupied  by  Amos  Adams,  in  said 
village.     Every  annual  meeting  thereafter  shall  be  held  at 
such  time  and  place  in  said  village  as  shall  have  been  desig- 
nated therefor  at  the  next  preceding  annual  meeting.

6.  To  organize  and  provide  for  the  government  and  exer-  • 
cise  of  fire  companies  and  hook  and  ladder  companies. 

7.  To  compel  the  inliabitants  of  said  village  to  deposit  their 
ashes  in  safe  places. 

8.  To  provide  for  the  digging  of  wells,  and  the  making  of 
aqueducts  and  cisterns  and  reservoirs  of  water,  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  mentioned.

Chap.  218. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  President^  Directors  and 
Cfompcmff  of  the  Leather  Mamffacturers^  Bank, 

Passed  April  23,  1832. 

The  People  of  the  State  qf  New-Fork^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows : 

S  1.  There  shall  be  established  in  the  city  of  New-York,  a 
bank,  to  be  called  «<  The  Leather  Manufitcturere'  Baak,^ 
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^who9e  operations  of  discount  and  deposit  shall  be  carried  oQ  id 
the  city  of  New- York,  and  not  elsewhere. 

S  2.  AH  persons  who  shall  become  holders  of  ihe  capital  ^JJJJ**** 
stock  of  the  said  bank  pursuant  to  this  act,  siiall  be  and  they 
are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  of."  The 
President,  Directors  and  Company  of  ihe  Leather  Manufactu- 
rers' Bank,"  and  such  corporation  shall  continue  until  the  first 
day  of  Juue,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-two. 

S  3.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  (o  carry  on  the  Banking  • 
bu'tiness  of  banking  by  discounttng- bills,  notes  and  other  evi-^*^*** 
danced  of  debt;  by  receiving  deposits ;  by  buying  and  selling 
gold  and  silver  bullion,  ioreign  coins  and  bills  of  exchange; 
by  issuing  bills,  notes  and  other  evidences  of  debt,  and  by  ex- 
ercising such  other  incidental  powers  as  shall  be  necessary  to 
carry  on  such  business. 

S  4.  The  real  estate  which  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  saidftMii 
corporation  to  purchase,  hold  and  convey,  shall  be, 

1.  Such  as  shall  be  requisite  for  its  immediate  acooaimoda'» 
tion  in  the  convenient  transaction  of  its  business : 

2.  Such. as  shall  have  been  mortgaged  to  it  in  good^faith  by 
way  of  security  for  loans  previously  contracted  or  for  moneys 
due:  • 

3.  Such  as  shall  have  been  conveyed  to  it  in  satisfaction  of 
debts  previously  contracted  in  the  course  of  its  dealings :  and 

4.  Such  as  shall  have  been  purchnsed  at  sales  or  acquired 
by  redemption  upon  judgments,  decrees^  or  mortgages  obtain* 
ed  or  made  for  such  debts. 

The  said  corporation  shall  not  purchase,,  hold  or  convey 
real  estate  in  any  other  case,  or  for  any  other  purpose. 

§  5.  The  said  corporation  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly^  j 
deal  or  trade  in  buying  or  selling  any  goods,  wares,  merchandize 
or  commodities  whatsoever,  or  in  buying  or  selling  any  stock 
created  under  any  actof  tlie  United  States  or  of  any  particular 
state,  unless  in  selling  the  same  when  truly  pledged  by  way  of 
security  for  debts  due  to  the  said  corporation. 

§  6.  The  capital  stock  of  the  said  corporation  shall  be  sixgtoeb 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  twelve  thousand 
shares  of  fifty  dollars  each;  and  Gideon  Lee,  Austin  Melvin, 
OgHen  E.  Edwards,  Morgan  L.  Smith,  James  Meinell,  Liild^ 
ley  M.  Hoffman,  Edwarrf  K.  Prlchett,  are  hereby  appointed 
commissioners  to  receive  subscriptions  to  the  said  capital  stock. 

S  7.  The  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them^  shall  opensabMripti«i 
a  subscription  book  for  the  said  stock,  on  such  day  and  at  such^^^s 
place  in  the  city  of  New- York,  as  they  shall  appbint;  and  give 
at  least  fourteen  days'  notice  of  such  time  and  place,  in  one  or 
more  of  the  rtewspapers  printed  in  that  city.

the  commissioners  shall  deem  most  advantageous  to  the  intis- 
rest  of  the  institution;  but  no  person,  who  shall  have  subscri-

$  1.  The  supervisors  and  justices  for  the  time  being  of  anyc^ompaniM 
town  in  this  state,  may  appoint  in  \^riting  any  number  of  the  in-  fo^I^.^ 
habitants  of  said  town,  not  exceeding  twenty,  to  each  fire  engine 
which  may  be  procured  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires  in  said

^ers  of  the  poor,  shall  be  in  lieu  of  the  notice  required  by  the 
third  section  of  the  *^  Act  to  provide  for  the  instruction  of  the 
indigent  deaf  and  dumb  within  this  state,"  passed  April  16^ 
1822.  And  whenever  vacancies  occur  in  the  pupils  from  a 
senate  district,  those  .vacancies  may  be  filled  from  the  list  of 
that  district,  kept  by  the  Superintendent  of  common  schools, 
without  delay.

S  16.  If  any  person  shall  wilfully  do  or  cause  to  be  donc,p^, 
any  act  or  acts  whatever,  whereby  any  buil£ng,  construction 
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or  work  of  the  said  corporation,  or  any  engine^  madkine  or 
structure,  or  anj  matter  or  thing  appertaining  to  tlie  same, 
shall  be  stopped,  obstructed,  impaired,  weakened,  injured  or 
destroyed,  the  person  or  persons  so  offending  shall  be  guiltj  of

If  the  legislature  of  this  state  shall  at  the  expiration 
of  ten  and  within  fifteen  years  from  the  completion  of  said  rail- 
road, make  provision  by  law  for  the  re-payment  to  the  said 
company  of  the  amount  expended  by  them  in  the  (instruction 
of  said  rail-road,  together  with  all  moneys  expended  by  them 
for  permanent  fixtures  for  the  use  of  said  rail-road,  with  in-

S  9-  The  corporation  is  hereby  empowered  to  purchase^,  re^u^m* 
ceive  and  hold  such  real  estate  as  may  be  necessary  and  con- 
venient in  accomplishing  the  objects  for  which  this  incorpora* 
tion  is  granted,  and  may  by  their  agents,  surveyor  and  engi- 
•cer,  enter  upon  and  take  possession  of,  and  use  all  such  lands 
and  real  estate  as  may  be  indispensible  for  the  construction  and 
maintenance  of  their  single  and  double  rail-road  or  way,  and 
the  accommodations  requisite  and  appertaining  thereto,'  and 
may  also  recieve,  hold  and  take  all  such  voluntary  grants  and 
donations  of  land  for  the  purpose  of  said  road,  as  shall  be  made 
to  the  said  corporation,  to  aid  in  the  construction,  maintenance 
and  accommodation  of  the  said  single  or  double  rail-road  or 
way :    but  all  lands  thus  entered  upon,  which  are  not  dona« 
tions,  shall  be  purchased  by  the  said  corporation  of  the  owner 
or  owners  of  the  same,  at  a  price  to  be  mutually  agreed  up* 
oa  between  them ;  and  in  case  of  a  disagreement  as  to  price, 
and  bofore  making  any  portion  of  said  road  on  said  land,  the 
said  corporation,  or  the  owner  of  such  land,  may  apply  by  pe* 
tition  to  the  vice-chancellor  of  the  seventh  circuit,  who,  up- 
on  such  application,  shall  cause  such  notice  to  be  given  to  the 
other  party  as  he  shall  deem  proper  and  sufiiojent,  appointing 
therein  the  time  and  place  of  hearing  the  parties;  at  which 
time  and  place,  upon  proof  that  the  notice  directed  has  been  • 
given,  the  said  vice-chancellor  shall  direct  the  manner  of  as- 
oertaining  the  damages  which  the  owner  of  such  land  will  su8« 
tain  by  tJbe  occupation  thereof  by  the  said  corporation ;  and

Chap.  234. 

AN  ACT  far  the  relief  of  the  Widow  and  Children  of 
Jean  Pierre  BlanCy  deceased. 

Passed  April  24,  1832. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows : 

S  1.  All  the  estate  and  interest  of  the  people  of  this  state,  ^^ 
in  and  to  any  lands  situated  in  the  town  of  Le  Ray  in  the  ^' 
county  of  Jefierson,  and  in  the  town  of  Fowler  in  the  county 
of  St.  Lawrence,  of  which  Jean  Pierre  Blanc,  late  of  said  town 
of  Le  Ray,  died  seised,  acquired  by  the  escheat  of  the  same 
in  consequence  of  the  alienage  of  the  said  Jean  Pierre  Blanc, 
is  hereby  released  to,  and  vested  in  such  persons,  bemg  inhabi- 
tants of  the  United  States,  as  would  take  the  same  by  descent 
and  in  right  of  dower,  if  the  said  Jean  Pierre  Blanc  and  the 
persons  hereby  authorised  to  take,  had  been,  and  were  native 
citizens  of  this  state. 

S  2.  The  persons  taking  under  this  act,  take  estates  of  the  rm. 
same  nature  and  extent  as  they  would  have  taken  if  they  and 
the  said  Jean  Pierre  Blanc  had  been  citizens  of  this  state. 
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i^^of         S  S>  The  title  of  any  person,  being  an  inhabitant  of  the 
"*"     United  States,  to  any  lands  purchased  from  the  said  Jean 
Pierre  Blanc  shall  not  be  prejudiced  by  reason  of  the  alienage 
of  the  said  Jean  Pierre  Blanc. 

S  4.  Marie  Terme  Blanc,  Xavier  Blanc,  Eugene  Blanc^ 

^m^  AmSi^  Blanc,  Octave  Blanc,  Anastasie  Blanc  and  Yirginie 
Blanc,  are  hereby  authorised  and  enabled  to  take,  hold,  con- 
vey, lease  and  devise  real  estate,  in  the  same  manner  and  witli 
the  same  effect  as  if  they  and  each  of  them  were  native  citi- 
zens of  this  state ;  and  any  conveyance  heretofore  made  by  or 
to  them,  or  any  of  them,  shall  not  be  prejudiced  by  reason  of 
the  alienage  of  any  of  the  parties  to  such  conveyance ;  provided 
that  the  parties  to  such  conveyance  were,  at  the  time  of  exe- 
cuting the  same,  inhabitants  of  the  United  States.

AN  ACT  to  authorise  the  Supervisors  of  Oneida  Countjf 
to  defrajf  the  expenses  incurred  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Revised  Statutes^  relating  to  Habitual  Drunkards. 

Passed  April  24, 1832. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-YoT\,  represefded  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows : 

S  1*  All  expenses  heretofore  incurred  by  Ibe  overseers  of 
the  poor  of  any  town  in  Oneida  county,  since  the  distinction 
between  town  and  county  poor,  in  said  county,  was  abolished, 
or  which  may  hereafter  be  incurred  in  any  town  in  said  coun- 
ty, under  the  provisions  contained  in  title  two,  chapter  five, 
part  second  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  so  fiir  as  the  same  relate 
to  habitual  drunkards,  shall  be  a  county  charge ;  and  the  board 
of  supervisors  of  said  county  shall  from  time  to  time  levy  and 
collect  the  dmount  thereof,  in  the  same  manner  aa  other  con^ 
tingent  charges  are  levied  and  collected,  and  shall  cause  the 
several  expenses  heretofore  so  incurred  and  paid  by  any  town 
to  bo  repaid  from  the  county  treasury  of  said  county.

AN  ACT  to  divide  the  Town  of  ConnefuoangOy  in  the  Coun- 
ty of  Cattaraugus. 

Passed  April  24,  ISS2. 

T%e, People  of  the  State  of  New-Torky  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Si-  All  that  part  of  the  town  of  Connewango,  being  town-  onlJiJiS^* 
slif  p  number  four  in  the  ninth  range  of  townships  in  the  coun-^ 
ty 'of  Cattaraugus,  shall  constitute  a  new  town  by  the  name  of 
Leon,  and  the  first  town-meeting  for  the  choice  of  town  offi-* 
cers  shall  be  held  therein  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  March  next^ 
at  the  house  of  Amasa  Green, 

S  2.  All  the  remaining  part  of  the  town  of  Connewango  shall  S^JHSST 
remain  a  separate  town,  by  the  name  of  Connewango,  and  the 
next  town-meetipg  for  the  choice  of  town  officers  shall  be  held 
tlierein  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  March  next,  at  the  house  now 
occupied  by  Bliss  C.  Willoughby. 

S  S.  After  the  first  town-meeting  of  the  town  of  Leon,  the  J^ij^;^

The  People  qf  the  State  of  New-York^  rqpresenied  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follou>s : 

S  1.  Peter  Price,  of  .Rush,  in  tlie  county  of  Monroe,  Sn-JjJ*'^ 
muel  Rawson  j  of  Victor,  in  the  county  of  Ontario,  and  William '°  '^ 
C.  Dwight,  of  Leicester,  in  the  county  of  Livingston,  are 
hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  lay  oat  a  public  highway 
commencing^ near  the  court-house  in  the  village  of  Geneseof)Ogie 
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thence  running  easterly  and  nortbeasterlj  along  the  road  lead- 
ing to  Bossley's  mills,  to  the  dwelling-house  formerly  occupi-^ 
ed  by  Harvey  Armstrong,  in  the  town  of  Greneseo ;  thence 
northeasterly  through  the  improved  lands  of  Rodnum  Clark, 
William  Finley  and  Charles  Avery,  about  three-fourths  of  h 
mile,  intersecting  said  last  mentioned  road  near  David  Sher- 
wood's ;  thence  riong  said  road  to  the  dwelling-house  of  Brj*- 
ant  Milleman;  thence  northeasterly  across  the  unproved  lands 
of  Jacob  Heath  and  Edmund  Bossley,  about  half  a  mile  to  the 
bridge  over  the  Conesus  outlet,  at  Bossley's  mills ;  thence  nor- 
therly to  a  road  leading  east  and  west  along  the  south  line  of 
the  town  of  Avon ;  thence  easterly  along  the  South  lines  of  the 
towns  of  Avon,  Lima  and  Bloomfield,  and  in  the  same  direc- 
tion to  a  point  in  the  old  road  about  one  ^nd  a  half  mile  wes- 
terly of  the  village  of  Canandaigua ;  thence  along  said  old 
road  to  the  last  mentioned  village,  to  the  end  of  the  first  section ; 
if  in  the  opinion  of  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  such  road  is  required. 

S  2.  The  said  commissioners  before  they  enter  upon  the 
duties  aforesaid,  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  before  some 
justice  of  the  peace  to  lay  out  said  road  without  favor  or  par- 
tiality;  and  they  shall,  after  laying  out  said  road,  cause  to  be 
made  an  accurate  survey  of  so  much  of  said  road  as  shall  fall 
within  each  town  on  its  route,  to  be  filed  in  the  clerk's  office 
of  such  towns  respectively ;  and  where  the  said  road  shall  be 
laid  through  improved  land,  the  damages  shall  be  appraised  and 
paid,  and  the  road  opened  and  improved  in  the  same  manner 
^  as  prescribed  in  chapter  sixteen,  title  one  and  article  fourth  of 

the  first  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes ;  and  the  commissioners 
and  their  surveyors  shall  be  allowed  each  two  dollars  per  day 
for  the  time  they  shall  necessarily  be  employed  in  the  duties 
aforesaid.

AN  ACT  authorising  the  Supervisors  of  the  County  of 
Livingston  to  raise  Money  to  build  a  Bridge  over  the 
Genesee  River. 

Passed  April  24,  1832. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-Fork^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows : 

S  1*  The  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Livingston  are  here-^aoootoba 
by  authorised  and  required,  at  iheir  next  annual  meeting,  tQ»»*^*^<«' 
cause  to  be  levied,  collected  and  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  said 
county,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  contingent  charges  of 
said  county  are  by  law  directed  to  be  levied,  collected  and 
paid,  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars,  together  with  treasu- 
rer's and  collector's  fees  thereon,  for  the  purpose  of  building 
a  bridge  over  the  Genesee  river,  between  the  towns  of  Leices- 
ter and  Geneseo,  in  said  county,  five  hundred  dollars  of  which 
shall  be  levied  and  collected  in  the  towns  of  Leicester  and 
Geneseo,  and  the  remaining  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  in  the  county  of  Livingston,  including  the  aforesaid 
towns  of  Leicester  and  Geneseo :  which  sums  of  money, 
when  collected  and  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  said  county,  shall 
be  subject  to  the  order  of  the  commissioners  hereinafter  named 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid, 

S  2.  Elisha  Johnson  of  Rochester,  William  D.  Barnett  of  commMrioii. 
Clarkson,  and  Peter  Price  of  Rush,  of  the  coufcty  of  MonroejeSion?*^ 
are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  determine  at  what  * 

point  on  the  river,  between  said  towns  of  Leicester  and  Gene- 
seo, said  bridge  shall  be  located,  and  the  decision  of  said  com- 
missioners, or  any  two  of  them,  shall  be  final.  Said  commis- 
sioners shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  sum  of  two  dollars  per 
day  for  their  services,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  said 
county  of  Livingston,  from  the  moneys  authorised  to  be  raised 
by  virtue  of  this  act. 

S3.  William  Finly,  Henry  P.  North  and  William  C.TobuiM 
Dwight,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  superintend  ^"^ 
the  building  of  said  bridge,  with  full  power  to  contract  for 
the  materials  and  workmanship  of  the  same,  to  the  extent  of 
the  sum  hereby  granted ;  and  in  case  of  the  death  or  refusal 
of  said  commissioners,  or  either  of  them,  to  serve,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  first  or  senior  judge  of  said  county  of  Livingston 
to  appoint  a  person  or  persons  to  fill  the  vacancy  or  vacancies.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Washington  CoutUjf  Insu^ 
ranee  Company. 

Passed  April  24,  1832. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows: 

$  1.  Jonathan  Woods,  Henry  Holmes,  junior,  Charles 
Chandler,  and  their  associates,  and  ail  such  persons  as  shall 
hereafter  become  stockholders  in  the  company  hereby  mcorpo- 
rated,  shall  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  of 
the  Washington  County  Insurance  Company. 

S  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  two  thousand  shares  of 
twenty-five  dollars  each ;  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  said 
corporation  to  commence  any  business  whatever,  until  the 
whole  amount  of  the  capital  stock  shall  be  subscribed  and  paid 
for,  or  secured  by  bond  and  mortgage  on  real  estate  within 
this  state,  of  at  least  thirty  per  cent  above  the  value  for  which 
the  same  shall  be  mortgaged,  exclusive  of  buildings,  unless 
the  same  shall  be  insured ;  or  by  the  public  stoclu  'created 
by  this  state,  or  any  other  state,  or  by  the  United  States,  or 
an  incorporated  city  or  bank  of  this  state,  which  shall  be  va- 
lued at  tlie  time  at  or  above  par  in  the  market. 
ia,,„„^  S  3.  The  corporation  hereby  created  is  so  created  for  the 
purposes  and  no  other,  and  shall  have  power  and  authority  to 
I  make  contracts  of  insurance  with  any  person  or  persons,  body 
politic  or  corporate,  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire,  of  any 
houses  or  buildings  whatsoever,  or  of  any  goods,  chattels  or 
personal  estate  whatsoever,  for  such  term  or  terms  of  time, 
and  for  such  premium  or  consideration,  and  under  such  modi- 
fications and  restrictions,  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  the 
said  corporation  and  the  person  or  persons  agreeing  wiA  (hem

AN  ACT  authorising  the  removal  of  certain  Records  from 
the  ClerVs  Office  in  Ulster  Cou/nty  to  the  Clerk^s  Office 
qfthe  Cownties  of  SMivan^  Delaware  and  Greene. 

Passed  April  24,  1832. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-Yorky  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assefnbly^  do  enact  as  follows : 

^  ^  1.  All  maps,  field-books,  surveys  and  other  papers  rela- 
JSL**  **"  ting  to  lands  in  the  counties  of  Sullivan,  Delaware  and  Greene, 
which  are  now  deposited  or  filed  as  records  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  the  county  of  Ulster,  may,  at  the  expense  of  the  coun- 
ties of  Sullivan,  Delaware  and  Greene,  be  copied  by  the  clerks 
of  either  of  said  counties,  or  seme  person  deputed  by  them  for 
that  purpose ;  and  when  so  copied  and  duly  authenticated  by 
the  clerk  of  Ulster  county,  as  such  records  are  required  to  be 
by  the  Revised  Statutes,  in  order  to  make  them  legal  evidence, 
and  filed  m  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  of  SuUivui, 
IMawara  or  Grviaey  shall  be  regacded  as  records  of  such  of- 
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fice  ;*  and  cdpies  thereof  authenticated  hf  the  cHIb  ef  the  wd 
counties  respectively,  pursuant  to  the  Rerised  Statutes  in  smdi 
cases,  shall  be,  in  all  courts  and  places,  as  valid  and  sufficient 
testimonj  of  the  contents  of  said  original  maps,  field-books, 
surveys  and  other  papers,  as  the  originals  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  clerk  of  Ulster  county  might  or  could  be  if  produced.

Chap.  241. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Tonawanda  Rail-Road  Cowr 

pany. 

Passed  April  24, 1832,

AN  ACT  (Utering  the  Time  qf  electing  lUpresentaHvee  in 
the  Twenty-Third  Congress  of  the  United  States. 

Passed  April  24, 1832.

dred  and  thirty-two,  as  now  provided  by  law. 

S  2-  Representatives  to  be  chosen  after  the  year  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  thirty-three,  shall  be  chosen  at  the 
time  and  in  the  manner  provided  by  title  six  of  chapter  six 
of  the  first  pait  of  the  Revised  Statutes.  • 
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$5.  If  tbe  reprefleatatiTes  in  the  congress  of  the  United  loeueoftp* 
States  shall  be  apportioned  according  to  the  recent  census,  by  ^  co^ 
BUj  act  to  be  passed  during  the  present  session  of  Congress, 
then  this  act  shall  thenceforth  be  void  and  of  no  effect ;  and  in 
that  case  it  shall  be  the  dutj  of  the  person  administering  the 
government  of  this  state^  to  convene  the  legislature  at  such 
time  before  the  first  day  of  September  next,  as  he  shall  deem 
proper. 


Chap.  249. 

AN  ACT  providing  for  the  duMbuHon  of  the  Electoral 

Lotm. 

Passed  April  24,  1832. 

The  People  qf  the  Slate  of  New-Yorky  represented  in 
Senate  and  Aesemblj/y  do  enact  as  follows  :

equal  to  ten  times  the  number  of  towns  and  wards  in  his 
county. 

Each  county  derk  receiving  such  copies,  shall  imme-coonty 
diately  thereafter  deliver  to  the  town  clerk  of  each  town,  and  '^''*"' 
to  the  aldermen  of  each  ward  in  his  county,  t^n  copies,  for  the 
use  of  the  inspectors  of  election  of  such  town  or  ward. 

S  8.  The  treasurer  shall  pay,  on  the  warrant  of  the  comp-  EipooM. 
troller,  such  sum  as  the  secretary  of  state  shall  certify  to  be 
just  and  reasonable,  as  a  compensation  to  any  messenger  em- 
ployed under  section  six  of  title  fifth  of  chapter  sixth  of  the 
first  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  President^  Directors  and 
Company  of  the  Essex  County  Bank. 

Passed  April  25^  18S2. 

The  People  of  the  StcUe  of  New-York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assemblyy  do  efioct  as  follows  : 

$  1.  There  shall  be  established  in  the  village  of  Keeseville,  Kmnc 
county  of  Essex,  a  bank,  to  be  called  ^^  The  Essex  County

corporattoa  S  2.  All  persont  who  shall  become  holders  of  the  capital 
stock  of  the  said  bank  pursuant  to  this  act,  shall  be  and  ihej 
are  herebj  constitutctf  a  body  corporate,  bj  the  name  of  **  Tbe 
President,  Directors  and  Company  of  the  Essex  Count j 
Bank,"  and  such  corpoiftition  shall  continue  until  tbe  first  day 
of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty* 
two. 

S  3.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  carry  on  the 
baiiness  of  banking  by  discounting  bills,  notes  and  other  evi- 
denced of  debt ;  by  receiving  deposits ;  by  buying  and  selling 
gold  and  silver  bullion,  foreign  coins'  and  bills  of  exchange ;

in named  :  all  future  elections  shall  be  conducted  in  the  man- 
ner prescribed  in  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation.

River. 

Passed  April  25,  1832. 

7%e  People  of  the  State ^of  New- York,  represented  in 

Senate  and  Assembly ,  do  enact  as  follows : 

% 
S  1*  It  shall  be  lawful  for  Jeremiah  BradWay,  his  heirs  and  ^^"j- 

assigns,  to  continue  and  maintain  a  ferry  across  the  Schoharie 
river  at  or  near  the  dwelling-house  of  the  said  Bradway,  in 
the  town  of  Schoharie,  for  the  term  of  six  years  from  the  first 
day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-three, 

S  2.  The  said  Jeremiah  Bradway  shall  keep,  support  and  SMworbott 
maintain  a  good  and  sufficient  scow  or  boat  for  the  aixommo- 
dation  of  said  ferry,  and  at  all  reasonable  times  and  seasons, 
cause  the  said  scow  or  boat  to  be  well  manned'to  transport  and 
ferry  across  said  river  pevsons,  goods  and  chattels. 

$3.  The  said  Jeremiah  Bradway'^shall  be  entitled  to  re- B«tM of  t«ii. 
ceire  at  the  said  ferry  the  following  rates  or  tolls  for  ferriage, 
that  is  to  say :  for  every  ^wagon  or  four  wheeled  carr^ge, 
drawn  by  two  horses  or  oxen,  twelve  and  a  half  cents,  and  if 
drawn  by  four  horses,  twenty  cents  f  every  wagon,  chair,  sulky 
or  chaise  drawn  by  oneliorse,  eight  cents ;  every  cart,  sleigh 
or  sled  drawn  by  two  horses  or  oxen,  twelve  and  a  half  cents ; 
every  cutter  drawn  by  one  horse,  six  cents ;  every  foot  pas- 
senger, three  cents;  for>cattle,  horses  or  mules,  not  attached  to  ^' 
carriages,  three  cents.  But  all  persons  crossing  or  transporting 
their  femilies  and  property  in  their  own  scow  or  boat,  having 
lands  adjacent  to  either  side  of  said  river,  or  owning  or  being 
interested  in  any  mills  within  two  miles  of  the  said  ferry, 
drovers  driving  their  horses,  mules  and  cattle  through  said  river. 
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and  persons  crossing  on  the  ice,  shall  be  exempt  from  paying 
any  thing  at  the  ferry.

It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person,  other  than  the  said 
Jeremiah  Bradway,  his  agents  and  assigns,  to  carry  or  trans- 
port any  person  or  property  for  pay  or  hire  across  said  river 
within  the  distance  of  two  miles  above  or  below  said  ferry ;

B.  Burchard,  and  such'  other  persons  as  may  associate  with 
them,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  village  of  Hamilton,  m 
the  county  of  Madison,  with  pure  and  wholesome  water,  shall 
be  and  hereby  are  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  by 
the  name  of  "The  HamiUon  Water  Association,"  and  by 
that  name  they  and  their  successors  sKall  be  capable  in  law  of 
suing  and  being  sued,  of  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  in  any

to  be  chosen  and  agreed  upon  by  the  parties ;  and  in  cases  of 
refusal  or  neglect  by  either  party  to  nominate  and  appoint 
them,  then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  judge  of  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleasfof  the  county  of  Oneida^  to  appoint  three  discreet 
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freeholders,  not  interested  in  the  premises,  at  the  request  of 
either  party,  and  on  their  determining  the  same,  their  award 
shall  be  final  and  conclusive :  Provided  the  said  company 
•hall  pay  such  sum  or  sums,  as  shall  be  determined  upon  by  *

Chap.  273, 

AN  ACT  imposing  a  Tax  on  Dogs  in  the  Counties  of 
Richmond^  Rockland  and  Westchester. 

Passed  April  25,  1832. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  represented  in 
SevuUe  and  Assembly  y  do  enact  as  follows : 

S  1.  There  shall  be  annually  levied  and  collected,  in  the 
counties  of  Richmond,  Rockland  and  Westchester,  the  fol- 
lowing tax  on  dogs :  upon  every  dog  or  bitch  of  six  months 
old  or  upwards,  kept  by  any  one  person  or  family,  fifty  cents^ 
and  for  every  additional  dog  or  bitch,  kept  by  the  same  person 
or  family,  the  same  tax  as  is  provided  to  be  levied  and  collect- 
ed by  part  first,  chapter  twenty,  title  seventeen,  and  section 
one  of  the  Revised  Statutes ;  anid  the  revenue  so  collected  in 
the  counties  of  Richmond,  Rockland  and  Westchester,  shall 
be  applied  in  the  same  manner  as  directed  by  the  said  title  of 
the  Revised  Statutes. 
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Chap.  274. 

AN  ACT  Jor  the  more  effectual  improvement  of  Road$ 
and  Bridges. 

Passed  April  25,  lfi32. 

The  People  of  the^  State  of  New-York^  repfesetded  in 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Si.  Whenever  the  commissioners  of  highways  of  any  town 
ft«addiuoDti  jj^  ^jg  gj^jg  gjjj^jj  j^  ^f  opinion,  that  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars,  as  now  allowed  by  law,  will  be  insufficient  to 
pay  the  expenses  actually  necessary  for  the  improvement  of 
roads  and  bridges,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  commissioners  to 
apply,  in  open  town-meeting,  for  a  vote  authorising  such  addi- 
tional sum  to  be  raised  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the 
purpose  aforesaid,  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars, 
in  addition  to  the  sum  now  allowed  by  law. 
NotiMbow       S  2.  Before  making  such  application,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
lotegiTw.   ^^  conimissioners  to  give  notice  of  their  intended  application, 
by  posting  the  same  in  a  conspicuous  manner  in  at  least  Ave  of 
the  most  public  places  in  such  town,  at  least  four  weeJcs  next 
preceding  the  annual  town-meeting :  such  notice  shall  specify 
tl^c  amount  to  be  applied  for,  and  the  purposes  for  which  the 
same  is  intended  to  be  appropriated,  with  the  probable  amount 
necessary  to  be  expend^  at  each  place  if  there  shall  be  more 
than  one.

Chap.  275. 

AN  ACT  io  meorporate  tie  VUlage  of  Fort-Piain^  in  the 
County  of  Montgomerjf. 

Passed  April  25,  IBSi. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-Yorky  represented  in 
Senate  and  Aseemblg^  do  enact  a^foUawa  : 

S  1.  The  district  of  country  contained  within  the  fcillo^in^i^omdioirtiil 
bounds,  viz :  beginning  at  the  intersection  of  the  Osquake  ^'"**'' 
creek  with  Ihe  Mohawk  river,  in  the  town  of  Minden  and 
county  of  Montgomery  ;  ;*hence  up  along  the  said  river,  as  it 
winds  and  turns,  to  the  northerly  line  of  lot  number  foui'  in 
Bleecker's  patent ;  thence  westerly  along  said  line  to  the  wesf-^ 
eriy  or  head  line  of  the  homestead  lots  number  four,  fiv^  six 
.and  seven,  in  the  patent  aforiasatd,  on  the  table  land  adjoining 
tfae  flats,  to  the  poitit  where  said  line  intersects  the  creek  afore^ 
said ;  and  thence  down  to  the  centre  of  said  creek^  as  it  winde 
and  turns,  to  tbe  place  of  beginnings  shall  hereaAer  continue  to 
be  known  and  distinguished  by  the  name  of  Fort^Plain  village; 

S  ^.  AH  the  freeholders  and  inhabitants  residing  in  ^id  vil-  Corpomi^ 
lage  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  coiAtitUted  and  declared  td  "*****^ 
be  from  time  to  time  and  forever  hereafter,  a  body  poHtic  and 
corporate,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of"  Thte  Trustee* 
of  Fort-Plain  Village,"  and  that  they  and  their  successor^  may 
have  a  common  seal,  and  may  change,  and  alter  the  same  at 
pleasure;  ami  shall  be  capable  in  law  of  purchaeing,  holding 
and  conveying  any  estate^  real  or  pers6nal^  for  the  uae  of  ttid 
village.   . 

St  3.  Th^re  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  at  sotne  proper  place  M«etinci  «r 
in  said  village,  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  June;  and  all  inhabi- {jJ^J^JJ^ 
ta"ht8  of  said  village,  qualified  to  vote  ftt  town-meetings,  ftballtMs- 
be  qualified  to  vote  at  all  village  meetings.     AU  meetings 
ahall  be  called  by  a  notice  to  be  publislied  for  two  weeks  in 
all  the  public  newspapers  published  ii^  said  village,  or  by  put- 
ting np  notices  in  writing  in  three  publit  places  in  said  village, 
Which  notice  shall  designate '  the  time  ami  place  of  the  meet* 
ing.

atmeta;  and  the  deposit  of  ashes  in  unsafe  places;  to  compel 
the  oiwners  of  houses,  shops  and  stores  to  have  scuttles  on  the 
reoft ;  to  prevent  immoderate  riding  or  driving  in  said  Tillage; 
to  pgreveat,  abate  or  remove  nuisances ;  to  apppint  twenty  fira- 
asen  |o  every  engine  at  any  time  possessed  by  the  said  villi^ge, 
andtenaMmberaoftfwy  book  and  ladder  company;  tooifft- 
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mze  fire  coapaDm  aDd  book  and  ladder  companies,  and  to  pr^ 
acribe  rules  for  their  government,  and  to  regulate  the  time  ao4 
manoer  of  their  exercise ;  to  provide  engines  and  ail  necessa* 
Tj  apparatus  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and  to  require  the 
inhabitants  to  provide  and  keep  fire  buckets  3  to  compel  the  in* 
habitant3  of  said  village  toaid  in  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and 
to  prescribe  the  mode  of  operations;  to  protect  property  in  case 
of  fires ;  to  prevent  the  encumbering  of  streets  and  side-walks, 
and  to  protect  the  same  from  encroachment  or  injury ;  to  protect 
trees  in  said  village ;  to  restrain  the  running  at  large  of  cattle, 
beasts  and  animals  of  all  kinds;  to  light  the  streets;  for  con- 
structing and  preserving  reservoirs,  and  regulating  the  use  there- 
of;  to  establish  a  pound ;  to  establish  and  regulate  markets,  and 
to  restrain  sales  in  the  streets ;  and  to  enforce  observance  to  all 
such  by-laws,  police  regulations  and  ordinances  by  a  penalty 
sot  exceeding  fifteen  dollars^  to  be  sued  for  in  the  corporate 
name,  and  recovered  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  in  the 
county  of  Montgomery,  in  an  action  Qf  debt,  in  which  the 
pleadings  shall  be  general,  and  this  act  and  any  proper  ,specii|l 
matter  nmy  be  given  in  evidence ;  and  no  inhabitant  of  the 
eaid  village  shall  fur  that  cause  be  disqualified  from  being  a 
justice,  juror,  witness  or  constable,  on  the  trial  of  any  cau($e 
ibr  the  recovery  of  any  such  penally.

AN  ACT  regulating  SuUs  on  BUls  of  Exchange  and  Pro- 
missory Notes. 

Passed  April  26,  1882. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-Yorky  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

S  1 .  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  bolder  of  any  bill  of  exchange  suiu  how  to 
or  promissory  note  hereafter  to  be  made,  instead  of  bringing  se-  »»•*>«>"«*»•• 
parate  suits  against  the  drawers,  makers,  endorsers  and  accep- 
tors of  such  bill  or  note,  to  include  all  or  any  of  the  said  par- 
ties to  the  bill  or  note  in  one  action,  and  to  proceed  to  judg- 
ment and  execution  in  the  same  manner  as  though  all  the  de^ 
fendants  were  joint  contractors. 

$2.  In  any  such  action,  any  joint  drawer,  maker,  endorser  Abatmrnc 
or  acceptor,  may  plead  in  abatement  the  non-joinder  of  any  JXdoS. 
other  joint  drawer,  maker,  endorser  or  acceptor,  in  the  same 
manner  as  though  this  act  had  not  bfsen  passed :  and  no  judg- 
ment to  be  rendered  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  shall  be  of  any 
eflect  against  any  defendant  not  served  with  process,  or  with 
the  declaration  where  ^the  suit  shall  be  commenced  by  the  ser- 
yice  of  a  declaration  ;  except  that  where  judgment  shall  be  ob- 
tained against  joint  contractors,  some  of  whom  shall  not  be  ser- 
ved with  process,  or  with  copy  of  the  declaration  where  the    - 
suit  is  commenced  by  declaration,  such  judgment  shall  be  of 
the  same  effect  against  joint  contractors,  as  if  this  law  had  not 
passed. 

S  S.  The  plaintiff  in  any  such  action,  and  in  all  other  ac-  MoMy 
tions  on  bills  of  exchange  or  promissory  notes,  may  declare  * 
upon  the  money  counts  alone ;  and  any  such  hilt  or  note  may 
be  given  in  evidence  under  the  money  counts  in  all  cases 
where  a  copy  of  the  bill  or  note  shall  have  been  served  with 
the  declaration. 

S  4.  In  any  such  action,  judgment  may  be  rendered  for  the  jadcmMt. 
plaintiff  against  some  one  or  more  of  the  defendants;  and  also 
in  fiivor  of  some  one  or  more  of  the  defendants  against  the 
plaintiff,  according  as  the  rights  and  liabilities  of  the  respective 
parties  shall  appear,  either  upon  confession,  default  by  plead-  ^ 
mg  or  on  trial :  and  where  judgment  shall  be  rendered  in  favor 
of  any  defendant,  he  shall  recover  costs  against  the  plaintiff, 
in  the  same  manner  as  though  judgment  had  been  rendered  for 
all  of  the  defendants. 

S  5.  In  any  such  action,  any  person  or  persons  sued,  shall  J 
be  entitled  to  set  off  his  or  their  demands  against  the  plaintiff, ' 
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in  the  same  manner  as  though  such  defendant  or  defendants 
had  been  sued  in  the  form  heretofore  used. 

v««M.  S  6.  If,  upon  the  trial  of  any  such  action,  the  whole  amount 

of  the  demands  set  off  bj  any  or  ail  of  the  defendants,  and  al* 
lowed  by  the  jury  or  referees,  shall  be  equal  to,  or  shall  exceed 
the  amount  of  the  plaintiff's  demand  as  proved  on  the  trial,  the 
jury  or  referees  shall  find  a  verdict  or  make  a  report  in  favor 
of  the  defendants  generally :  but  if  the  jury  or  referees  shall 
allow  any  demand  as  a  set  off,  and  shall  still  find  'or  report  a 
balance  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff,  they  shall  state  in  their  verdict, 
or  certify  in  their  report,  the  amount  which  they  allow  to  each 
defendant  as  a  set  off  against  the  plaintiff's  demand. 

lifiitatnd        ^7.  The  rights  and  responsibilities  of  the  several  parties 

SS!'^"'''"'^  to  any  such  bill  or  note,  as  between  each  otlier,  shall  remain 
the  same  as  though  this  act  had  not  been  passed ;  saving  only 
the  rights  of  the  plaintiff,  so  far  as  they  may  have  been  delei^ 
mined  by  the  judgment. 

WitMMM.  5  8.  In  every  suit  brought  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  any  one  or  more  of  the  defendants  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
testimony  of  any  co-defendant  as  a  witness,  .in  all  those  cases 
where  the  defendant  or  defendants  calling  the  witness  would 
bate  been  entitled  to  his  testimony,  had  the  suit  been  brought 
in  the  form  heretofore  used,  and  in  no  other  case. 

Upumttw      S  9.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the 
""  holder  .of  any  bill  or  note  from  bringing  separate  actions  against 

the  parties  to  any  such  bill  or  note,  in  the  manner  now  au- 
thorised by  law. 

S  10.  In  all  actions  on  promissory  notes  or  bills  of  exchange, 
where  the  plaintiff  shall  file  a  copy  of  such  promissory  note 
or  bill  of  exchange,  with  the  declaration,  the  damages  may  be 
assessed  as  though  the  said  note  or  bill  of  exchange  had  been 
set  out  specially  in  said  declaration.

.      Passed  April  25,  18S2. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-Torkj  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly ^  do  enact  asfoUows : 

o«niiii  Ao  S  !•  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  agent  of  the  Auburn  state 
prison,  under  the  direction  of  the  inspectors  thereof,  to  construct 
two  hundred  and  twenty  additional  solitary  cells  in  that  pri- 
son. 
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S  3.  The  sum  9t  six  thousaDd  dollars,  to  be  drawn  from  the  i 


treasury  on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller,  is  hereby  approprU  **«*^l*>*^ 
ted  for  that  purpose,  but  the  same  shall  not  be  so  drawn  until 
the  moneys  which  may  be  in  the  hands  of  the  agent  shall  have 
been  expended  and  accounted  for  to  the  comptroller. 

S  3.  The  money  hereby  appropriated,  shall  he  drawn  ftndHawt»u 
accounted  for  in  the  manner  beretofore  prescribed  by  law  ;  and     ""' 
the  inspectors  of  the  aforesaid  prison  shall  report  to  the  next 
legislature  their  proceedings,  together  with  a  detailed  statement 
pf  the  moneys  expended  by  them  under  this  act.

at  Mount-Pleasant,  all  such  charges  for  travelling  and  other 
personal  expenses  as  hare  been  by  either  of  the  said  officers 
rendered  to  him,  and  now  remain  suspended  in  his  office,  up- 
on satisfactory  proof  being  adduced  to  him  by  or  on  the  behalf  of 
the  present  agents,  and  of  the  personal  representatives  ot  the  late 
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agent  of  the  Auburn  prison,  now  deceased,  that  the  said  ex- 
penses were  properly  and  necessarily  incurred  in  the  manage- 
ment of  the  affairs  of  their  respective  prisons. 

^14.  The  sums  paid  by  ifie  late  agent  of  the  Auburn  pri-  ymnf^n

AN  ACT  far  the  rditf  of  Michad  Anthony^  and  to  satisfy

such  corporation  by  the  court  of  chancery,  or  by  the  trustees

like  effect  upon  the  rightu  of  the  parties,  as  if  such  corporation 
had  not  been  dissolved.

AN  ACT  for  the  mppcri  qfthe  Oovemmeni  of  this  Sate. 

Passed  April  S6,  18S2. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New-York^  rqnresented  in 
Senate  and  AseenMy^  do  enact  aefoUowe : 

S  !•  Whenever  there  shall  not  be  money  in  the  treasury  be- 
longing to  the  general  fund,  sufficient  for  the  purposes  of  the 
government,  the  comptroller  shall  take  money  belonging  either 
to  the  common  school  or  literature  fund,  and  shall  assign  to 
the  fund  to  which  the  money  so  taken  belonged,  an  equal 
amount  of  good  bonds  and  mortgages,  or  olher  good  securities 
belonging  to  the  general  fund.  Jn  all  cases  of  such  assign- 
ment to  the  literature  fund,  the  comptroller  shall  give  notice  to 
the  chancellor  or  secretary  of  the  regents  of  the  university ; 
and  in  ease  of  all  such  assignments  to  the  common  school  fund, 
the  comptroller  shall  give  notice  to  the  superintendent  of  com- 
mon schools;  and  upon  such  notice  the  said  chancellor  or  se- 
cretary or  superintendent,  shall  attend  to  such  assignment; 
and  no  bond  or  mortgage,  or  other  security  shall  be  so  assigned 
to  the  literature  fund  without  the  consent  of  the  said  chancel- 
lor or  secretary,  or  to  the  common  school  fund,  without  the 
Consent  of  the  superintendent,  which  consent  shall  be  endors- 
ed upon  the  bond  and  mortgage,  or  other  seconty  so  assigned.

^1.  Every  inspector  of  flour  and  meal  shall  be  entitled  to  pe, 
receive  the  following  compensation  f6r  his  services,  to  be  paid 
by  the  person  offering  such  flour  or  meal  for  inspection  :  For 
inspecting,  boring,  branding  and  plugging  every  hogshead,  three 
cents,  every  barrel  or  half  barrel,  one  cent^  when  inspected  in 
the  city  and  county  of  New- York,  and  two  cents  when  in- 
spected in  any  other  county.  For  weighing  and  ascertaining 
the  light  weight,  or  under  tare  of  any  hothead  under  tare, 
thirty  cents;  of  any  barrel  or  half  barrel,  six  cents. 

S  2.  Section  thirty  of  the  act  hereby  amended,  is  repealed. 

S  3.  The  inspector  of  flour  m  the  city  of  New- York,  in  his 
annual  report  to  the  legislature,  shall  give  a  detailed  statement  T*^  ^'^^ 
of  his  disbursements,  in  which  he  shall  state  the  amount  paid^ 
to  whom  paid,  when  and  for  what  purpose,  which  return  shall 
be  made  under  oath.

S  L  The  presidem  and  directors  of  the  Warwick  and  Miiii* 
sink  turnpike  road  company,  arc  hereby,  authorised  to  abaadon 
all  that  part  of  tlieir  road,  comnieucing  at  the  line  of  the  state 
of  New-Jersey,  and  extending  thence  to  its  intersection  with 
Pine  Island  turnpike ;  and  whenever  the  said  president  anddi- 
.  rectors  shall,  by  writing,  under  their  corporate  seal,  convey  all 
their  right,  title  and  interest  in  and  to  the  said  turnpike,  to  the 
commissioners  of  highways  of  the  town  of  Warwick,  for  the 
use  of  i»id  town ;  then,  and  from  thenceforth,  the  said  preu- 
dent  and  directors  shall  be  released  and  dischai^ped  from  all 
obligation  to  keep  the  saicl  road  so  abandoned  in  repair.

It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  sell  or  dispose 
of  any  empty  barrels  or  the  heads.of  barrels  that  have  contain-  * 
ed  inspected  beef  or  pork,  without  first  obliterating  the  inspec- 
tor's marks  or  brands  oti  said  barrels  or  heads  of  barrels,  under 
the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  and  every  barrel  or  head 
sold.  And  that  every  inq)ector  of  this  state  shall  mark  with 
paint  his  name  as  well  as  thus  quality  on  every  barrel  of  thin, 
clear,  soft,  measly  pork  he  shall  inspect ;  and  if  any  person 
shall  alter  the  mspector's  ma^  or  brand,  or  add  any  mark  con- 
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trary  to  Aie  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  law,  he  diall  far- 
Mt  and  pay  for  every  barrel  so  altered  or  shipped,  or  attemptei 
to  be  shipped,  ten  dollars,  which  said  penalties  may  be  reco- 
vered by  and  to  the  use  of  any  person  who  shall  sue  for  the 
same.

ford aid  to  honest  and  industrious  members  entering  upon,  ancf 
whilst  engaged  in  business ;  to  establish  a  school  for  the  edu- 
cation of  their  youth,  and  courses  of  lectures  on  meoVuuavcal 
and  chemical  philosophy,  for  the  benefit  of  mechanics,  manu- 
facturers and  apprentices.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  New- York  City  MarUe  Ce- 

metery. 

Passed  April  S6»  18S8«    . 

7%e  People  of  the  State  of  New-Yarky  repreBentti  ill 
Senate  and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows  : 

S  1-  All  such  persons  who  now  are  or  hereafter  shall  be- 
come owners  and  proprietors  of  vaults  in  the  cemetery  recent-/ 
ly  constructed  in  the  interior  of  the  block  formed  by  the  First 
and  Second  Avenues,  and  Second  and  Third-streets  in  the  ele- 
venth ward  of  the  city  of  New- York,  shall  be,  and  hereby  are 
created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,.  i(i  fact  and  in  name,  bf 
the  name  and  style  of  '^  The  New-York  .City  Marble  Ceme- 
tery," and  by  that  name  they  and  their  successors  shall  and 
may  be  known  and  have  perpetual  succession. 

S  2.  The  said  cemetery  and  the  several  vaults  therein  shall,  cmjgr^ 
and  may  at  all  times  hereafter,  be  used  and  appropriated  foi  *** 
the  interment  of  the  dead,^and  for  no  other  use  or  purpose  wha^ 
ever.  The  said  vaults  shall  be  deemed  personal  pr<^rty,  and 
shall  not,  in  case  where  not  more  than  one  of  them  is  owned 
by  the  same  person  or  persons,  be  liable  to  taxation  or  sale  o& 
execution,  or  to  be  inventoried  as  assets  applicable  to  the  pay- 
ment of  debts ;  but  every  of  the  sai^  vaults  may  be  bequeath- 
ed by  last  will  and  testament,  and  in  case  of  intestacy  shall  be- 
long to  the  next  of  kin  of  the  deceased ;;  and  no  dead  body  shall

each  of  the  said  raults  shall  entitle  the  owner  or  .owners  there- 
of to  one  vote ;  and  the  five  persoijs  having  the  highest  num- 
ber of  votes  at  any  such  election,  shall  be  declared  duly  elect- 
ed trustees  ibr  the  next  ensuing  year,  and  until  others  shall  be 
duly  chosen  in  their  places.

son or  persons,  to,  in  or  upon  the  lands  or  real  estaVe,  or  anv 
part  thereof,  whereon  the  said  cemetery  is  constructed,  \>ul 
every  such  right,  lien  and  incumbrance  shall  remain  unim- 
paired, and  be  of  the  same  validity  and  effect  as  if  this  act  had 
not  been  passed.

Chap.  320. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Saratoga  Turnpike 
Company. 

Passed  April  26,  1832. 

The  People  of  the  l^ate  of  New-York^  represented  im 
Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  a^  foUows  : 

S  1.  Moses  Williams,  Harvey  Loomis,  Ephraim  Stevens^ 
Canvass  White  and  Nicholas  B.  Doe,  and  all  such  persons 
as  shall  assojciate  with  them  for  the  purpose  of  making  rgood 
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ttb^  permanent'  turnpike  road  from  the  north  end  of  the  We- 
tervliet  tuDdpike  to  the  inn  of  £phni]m  Stevens,  in  the  town 
of  Clifton-Park,  in  tlie  county  of  Saratcca,  and  from  thence  to 
the  inn  of  James  Jones,  in  said  town  of  ^ifton-Park,  and  from 
thence  to  some  point  in  the  village  of  Ballston-Spa,  in  said 
countv,  shall  i)e,  for  the  purposes  mentioned,  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of  '^  The  Sa- 
ratoga Turnpike  Company,"  and  by  that  name  they  and  their 
successors  shall  be  capable  of  suing  «ind  being  sued,  answering 
and  being  answered  unto,  impleading  and  being  impleaded,  in 
all  courts  and  placea  whatsoever. 

S  2*.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  make  and  use  comnoA 
a  conmnon  seal,  to  purchase  and  hold  such  real  estate  for  tbe"*^ 
use  of  the  corporation,  and  enter  into  such  contracts  as  may 
be  necessary  to  accomplish  the  purposes  for  whicli  the  said 
corporation  is  above  stated  to  be  created. 

S  3.  At  the  time  of  subscription  one  dollar  shallbe  paid  to^|!!|^^* 
the  said  commissioners  on  each  share  subscribed,  and  any  neg- 
lect or  refusal  to  pay  in  the  residue  of  the  capital  stock,  ac- 
cording to  the  requirement  of  the  said  company,  si^all  work  a 
forfeiture  to  the  company  of  all  previous  payments  on  the 
abare)i  held  by  the  stockholder  or  stockholders  so  neglecting  or  * 
refusing. 

S  4.  The  stock  of  said  company  shall  consist  of  three  thou*- Anio«i  oir 
sand  shares^  of  fiAy  dollars  each;  aiid  Ephraim  Stevens,  Mo- 
tes Williams^  Harvey  Loomis,  Canvass  White  and  Nicholas 
,B.  Doe,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  t(»  receive  sub- 
scriptions for  said  stock,  and  a  majority  of  them  shall  be  com- 
petent for  this  purpose. 

S  5.  The  corporation  hereby  created  shall  possess  the  ge-  Gimtipum^ 
neral  powers  and  privileges,  and  be  subjected  to  the  liabilities*^ 
of  turnpike  incorporations,  as  prescribed  in  the  first  title  of 
the  eighteenth  chapter  of  the  first  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
of  this  state,  except  where  the  same  may  be  contrary  hereto.

St.  The  said  comp&ny  may  erect  one  toll-gate  on  iaid**^*'*** 
road,  between  the  north  end  of  the  Watervliet  turnpike  end 
the  Mohawk  river,  at  which  half  tolls  may  be  taken,  and 
may  also  erect  two  gates  between  the  said  Mohawk  river  -and  ^ 
the  village  of  Ballston-Spa,  on  said  road,  on  which  the  follow- 
ing whole  tolls  may  be  taken  and  received  by  the  said  com- 
pany at  each  gate :  For  every  score  of  sheep  or  hogs,  six  and 
a  quarter  cents ;  for  every  score  of  cattle,  horses  or  mules^ 
twenty  cents,  and  in  that  prpoportion  for  any  greater  or  less 
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number  of  sheep,  hogs,  cattle  or  mules ;  for  every  dorse  urf 
rider,  three  cents ;  for  every  sulky,  chair  or  chaise  drawn  bj 
one  horse,  six  and  a^uarter  cents ;  for  every  one  horse  wagoo 
drawn  by  one  horse,  six  and  a  quarter  cents ;  for  everj  cart 
drawn  by  one  horse,  six  and  a  quarter  cents ;  for  every  cha* 
riot,  coach,  coachee,  phston  or  other  pleasure  carriage  dnwn 
by  two  horses,  twelve  and  a  half  cents ;  for  every  stage,  wa- 
gon or  other  four  wheeled  carriage  drawn  by  two  horses, 
mules  or  oxen,  twelve  and  a  half  cents ;  for  every  cart  dm wa 
by  two  horses  or  oxen,  six  and  a  quarter  cents ;  and  for  every 
sleigh  or  sled  drawn  by  one  horse,  mule  or  ox,  three  cents^ 
and  one  cent  for  every  additional  horse,  mule  or  ox ;  for  eve* 
ry  wagon  employed  in  the  transportation  of  produce  or  mei^ 
chandffze,  six  acid  a  quarter  cents. 

S  8.  The  said  half-toll  gate  may  be  erected  and  half  toll 
taken  thereat,  whenever  and  as  soon  as  the  said  road  sbaH  be 
completed  from  the  north  end  of  the  said  Watervliet  turnpike  to

Passed  April  26,  1SS9.

Senate  and  AesenMy^  do  enact  aefoUowa : 

S  1.  All  the  estate  and  interest  of  the  people  of  this  state  U> 
all  that  certain  tract  of  land,  situated  in  tlie  county  of  Che- 
nango, being  the  same  that  was  conveyed  by  Orel  Pood  and 
Aurelia  his  wife  to  Richard.  Moot*,  by  deed  of  conveyance 
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^ted  the  MveDth  day  of  November,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-two,  and  recorded  in 
the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  of  Chena%o,  in  book  G.  G.  of 
deeds,  at  page  four  hundred  and  thhty-nine;  having  become 
escheated  to  this  state  in  consequence  of  the  alienage  of  Rich- 
ard Moor  deceased,  is  hereby  released  to,  and  vested  in  Ruth 
Moor,  widow  of  the  late  Richard  Moor,  and  to  her  heirs  and 
assigns  forever ;  subject  to  all  le^al  claims  or  demands  against 
the  said  Richard  Moor,  deceased.

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  Classification  of  certain  Jus- 
tices of  the  Peace. 

Passed  April  26,  1838. 

The  People  of  the  ISate  of  New-Tarky  represetUed  tn 
SenaH  and  Assembly ^  do  enact  asfoUaws: 

S  !•  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  all  such  persons  as  were  imttMii 
iluly  elected  to  the  office  of  justices  of  the  peace  in  the  town  ^'^^^ 
of  Lyme,  in  the  county  of  Jefferson,  on  the  fourteenth  day  of 
February  last,  and  who  have  not  determined  by  lot  the  class  to 
which  each  of  said  justices  shall  belong  aud  th^  term  for  which 
«ach  of  said  justices  shall  serve,  to  determine  the  same  by  lot, 
in  presence  of  the  supervisor  or  town  clerk  of  said  town,  with-

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  tke  Village  of  Oainea,  in  Ou 
County  of  Orleans. 

Passed  Aprif  26,  1832. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Neto-York^  represented  in 
Senate  and  Assembly j  do  enact  asfoUows: 

^  $1.  All  that  district  of  C9untry  in  the  county  of  OfleaiMy 
|r7S«f  •  and  town  of  Gaines,  contained  within  ihe  f  jHuwing  VxHinda- 
ties,  that  is  to  say  :^  Beginning  at  the  mile  b4>ard  oii  the 
Bidge  road  marked  thirty-four  miles  from  Rochester;  thencs 
running  south  half  a  mile ;  thence  east,  parallel  with  the 
]^idge  road, one  mile;  thence  north  one  mile;  thence  west, 
parallel  with  the  Ridge  road,  one  mile;  (hence  south  liaif  a 
^lile,  to  the  place  of  beginning,  shall  hercatter  he  known  and 
distinguished  by  the  name  of  the  village  of  Gaines,  and  the 
t  freeholders  and  inhabitants  residing  within  the  limits  afiire- 

said,  are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate,  by  i\\t  nume 
■^•^  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Village  of  Gaines,  and  shall  be  capa- 
ble of  purchasing,  holding  and  conveying  ;iny  real  estate  w 
personal  estate  situated  within  the  said  village,  for  tiie  use 
thereof. 

u  S  2.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  layout, 
open  and  improve,  ornament,  construct  and  repair  the  hig;b> 
ways,  streets  and  side-walks  in  the  same ;  to  purchase  and 
keep  in  repair  one  or  more  fire  engines  and  other  apparatus 
for  extinguishing  fires;  to  remove  and  prevent  nuisances, 
and  to  make  any  necessary  repairs  and  improvements  for  tia 
benefit  or  use  of  said  villp.ge,  and  to  raise  money  by  tax  to  te 
levied  upon  the  real  and  personal  property  in  tiaid  village,  to 
carry  inco  effect  the  above  mentioned  powers :  but  no  tax 
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ihall  be  raised  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  voters 
present,  at  any  legal  meeting,  duly  notified,  of  the  inhabitants 
of  sale)  village,  qualified  to  vote. 

S  3.  It  shaSl  be  lawful  fur  the  inhabitants  of  said  villasje,  MMtiaik 
qualified  to  vote  at  town-meet ing9,  to  meet  on  the  last  Mon- 
day of  May  next,  at  such  time  and  place  in  such  village  as 
ahall  be  appointed  by  some  justice  of  the  peai^e  of  the  county 
of  Orleans,  and  notifie<l  to  the  inhabitants  of  said  village  at 
least  ;hree  days  previous  thereto,  by  notice  to  be  inserted  in  a 
newspaper  printed  in  5aid  village,  or  posted  in  three  public 
places  in  the  same,  and  then  and  there  elect  five  freehohTers 
of  said  village,  to  be  trustees  thereof,  three  assessors,  one 
clerk,  one  treasurer,  (me  collector,  one  pound  keeper,  one

Si,  From  and  after  the  first  day  of  lanuory,  one  thoasaod 
«^poikMa.  ^jgjj^  hundred  and  thkty-five,  no  person  shall  be  alWiied  to 
commence  or  practise  the  business  of  an  apothecary  in  the  catf 
of  NeW'YoriCy  without  having  previously  atteiHled  two  or 
more  courses  of  the  lectures,  and  passed  the  examination  re- 
quired by  the  charter  of  the  College  of  Pharmacy  in  said  city, 
and  obtained  ils  diploma,  or  unless  furnished  with  a  diploma 
from  some  other  regularly  eonstituted  college  of  pharmacy  or 
medicine,  or  shall  have  passed  an  examination  of  the  censon 
of  the  medical  society  of  one  of  the  counties  of  this  state,  and 
furnished  by  such  censors  with  a  certificate  of  his  qualifications

school,  to  be  denominated  the  Rensselaer  Institute. 

If  said  trustees  of  the  Rensselaer  school,  on  ac» 
count  of  the  objections  of  said  patron,  or  of  the  truces  of  said 
acadamy,  shall  not  remoTe  said  Rensselaer  school  to  the  site
